The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  grist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance 
what  has  happened  during  the  week.  See  also  "  Contents"  ia 
the  first  column. 


The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  passed  the  Committer 
stage  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday,  after  an  hour's 
debate,  during  which  a  number  of  amendments  were  agreed 
to. 

The  Amendments,  on  the  whole,  favour  registered  chemists, 
and  were  the  result  of  conference  between  representatives  of 
the  Government,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  com- 
panies, and  others  interested.  They  are  summarised  in  a  few 
pithy  paragraphs  on  p.  83. 

The  Poison  Schedule  originally  in  the  Blil  was  replaced 
by  another,  but  this  second  one  was  withdrawn  in  favour  of 
a  third,  which  embraces  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  suggestions  (p.  89). 

Our  Full  Report  of  the  debate  begins  on  the  same  page. 
The  following  noble  lords  took  part  in  it :  The  Earl  of  Crewe, 
Lord  Ashbourne,  Lord  Monk-Bretton,  Viscount  Hill,  Lord! 
Haversham,  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  Lord  Saltoun,  Lord 
Clinton,  Lord  Ebury,  Lord  Belper,  and  the  Earl  of  Camper- 
down. 

The  Bill,  as  amended,  is  printed  on  pp.  88-89. 

The  Opinion  is  expressed  in  an  editorial  note  (p.  92)  that  the 
amendments  are  an  acceptable  improvement,  and  are  the 
first  fruits  of  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  labours.  More  may  be  ex- 
pected in  the  Commons. 

"Xrayser"  (p.  91),  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  and  Mr.  James  Reid 
(p  106)  comment  favourablv  on  the  trend  of  matters,  but 
from  Blackburn  (p.  79)  and  Cardiff  (p.  81)  come  violent  objec- 
tions, which  is  consistent  with  the  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Councillors  in  these  towns  regarding  the  Parliamentary 
secretaryship.

SUMMER  STUDIES. 

A  Scheme  for3the  Study  of  Field  Botany. 

By  J.  C.  Shenstone,  F.L.S. 

Third  Lesson. 

IsPeobably  few  students  will  attempt  the  more  ambitious  task 
of  forming  a  complete  herbarium  of  British  plants.  Such 
a  collection  might  prove  a  white  elephant,  for  it  would  be 
•undesirable  for  the  student  to  convey  about  trunks  of  dried 
plants  during  his  period  of  assistantship,  and  such  a  collec- 
tion, when  left  at  home,  would  suffer  in  the  absence  of  its 
-owner.  The  following  instructions  will,  however,  be  equally 
•useful  as  a  guide  in  forming  special  series  of  dried  plants 
-likely  to  be  of  value  to  the  pharmaceutical  student. 

We  must  first  catch  our  hare  before  cooking  it,  and  we 
•must  first  collect  our  plants  before  drying  them. 

Collecting. 

Specimens  should,  when  possible  be  collected  in  dry 
weather,  for  if  collected  when  damp  they  do  not  usually 
Tetain  their  colour  so  well  after  drying.  Vigorous  specimens 
growing  under  normal  circumstances  should  be  selected. 
Every  part  of  the  plant  should  be  secured — root,  radical 
leaves  and  cauline  leaves,  inflorescence,  and  fruit.  Some- 
?times  these  cannot  be  secured  on  the  same  plant  or  even  at 
the  same  season  of  the  year;  then  specimens  with  the 
i missing  part  must  be  taken  separately.  Large  plants  can  be 
■  divided  to  get  them  into  the  vasculum,  and  later  for  mount- 
ing. In  the  case  of  trees  and  shrubs  we  must  content  our- 
selves with  suitable  branches.  The  plants  should  be  carried 
home  in  a  tin  vasculum  or  botany-box,  which  will  prevent 
their  fading  or  being  damaged.  Such  botany-boxes  can  be 
purchased  of  dealers  in  microscopes  and  Nature  Study 
materials  at  small  cost.  The  best  size  for  the  purpose  is 
18  in.  by  7  in.  by  3^  in.  This  will  carry  specimens  without 
'bending  or  injuring  them.  It  should  be  provided  with  a 
shoulder-strap.  A  damp  cloth  placed  in  the  tin  will  keep 
'the  specimens  fresh  in  hot  weather.  Convenient  trowels 
for  grubbing  up  the  roots  can  also  be  obtained  of  dealers  in 
-Nature  Study  materials,  and  are  known  as  "  fern-spuds." 

Drying. 

Specimens  of  plants  are  dried  by  placing  between 
absorbent  paper  placed  between  boards  and  pressed  or 
weighted.  The  boards  should  measure  20  in.  by  12  in.,  and 
must  be  strongly  clamped  to  prevent  warping.  They  may  be 
purchased  of  dealers  in  Nature  Study  materials.  The 
necessrry  pressure  can  be  supplied  by  strapping  the  boards 
together  by  two  straps  made  of  strong  webbing,  about  Is  in. 
wide.  These  straps  should  be  strongly  made  by  a  saddler. 
A  special  kind  of  drying  paper  is  made  for  botanical 
specimens.  It  is  sold  by  Nature  Study  dealers  at  Is.  3d. 
per  quire,  but  any  kind  of  unsized  paper  may  be  used,  such 
as  the  soft  paper  used  by  grocers  for  wrapping  sugar.  The 
sheets  should  be  cut  to  20  in.  by  24  in.,  and  doubled  to 
"20  in.  by  12  in.  The  specimens  should  be  carefully  laid 
•out  to  preserve  their  natural  form,  and  so  disposed  in  the 
press  as  to  equalise  pressure.  Delicate  flowers  may  be 
•enclosed  in  tissue  paper ;  several  sheets  of  paper  should 
"be  interposed  between  the  specimens,  and  sheets  of 
cheap  cotton  wool  may  also  be  interposed  in  the  case  of 
thick -stemmed  plants.  The  papers  should  be  replaced  by 
dry  ones  daily  for  some  days,  but  as  drying  progresses 
longer  intervals  may  be  allowed.  Some  succulent  plants, 
such  as  the  bluebell,  retain  their  vitality  so  long  that  it  is 
well  to  immerse  them  in  boiling  water  to  kill  them  before 
•drying. 

Mounting. 

Previous  to  mounting,  the  plants  should  be  well  painted 
with  the  following  solution,  otherwise  they  will  sooner  or 
later  be  attacked  by  mites  : 

(lorrosiv.e  sublimate  ...       ...       ...    2  dr. 

Methylated  spirit    1  pint 

Dissolve. 

Any  good  cartridge  paper  serves  for  mounting  specimens 


upon.  The  best  size  for  mounting  sheets  is  17^  in.  by  11^  in. 
All  parts  of  many  plants  cannot  be  displayed  upon  smaller 
sheets.  The  plants  should  be  attached  to  the  sheets  by  paper 
straps  about  in.  wide,  which  should  be  pasted  across  the 
stems  and  branches  at  suitable  distances.  Each  specimen 
should  be  clearly  labelled  with  the  generic  and  specific 
names,  the  English  name,  the  Natural  Order,  the  habitat 
or  place  where  collected,  and  the  date  when  collected. 

In  the  next  lesson  I  will  suggest  some  series  of  wild  plants 
which  might  prove  helpful  in  improving  the  student's 
knowledge  of  pharmacy  and  field  botany,  and  which  could 
be  preserved  with  his  books  and  other  effects  without 
occupying  undue  space. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 


TWELVE  fatalities,  including  three  misadventures,  with 
poisons  have  occurred  during  the  week,  of  which  half 
were  due  to  unscheduled  poisons,  the  feature  being  the 
prominence  spirit  of  salt  is  attaining  for  suicidal  purposes. 
Five  poisoning  cases  were  due  to  substances  in  the  second 
part  of  the  schedule,  one  only  in  the  first  part.  Mary 
Ellen  Coop  (57),  Bootle,  obtained  a  bottle  of  spirit  of  salt 
from  a  chemist  for  cleaning  purposes  and  evidently  swal- 
lowed a  quantity  the  next  day  with  suicidal  intent,  and 
died  in  consequence. — Robert  G.  Garwood  (58),  fitter,  Bury 
St.  Edmunds,  committed  suicide  by  taking  spirit  of  salt. — < 
Annie  Stockley  (29),  North  Finchley,  took  spirit  of  salt 
while  suffering  from  delusions.  She  obtained  twopenny- 
worth  from  a  general-store  keeper  in  High  Street,  North 
Finchley,  who  did  not  label  the  bottle  because  he  had  no 
labels.  Evidence  showed  death  was  due  to  poisoning  by 
spirit  of  salt. — A  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure  from 
stramonium-poisoning  was  returned  on  the  body  of  John 
Linfoot  Hart  (5),  to  whom  a  dose  of  asthma-powder  was 
given  from  a  tin  labelled  "Liquorice-powder." — Robert 
Miller,  chimney-sweep,  Rutherglen,  died  from  drinking 
liquid  ammonia  by  mistake. — Harry  G.  Southwell  (47), 
solicitor,  West  Kensington,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
veronal  tablets.  Deceased  had  been  addicted  to  taking 
drugs,  and  was  disappointed  over  a  business  matter.— Wil- 
liam H.  Campbell  (34),  Leeds,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
oxalic  acid. — The  usual  verdict  was  returned  on  the  body 
of  Mary  Jane  Barker  (47).  Blackpool,  who  drank  a  quantity 
of  oxalic-acid  solution  obtained  by  her  husband  for  remov- 
ing ink-stains. — Arthur  Campbell  Gillett  (20),  chemist's 
assistant,  New  Barnet,  poisoned  himself  by  taking  oxalic 
acid.  The  deceased  had  been  charged  at  the  assizes  with 
attempting  to  commit  suicide  on  July  8,  and  was  bound 
over.  His  sweetheart  during  the  previous  week  had  stayed 
all  night  during  the  thunderstorm  in  Hadley  Wood  en- 
deavouring to  coax  him  into  a  proper  frame  of  mind,  and 
had  eventually  secured  the  poison,  and  he  had  promised 
not  to  carry  out  his  intention  of  taking  poison. — Agnes 
Sawyer  (40),  who  administered  laudanum  to  herself  and 
three  children  at  Goole  (C.  Jb  D.,  July  11,  p.  30),  also 
cutting  her  throat,  succumbed  early  in  the  week. — Maria 
Dickenson  (32),  Oldham,  died  through  drinking  carbolic 
acid  in  mistake  for  her  medicine. — Complaints  of  ill-treat- 
ment by  his  family  were  left  in  a  letter  written  by  Abraham 
Hart  (66),  a  photographer,  Brighton,  who  committed 
suicide  by  taking  cyanide  of  potassium. 


"  Trixie." — Three  trial  performances  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Stan- 
nard's  (John  Strange  Winter)  new  comedy  "  Trixie  "  were 
given  at  the  Scala  Theatre  on  July  10  and  11.  The  plot  is  the 
old  story  of  parental  interference  in  true  love's  course.  The 
bishop,  with  memories  of  an  old  sweetheart,  arranges  to  marry 
her  son,  a  blase  lord  with  a  past,  to  his  young  and  beautiful 
daughter,  who,  woman-like,  promptly  falls  in  love  with  a 
mere  army  captain.  The  correct  happy  ending  is  ensured 
through  the  services  of  Trixie  Armitage,  a  famous  music- 
hall  artiste,  and  the  humour  of  the  play  and  a  few^  touching- 
scenes  are  derived  from  the  situations  between  the  bishop  and 
this  well-intentioned  energetic  young  lady.  The  first  act  is 
somewhat  tame,  but  the  interest  and  humour  develop  in 
the  second  act,  and  the  pathetic  touches  are  reserved  for  the 
last  act.  The  fall  of  the  curtain  caused  loud  calls  for  the 
authoress,  who  was  greeted  with  enthusiasm,  and  had  to 
appear  twiee  before  the  ardour  of  the  audience  was  appeased.

Brevities. 

Over  a  hundred  volumes  relating  to  pharmacy  have  been 
given  to  the  municipal  libraries  at  Bristol  by  the  Bristol 
Chemists'  Association. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  provided 
50/.  towards  the  expense  of  chemistry  instruction  at  the 
Dartford  Technical  College. 

The  three  men  indicted  for  manslaughter  by  administer- 
ing jalap  in  beer  to  an  old  man  named  Pearson  (C.  tfc  D., 
1908,  I.,  623)  were  discharged  at  the  Staffordshire  Assizes 
on  July  14. 

Kensington  Public  Health  Committee  direct  that  the 
vendor  of  a  sample  purchased  as  milk  of  sulphur  be 
cautioned.  According  to  the  analyst  it  consisted  of 
"powdered  sulphur." 

A  destructive  fire  lasting  nine  hours  occurred  at  the 
works  of  the  Hull  Stearine  Co.'s  warehouses  on 
July  11.  The  fire-brigade  managed  to  save  1,000  tons  of 
cottonseed  oil,  stored  in  four  huge  tanks. 

The  Photographic  Convention  of  the  United  Kingdom 
held  its  annual  meeting  in  Brussels  this  year,  finishing  on 
July  11,  and  selected  Canterbury  for  the  1909  annual  meet- 
ing, Mr.  H.  Snowden  Ward  to  be  President. 

The  Council  of  tire  Central  and  Associated  Chambers 
of  Agriculture  will,  on  Tuesday,  November  3,  discuss  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  sale  of  poisons  for  agricultural 
purposes. 

Mr.  E.  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  29  High  Street, 
Rushden,  and  his  wife  while  out  driving  on  July  9  were 
thrown  from  the  vehicle  owing  to  the  horse  stumbling.  Mr. 
Smith  was  cut  and  bruised  about  the  face  and  arms,  but 
his  wife  escaped  injury. 

Col.  J.  E.  Seely,  D.S.O.,  M.P.,  Under-Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies,  will  lay  the  foundation-stone  at  the 
"Dorothy  Boot"  almshouses  (C.  <L-  D.,  1908,  I.,  851)  on 
July  30.  TPie  miniature-rifle  range  presented  by  Mr.  Jesse 
Boot  to  the  employes  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  will  be  officially  opened 
by  Col.  Seely  on  the  same  day. 

We  reported  last  week  that  an  outside  dental  showcase 
on  the  premises  of  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  chemist  and 
dentist,  Kingston-on-Thames,  had  been  broken  into  and 
the  contents  rifled.  This  fact  was  circulated  among  the 
Metropolitan  Police,  and  two  men  charged  m  Bermondsey 
last  Saturday  with  disorderly  conduct  were  searched  and 
sets  of  false  teeth  were  found  in  their  possession.  These 
were  subsequently  identified  by  Mr.  Higgs,  who  accord- 
ingly charged  the  men.  At  the  Kingston  Police  Court  this 
week  they  were  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  six  weeks' 
imprisonment. 

The  Fred  Reynolds  Memorial  Fund. 

A  meeting  of  the  Fred  Reynolds  Memorial  Committee 
was  held  on  Monday,  July  13  (Mr.  Reynolds's  birthday), 
at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Leedr.,  Dr.  W.  M.  Gabriel,  of 
Keighley,  presiding.  Most  of  the  committee  were  present, 
and  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  (Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.) 
attended  by  invitation.  Final  arrangements  were  made 
with  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  Fund,  which  now 
amounts  to  a  little  over  140?.  in  subscriptions  from  i.50  of 
the  late  Mr.  Reynolds's  friends.  A  sum  of  40/.  has  already 
been  invested  for  the  purpose  of  sending  two  poor  children 
into  the  country  fc-  a  fortnight's  holiday  every  year,  and 
now  it  was  decided  to  grant  85/.  for  the  building  of  a  new 
dormitory  whereby  the  accommodation  at  the  Arnside  Holi- 
day Camp  of  the  Leeds  Poor  Children's  Holiday  Camp 
Association  may  be  doubled.  This  structure  is  to  be  known 
as  the  Fred  Reynolds  Memoria1  Wing,  and  will  accommo- 
date forty  beds.  In  addition  to  this  there  will  be  the 
expense  of  a  brass  memorial  tablet  and  a  portrait  to  be 
erected  inside  the  building.  The  Camp  Association  have 
given  an  undertaking  satisfactory  to  the  committee,  and  the 
extension,  now  practically  finished,  will  be  opened  for 
use  almost  immediately.    In  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  it  is 


proposed  to  have  an  informal  unveiling  of  the  tablet  and 
memorial,  and  as  soon  as  all  the  arrangements  are  com- 
pleted a  printed  statement  with  list  of  names  of  subscribers 
will  be  issued  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  fund.  Any 
balance  left  after  paying  incidental  expenses  is  to  be  added 
to  the  grant  of  85/.  mentioned.  The  Hon.  Secretary  to  the 
Fund  is  Mr.  W.  H.  Scott,  Oakwood  Avenue,  Roundhay, 
Leeds. 

The  Titles  Question. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, July  15,  Mr.  Openshaw  in  the  chair.  The  business  was- 
te discuss  the  titles  question,  and  the  discussion  was  opened 
by  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  who,  after  complimenting  Mr. 
Philip  Snowden,  M.P.,  on  the  speech  he  had  made-  as  a 
member  of  the  deputation  to  Lord  Crewe,  referred  to  the- 
amendment  of  the  company's  clause  of  the  Government  Bill, 
saying  that  it  was  "a  wicked  injustice  and  a  surrender  to 
capital."    Mr.  John  Rennie  (Secretary)  proposed  : 

That  this  Association  calls  upon  the  Council  to  come  to 
no  agreement  with  the  Government  unless  the  title  chemist 
and  druggist  "  is  restricted  to  those  having  earned  it. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  Highton,  who  expressed; 
himself  strongly  against  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and 
Mr.  Jepeon  asked  if  any  of  the  Council  members  had  special 
interests  to  guard  by  agreeing  to  Lord  Crewe's  amendments. 
Mr.  Holt  felt  like  moving  a  vote  of  censure  on  the  Council.. 
Others  spoke  in  a  similar  strain,  and  one  member  suggested  , 
withdrawing  financial  support.  Mr.  G.  Hord  reminded 
the  meeting  that  the  Bill  has  still  to  go  through  the  House 
of  Commons.  The  motion  was  agreed  to,  as  also  was  one 
thanking  Mr.  Snowden.  A  motion  in  regard  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  was  postponed. 

The  Buddhist  Monk. 
As  announced  in  a  recent  issue,  the  Buddhist  monk  and 
missionary,  the  Bhikkhu  Ananda  Metteyya,  otherwise  Mr. 
John  Macgregor,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Buddhist  Church, 
a  director  of  the  International  Buddhist  Society,  and 
editor  of  the  quarterly  organ  "  Buddhism,"  delivered  the 
address  at  the  "Men's  Meeting"  last  Sunday  afternoon 
at  the  Grafton  Square  Congregational  Chapel,  Clapham, 
S.  W.  The  Bhikkhu  was  at  one  time  an  analytical  assistant 
with  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer.  When  he  was  ushered  on  to  the 
platform  last  Sunday  after  the  service  he  appeared  as  a 
spare,  tall  man,  very  lightly  garbed,  and  clad  in  an  orange- 
yellow  vestment  which  seemed  to  constitute  the  whole  of 
his  raiment.  In  conformity  with  Buddhist  practice,  he 
sat  like  his  audience.  Speaking  in  excellent  English,  but 
in  such  low  tones  as  to  be  hardly  apprehended  by  the  more 
distant  portion  of  his  audience,  he  proceeded  to  deliver  the 
"  message  of  Buddhism  to  the  Western  world." 

Islington  Drugs. 
The  annual  report  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Harris,  medical  officer 
of  health  of  Islington,  states  that  out  of  75  samples  of  drugs 
examined  11,  or  14.7  per  cent.,  were  returned  as  adulterated. 
Dissatisfaction  is  expressed  that  out  of  12  samples  of  lime- 
water  examined  2  were  not  up  to  the  pharmacopceial  stan- 
dard. The  report  states  that  since  this  drug  is  used  largely 
in  cases  of  summer  diarrhoea,  it  is  of  grave  importance  that 
it  should  be  of  full  strength.  One  out  of  5  samples  of  fluid 
magnesia,  1  of  2  samples  of  Gregory's  powder,  and  2  of  4 
samples  of  saffron  were  adulterated.  One  sample  each  of 
oil  of  juniper  and  ground  gentian-root  were  taken  and 
returned  as  adulterated.  Three  samples  of  tartaric  acid: 
were  taken,  and,  although  stated  to  contain  an  infinitesimal 
amount  of  lead,  below  the  Local  Government  Board  stan- 
dard, they  are  included  in  the  number  of  adulterated  samples. 
The  following  were  all  genuine  :  Glycerin.  5;  olive  oil,  1; 
compound  liquorice-powder,  6;  cod-liver  oil,  7;  compound 
tincture  of  rhubarb.  6  :  camphor-water,  1  ;  spirit  of  cam- 
phor. 2 ;  precipitated  sulphur,  2 ;  oleum  terebinthinas,  3 ; 
camphorated  oil.  2  :  salad  oil.  1 ;  almond  oil,  2  ;  quinine  wine, 
6  ;  liquor  bismuthi  et  ammonii  citratis,  3.

A  reply 
purporting  to  come  from  her  was  then  sent  stating  that 
advice  was  given  free  of  charge,  and  on  mentioning  her 
name  a  concession  of  25  per  cent,  would  be  given  in  order  to 
enable  a  fair  trial  of  treatment  to  be  made.  Faked  testi- 
monials were  also  sent.  Other  remedies  not  mentioned 
last  week  are  capsules  of  castor  or  elder  oil  and  Blaud's 
pills.  The  accused  was  again  remanded.  Bail  was  granted 
on  sureties  amounting  to  900Z. 

Leeds  Laboratories. 

In  connection  with  the  new  laboratories  at  Leeds  Uni- 
versity, opened  by  the  King  last  week,  the  "  Illustrated 
London  News  "  of  July  11  devotes  a  whole-page  drawing 
by  Max  Cowper,  to  illustrating  "Progressive  Woman,"  a 
view  of  the  laboratory  showing  a  preponderating  number  of 
ladies  at  work.  It  is  a  question  whether  Professor  Arthur 
Smithells  is  shown  as  explaining  the  uses  of  "balneum 
aquae  "  to  a  fair  damsel  or  is  merely  removing  it  to  a  con- 
venient place.

By  a  Deed  Poll,  dated  July  6,  Mr.  Arthur  Joseph  Bee, 
244  Bramall  Lane,  who  describes  himself  as  a  druggist, 
declares  his  intention  to  be  called  by  the  name  of  Arthur 
Bee  Forrest. 

The  "Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph"  of  July  11  says  the 
surgical-instrument  industry,  following  a  long  spell  of 
quietude,  has  been  brisker  during  the  past  two  months,  but 
is  now  relapsing  again.  Severe  competition  is  felt  from  the 
German  makers,  whose  cheap  and  well-finished  products  are 
frequently  bought  by  surgeons  who  formerly  would  only 
use  instruments  of  the  most  reliable  makes.  Some  local 
firms  still  practically  possess  a  monopoly  on  account  of 
superior  hardening  and  the  high  grade  of  steel  used.  The 
United  States  is  still  a  good  customer  for  best  quality 
wares. 

Headache-powders. 
Mr.  Wyatt  held  an  inquest  at  Clapham  on  July  13  re- 
garding the  death  of  Thomas  Jelf  (43),  an  engine-driver, 
The  widow  stated  that  her  husband  complained  of  a  head- 
ache, and  took  a  headache-powder,  which  had  been 
bought  at  an  oil  and  provision  shop.  After  taking 
the  powder  he  seemed  better,  but  later  he  gave  three  or 
four  gasps  and  died.    Dr.  Wilkins,  of  Clapham,  said  th& 


deceased  had  influenza  and  rheumatism.  The  cause  of 
death  was  heart-failure  following  influenza,  probably 
accelerated  by  the  drug.  The  headache-powders  were  said 
to  contain  acetanilide,  which  had  so  depressing  an  effect  on 
the  heart  that,  witness  believed,  it  was  not  used  by  the 
medical  profession.  The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to 
natural  causes,  and  they  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
powders  ought  not  to  be  sold  indiscriminately.

John  Lawson,  of  Daisy,  Ltd.,  states  that  the  reports  are 
inaccurate. — Editor.]

The  woman 
was  alleged  to  have  given  her  husband  phosphorus-paste 
in  a  dose  of  medicine,  and  the  medical  evidence  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  man  died  from  phosphorus-poisoning. 
Mr.  R.  J.  Moss,  Dublin,  found  traces  of  phosphorous  acid 
in  the  internal  organs,  but  he  said  this  might  be  caused 
by  putrefaction.  After  a  trial  lasting  nine  hours  the 
accused  was  found  not  guilty,  and  acquitted.

A  Welsh  Protest.

Cardiff,  July  13,  1908.

My  Lord, — It  is  reported  that  your  Lordship  is  to  move  the 
amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

We,  the  chemists  of  this  district,  desire  to  state  to  your  Lord- 
ship that  the  chemists  of  Wales  will  not  accept  as  satisfactory 
■any  settlement  that  does  not — 

1.  Secure  to  them  the  sole  right  to  the  statutory  title  of 
■chemist  and  druggist. 

2.  Sole  right  to  the  sale  of  all  compounded  medicines  in- 
tended for  human  administration — which  is  the  true  work  of 
the  pharmacist. 

Clause  2  of  the  Government  Bill  will,  if  passed,  so  reduce 
the  value  of  qualification  that  without  some  compensating 
advantage  the  qualification  will  not  be  worth  securing,  and 
the  rapid  decay  of  British  pharmacy  must  ensue.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Vichy  Thermal  Establishment's  gross  profits  for 
1907  were  7,678,000  frs.,  against  7,615,000  frs.  in  1906,  the 
number  of  bottles  of  mineral  water  sold  having  increased 
from  18,160,000  to  20,675,785.  A  dividend  of  80  frs.  per 
share  was  declared  at  the  recent  general  meeting. 

The  Red  Ribbon. — The  "  Fourteenth  of  July  "  (national 
fete)  list  of  nominations  and  promotions  in  the  Legion  of 
Honour  contains  the  name  of  Head  Pharmacist  Sauvaire, 
of  the  French  Navy,  who  has  been  promoted  to  the  grade 
of  Officer  of  the  Legion,  and  two  military  pharmacists — ■ 
Pharmacist  Majors  Ravin,  of  the  Twelfth  Army  Corps,  and 
Rothea,  of  the  Central  Army  Pharmacy  at  Paris — receive 
the  red  ribbon  of  Chevalier. 

M.  Becquerel,  successor  of  Berthelot  as  Perpetual 
Secretary  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  is,  like  his  pre- 
decessor, a  Parisian  born  and  bred,  but  presents  a  curious 
contrast  in  appearance.  Berthelot  was  proverbially  care- 
less in  dress  and  simple  in  habits,  and  somewhat  slow  in 
movement.  M.  Becquerel  is  a  smart,  brisk,  dapper  man, 
always  faultlessly  attired.  He  married  the  rich  daughter  of 
a  civil  engineer  ;  his  wife  is  a  stately  lady  who  presides  with 
queenly  grace  over  grave  academical  and  official  Parisian 
gatherings.  The  Becquerels  represent  the  hereditary  aris- 
tocracy of  French  science,  just  as  ■'he  Carnots  and  Casimir- 
Periers  represented  the  hereditary  aristocracy  of  Repub- 
lican politics.  For  three  successive  generations  the  Bec- 
querel family  have  been  members  of  the  Institute.  M. 
Becquerel  remarked  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Academy 
that  he  took  his  new  post  with  "  but  one  regret,  that  of  quit- 
ting the  section  of  general  physics  in  which  the  name  of  his 
family  had  figured  for  seventy-nine  years."  When  M. 
Becquerel  was  awarded  the  Nobel  prize,  four  years  ago.  he 
took  a  trip  to  Stockholm  and  lunched  with  King  Oscar. 
The  Royal  party  expressing  a  wish  to  hear  M.  Becquerel 
recount  his  remarkable  researches  in  optics  and  electricity, 
the  savant  borrowed  a  magic-lantern  from  an  obliging 
Swedish  gentleman,  pressed  a  lady's  work-table  into  the 
service  to  form  a  stand,  and  the  al  fresco  lecture  was  voted 
a  complete  success. 

The  French  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — The  Central  Labora- 
tory, established  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
new  Adulteration  Act,  was  opened  on  June  15  in  the  Rue  de 
Bourgogne,  Paris.  The  Parisian  section  of  the  "  Chemical 
police  "  of  the  French  Government,  which  formerly  had  its 
"  Scotland  Yard  "  in  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Bordas  (attached 
to  the  Ministry  of  Finances),  will  henceforth  be  transferred 
to  this  new  establishment,  annexed  to  the  Ministry  of  Com- 
merce. M.  Eugene  Roux,  General  Inspector  of  the  Anti- 
Adulteration  Services,  is  Director.  M.  Bruno  is  head 
chemist,  assisted  by  fifteen  "  titulary  "  chemists  and  three 
"  stagiaires."  Thirty  official  laboratories  have  now  been 
created  in  France  under  the  new  Act,  and  before  the  end  of 
the  year  three  more  provincial  establishments  will  be  added 
— Nice,  Besancon,  and  Rodcz.  The  laboratory  of  the  Paris 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  specially  designated  for  the 
service  of  pharmacy  inspection  under  the  Act,  is  also  ex- 
pected to  be  in  working  order  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
During  the  last  nine  months  of  1907  M.  Roux  and  his  pro- 
vincial collaborators  took  30,720  samples.  The  prosecutions 
numbered  6,061,  and  the  1,188  sentences  passed  represented 
an  aggregate  of  272,082f.  in  fines  and  13,323  days  of 
imprisonment.  It  is  an  open  secret  that  many  of  the 
younger  generation  of  French  pharmacists  are  now  qualify- 
ing, as  far  as  their  circumstances  permit,  for  additional 
degrees  of  a  scientific  nature.  An  inquiry  as  to  the  actual 
commercial  value  of  certain  degrees  elicited  the  reply  that 
under  the  new  Adulteration  Act  the  local  pharmacist  will  be 
the  only  analyst  available  in  the  smaller  places,  and  that  as 
it  is  highly  probable  that  the  man  possessing  the  most 
numerous  scientific  titles  will  be  selected  by  the  authorities, 
the  tendency  to  make  the  most  of  one's  youthful  leisure  for 
study  is  just  at  present  noticeable  by  the  careful  observer  of 
things  pharmaceutical.

Cape  Colony. 

Tariff  Changes. — From  the  protocol  to  the  new  Customs 
Convention  and  the  minutes  of  the  Inter-State  Customs  and 
Railway  Conference,  submitted  by  the  Prime  Minister  to 
the  Cape  Parliament  on  June  23,  we  gather  the  following 
changes  of  interest  to  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  : 

Potassium  and  Sodium  Chloride. — Duty  hitherto  3  per 
cent,  ad  val.,  now  15  per  cent,  ad  val.,  with  a  preference 
rebate  of  3  per  cent,  ad  val. 

Oils. — "  Palm,  palm-kernel,  cotton-seed,  and  coconut  in 
bulk,  not  intended  for  manufacturing-  purposes,"  hitherto 
admitted  free,  are  now  rated  at  15  per  cent,  ad  val.,  with 
a  rebate  of  3  per  cent,  under  the  preferential  clause. 

Vinegar  and  Acetic  Acid. — The  definition  of  vinegar, 
which  in  the  old  tariff  described  it  for  the  Customs  purposes 
as  "  vinegar  of  standard  strength,  fit  for  Immediate  use  as 
such,"  has  been  omitted,  and  the  duty  will  now  be  applied  to 
vinegar  of  any  strength,  not  exceeding  the  strength  of 
proof,  proof  being  held  to  be  equal  to  6  per  cent,  of  absolute 
acid.  The  new  tariff  provides  that  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tional duty  of  Ad.  per  degree  for  each  degree  of  strength  in 
excess  of  proof.  Included  in  this  scale  of  duties,  under  the 
new  tariff,  are  extracts  or  essences  of  vinegar,  acid,  acetic 
and  pyroligneous.  The  duty  existing  hitherto  on  acetic 
acid  has  been  3s.  7>d.  per  gal.,  and  the  additional  duty  of 
Ad.  per  degree  of  strength  in,  excess  of  proof  will  involve  a 
heavy  increase  in  the  rates  on  extracts,  essences,  and  acetic 
acid. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. — A  general 
meeting  was  held  at  Cape  Town  on  June  18,  Mr.  F.  C. 
Mathew  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  present  Mr. 
J.  S.  North,  Dr.  Froembling,  Vice-Presidents;  Mr.  Geo. 
Darroll,  of  Messrs.  A.  Cleghorn  &  Darroll ;  Messrs.  H.  E. 
Cope,  J.  Austin  Thomas,  0.  Rohrssen,  G.  Cleghorn,  J. 
Clayton  Smith,  A.  Francis,  F.  J.  Harpur,  and  the  Secretary. 
The  report  covering  the  finances  in  connection  with  the 
recent  dinner  was  presented,  and  showed  a  balance  on  the 
right  side.  The  question  of  the  general  dealers'  licence  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  decided,  in  view  of  the  many  different 
deputations  which  have  of  late  waited  upon  the  Government, 
to  postpone  the  idea  of  a  deputation  till  a  later  and  more 
opportune  moment.  A  "smoker"  was  arranged  to  take 
place  on  July  9,  and  a  small  committee  was  formed  to 
arrange  the  details. 

Natal. 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. — A  meeting  was  held  at 
Durban  on  June  18.  The  chief  business  was  about  the  pro- 
posed legislation  affecting  chemists  in  the  Colony.  The 
Natal  Pharmacy  Board  having  drawn  up  a  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  Amendment  Act,  it  was  decided 
to  forward  it  to  all  chemists  in  the  Colony,  and  to  impress 
each  with  the  necessity  of  interviewing  his  own  Parlia- 
mentary representative,  with  a  view  of  enlisting  sympathy 
in  opposition  to  certain  clauses  of  the  proposed  new  Act,  and 
to  obtain  pledges  from  representatives  in  favour  of  the 
report  of  the  Pharmacy  Board .  It  was  also  decided  to 
approach  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Natal,  with  a  view  to 
receiving  a  deputation  from  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  would  lay  before  him  opinions  upon  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

New  Railway  Rates. — The  Government  "Gazette"  of 
June  20  notified  reductions  in  the  rail  rates  of  the  following 
articles  over  the  Central  South  African  Railways  : 

Copperas,  arsenic,  arsenious  acid,  arsenate  of  soda,  sul- 
phate of  copper,  whiting,  cottonseed  oil,  palm  oil,  palm- 
kernel  oil,  coconut  oil,  and  paraffin  wax,  when  carried  in 
bulk. 


Transvaal. 

Advancement  of  Science. — Arrangements  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  South  African  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science  at  Grahamstown,  Cape  Colony,  are  at  the  time  of 
writing  nearly  complete,  and  the  meeting  promises  to  be  a 
great  success.  About  seventy  papers  will  be  read.  Citizens 
of  the  town  are  joining  heartily  in  the  endeavours  of  the- 
local  committee  to  make  the  meeting  a  success  on  the  local 
side. 

Medical  Act  Prosecutions.— At  the  Rand  Police  Court 
on  June  18,  "Dr."  George  Sterling  Johnson  was  found 
guilty  upon  two  counts  of  practising  as  a  medical  practi- 
tioner without  being  duly  registered.  He  was  sentenced  by 
the  Magistrate  to  a  fine  of  30£.,  with  an  alternative  of  six 
weeks'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  on  each  count.  The> 
evidence  showed  that  the  accused  had  attended  certain 
persons  and  had  prescribed  certain  medicines,  and  when  told 
that  the  medicine  was  doing  no  good  had  prescribed  other 
medicines.  Johnson  admitted  two  previous  convictions  ors 
similar  charges. — At  Pretoria  on  Friday,  June  19,  "  Dr." 
Oscar  E.  Rivera,  described  as  a  Spaniard,  was  charged  under 
the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  with  practising  with- 
out being  duly  qualified  and  registered  as  a  medical  practi- 
tioner. The  accused  was  formally  remanded,  bail  being 
fixed  at  501. 

Chemist's  Terrible  Death. — On  Tuesday,  June  16,  the- 
death  of  Mr.  Alfred  Augustus  Glover,  manager  of  the 
Boksburg  branch  of  Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemists  and  druggists,  occurred  under  terrible  circum- 
stances at  the  railway  crossing  at  Driefonbein,  on  the  East 
Rand.  Mr.  Glover  had,  as  usual,  ridden  from  Boksburg 
to  Johannesburg  on  his  motor  cycle  to  transact  business  for 
his  firm  at  the  Commercial  Exchange,  and  was  returning  to 
Boksburg  about  midday.  When  about  to  cross  the  railway- 
he  noticed  a  goods  train  approaching ;  but,  attempting  to 
cross,  he  was  struck  by  the  engine  and  thrown  a  considerable- 
distance,  his  skull  and  his  left  thigh  being  fractured. 
Assistance  was  at  once  obtained,  but  Mr.  Glover  died 
shortly  after  arrival  at  Germiston,  where  he  was  taken  by 
special  train.  Mr.  Glover  was  a  native  of  Bedfordshire,  andl 
went  to  South  Africa  some  seventeen  years  ago,  joining 
the  Bechuanaland  Police.  Fifteen  years  ago  he  went  to 
the  Transvaal  and  entered  the  service  of  Messrs.  B.  Owen 
Jones  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Boksburg,  and  served  them  loyally 
ever  since.  He  leaves  a  young  widow  and  three  children. 
The  funeral  of  the  deceased  gentleman  took  place  on  the- 
following  day,  and  there  was  a  representative  attendance  of 
the  leading  men  of  the  district,  among  those  present  being 
Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  J.  G.  Hamilton,  M.L.A., 
members  of  the  Witwatersrand  Commercial  Exchange,  and 
the  staff  of  the  Great  Eastern  Collieries. 


TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  was 
held  at  Johannesburg  on  Friday,  June  19,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  the  others  present 
being  Dr.  J.  van  Niekerk,  Messrs.  J.  R.  Jones,  R.  Butters,. 
C.  Keir,  and  the  Secretary. 

Veterinary  Ordinance. — A  copy  of  a  draft  ordinance,  for- 
warded for  information  by  the  Veterinary  Medical  Associa- 
tion, was  considered.  Exception  was  taken  to  a  clause  which 
appeared  to  imply  that  any  company  might  use  the  title  of 
"  veterinary  chemist  and  druggist,"  provided  the  membere- 
of  the  company  were  registered  veterinary  surgeons.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  discuss  the  -natter 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Veterinary  Association  and  report 
to  the  Board. 

Illegal  Practice.— Certain  complaints  of  illegal  practice- 
were  reported,  and  instructions  given  to  hand  them  over  to> 
the  police  for  disposal.  . 

Opium.— A  list  of  permits  to  import  opium  recommended 
since  last  meeting  was  confirmed.  ' 

Cantharides.— Attention  was  called  to  the  number  of  recent- 
criminal  cases  in  which  natives  had  been  found  in  possession 
of  cantharides.  After  some  discussion  it  was  decided  to 
bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Attorney-General,  and, 
to  ask  whether  in  all  such  cases  the  police  endeavoured  to 
trace  the  source  of  supply  of  the  drug. 

New  Chemists.— The  following  applications  for  registra- 
tion in  the  Transvaal  were  recently  approved  :  T.  K.  Hughes- 
(Llandrillo),  C  H.  Young  (Tayport,  Fife),  and  D.  G.  Pilches 
(Godalming)— -all  chemists  and  druggists  of  Great  Britain. 
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POISONS  AND  PHARMACY  BILL. 

The  Committee  stage  in  the  House  of  Lords  was  passed  on  Tuesday,  July  14,  the  Bill 
being  amended  in  several  particulars  after  an  hour's  discussion. 


Our  report  of  the  proceedings  is  full  for  the  purposes  of 
record  in  this  important  stage  of  the  history  of  British 
pharmacy,  but  in  the  following  paragraphs  we  give  a 
synopsis  of  what  was  attempted  in  the  way  of  amendment, 
and  what  was  done. 

Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons. 
4n  amendment  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe  was  agreed  to,  which 
•defines  more  clearly  what  these  are — viz.,  "  poisonous  sub- 
stances containing  arsenic,  tobacco,  or  the  alkaloids  of 
tobacco,  to  be  used  exclusively  in  agriculture  or  horticulture 
for  the  destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  or  bacteria,  or  as  sheep- 
-dips  or  weed-killers."  Viscount  Hill  failed  to  get  the  House 
to  agree  to  (1)  the  definition  of  the  substances  being  "  sheep- 
■dips,  weed-killers,  or  insecticides  "  ;  (2)  that  the  clause  should 
not  apply  in  any  borough  or  urban  district  containing  a 
registered  chemist  in  business ;  and  (3)  that  poisons  which  may 
in  future  be  made  agricultural  or  horticultural  should  not 
include  those  in  the  schedule  to  the  Act.  Lord  Monk-Bretton 
also  failed  to  convince  the  House  that  licence-granting  should 
be  entrusted  to  "  any  local  authority  authorised  to  appoint  an 
analyst  for  the  purposes  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act." 
Company  Chemists. 

Of  five  amendments  to  Clause  3  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe  two 
■were  verbal,  and  all  were  adopted.  The  words  enabling 
■companies  and  co-partneys  [in  Scotland]  to  use  the  title  were 
•deleted,  and  a  clause  added  requiring  such  legal  entities  who 
use  the  title  to  have  a  registered  chemist  as  director  or 
partner. 

Curriculum  and  Reciprocity. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  added  words  to  Clause  4  enabling  the  I 
■Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  if  they  so  decide,  to 
register  without  examination  "  qualified  military  dispensers."  [ 
Mineral  Acids. 

Lord  Clinton  succeeded  in  getting-  the  word  "  poison  "  (used  j 
an  Clause  5  to  describe  sulphuric,  nitric,  and  hydrochloric  i 
acids,  and  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid)  changed  to  "  substance," 
"but  his  proposal  that  instead  of  labelling  them  "  Poison  " 
they  should  be  labelled  "  Dangerous — not  to  be  taken  "  was 
not  agreed  to. 

Ireland  and  the  Bill. 

In  place  of  the  whole  Bill  being  extended  to  Ireland  the 
Earl  of  Crewe  had  Clause  6  so  changed  that  only  the  pro- 
visions relative  to  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  and 
■mineral  acids  will  apply  to  Ireland,  and  the  other  provisions 
in  the  Bill  will  not  apply. 

Poisons  Schedule. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  had  the  schedule  to  the  Bill  left  out  and 
.■a  new  one  substituted  for  it,  which  gives  effect  to  the  sugges-  I 
tions  made  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  the  Joint  Select  Committee. 

The  first  half-hour  of  Tuesday's  sitting  of  the  House  of 
Lords  was  occupied  by  discussion  of  Lord  Avebury's  Muni- 
cipal Franchise  (Mercantile  Corporations  and  Companies) 
Bill,  which  proposes  to  give  such  companies  a  vote  in 
(municipal  elections,  and  which  was  road  a  second  time  after 
a  division.     It  was  a  few  minutes  after  five  o'clock  when 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  reached.    Lord  Crewe 
sat  in  the  centre  of  the  front  Government  bench,  having  at 
his  side  a  crimson  despatch-box  and  upon  his  knee,  among  | 
-other  papers,  a  copy  of  the  Bill  and  of  his  own  and  the 
other  amendments  to  the  measure.     Viscount  Wolver- 
hampton sat  next  the  Colonial  Secretary  on  his  right,  while 
Earl  Beauchamp  sat  to  the  left.     Earl  Carrington,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  Lord  Fitzmaurice,  Lord 
Denman,  and  Lord  Allendale  were  also  on  the  Government  I 
Ibench.    Immediately  behind  were  Lord  Lochee  of  Gowrie,  I 
Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  Lord  Haversham,  Lord  Ribbles-  I 
•3ale,  Lord  Courtney,  and  several  other  peers.    Among  the 
•occupants  of  the  front  Opposition  bench  were  Lord  Ash-  i 
'bourne,  Earl  Cawdor,  Lord  Donoughmore,  the  Marquis  of 
Bath,  Viscount  St.  Aldwyn,  while  Lord  Cross,  Earl  Walde- 
grave,  and  Lord  Belper  sat  a  little  distance  away.    Lord  i 
Lansdowne,  the  leader  of  the  Opposition,  and  the  Marquis 
of  Salisbury  appeared  later  in  their  places.     Some  twelve 
or  more  Unionist  Peers  occupied  the  back  benches,  includ- 
ing the  Earl  of  Camperdown,  Lord  Atkinson,  Lord  Ave- 


bury,  Lord  Newton,  Viscount  Hill,  and  Lord  Monk-Bretton. 
Mr.  Idris  used  his  privilege  as  M.P.  to  take  a  small  party 
into  the  reserved  space  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  this  in- 
cluding the  Secretary  and  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  in  the  Strangers'  Gallery  were 
several  interested  in  the  Bill,  such  as  Mr.  Milne,  private 
secretary  to  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  and  Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs,  of  Wor- 
cester, who  has  engineered  the  agricultural  poisons  question 
to  this  point. 

The  Debate. 

One  of  the  clerks  at  the  table  having  read  out  the  title  of 
the  Bill, 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  that  the  House  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  on  the  Bill. 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  I  should  be  very  glad,  as  this  Bill  has 
not  been  before  the  House  for  some  time,  if  the  noble  Earl 
would  give  a  short  explanation  on  one  or  two  points.  When 
the  Bill  was  originally  introduced  everyone,  of  course, 
realised  its  general  importance,  and  one  of  the  matters  that 
attracted  attention  was  that  it  did  not  include  Ireland. 
Ireland  had  been  included  in  and  omitted  from  previous 
Bills,  and  it  was  deemed  wise  to  refer  it  to  a  Select  Com- 
mittee. The  result  of  the  consideration  of  that  Committee 
was  that  they  recommended  the  desirability  of  including 
Ireland,  and  the  Bill  was  reprinted  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  that  Committee  and  included  Ireland 
practically  without  qualification.  But  in  view  of  the 
amendments  on  the  paper  in  the  name  of  the  noble  Earl, 
the  Leader  of  the  House,  I  would  invite  a  short  explanation 
from  him  on  one  or  two  points.  I  should  think  myself,  on 
a  question  like  this,  dealing  so  much  with  the  happiness 
and  the  welfare  of  the  people,  it  would  be  desirable  as  far  as 
possible  to  have  common  legislation.  I  do  not  see  why 
what  are  safeguards  in  the  matter  of  poisons  in  England, 
Scotland,  and  Wales  should  not  be  also  applied  to  Ireland. 
That  was  the  idea,  I  gather,  of  the  Select  Committee,  and 
I  do  not  quite  follow  the  alterations  which  it  is  now  pro- 
posed to  effect.  The  amendments  on  the  paper  purport, 
as  I  gather,  only  to  apply  two  sections  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland. 
I  think  that  must  be  a  mistake.  I  assume  there  is  nothing 
more  susceptible  of  general  application  to  all  parts  of  the 
country  than  a  schedule  of  poisons.  What  is  a  poison  in 
England  should  be  a  poison  in  Ireland.  The  schedule 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  the  Bill  is  a  very  con- 
sidered section.  It  was  thought  out  and  discussed,  I  have 
no  doubt,  with  the  wisdom  of  scientific  knowledge.  I 
gather  from  my  reading  of  the  noble  earl's  amendments 
that  the  schedule  is  not  extended  to  Ireland.  I  only 
mention  it  because  I  can  hardly  think  that  that  is  intended, 
and  if  I  am  right  in  that  the  matter  can  be  put  right  later. 
It  is  quite  obvious  it  cannot  be  intended.  If  it  is  intended, 
it  is  unintelligible,  and  if  it  is  unintelligible  it  is  inde- 
fensible. There  is  one  other  matter  to  which  I  would 
draw  attention.  It  has  been  required  that  persons  selling 
poisons  should  label  them  as  poisonous.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  the  law  is  not  sought  to  be  changed,  but  this  is  one 
of  those  occasions  when  repetition  would  be  desirable,  and 
as  you  are  dealing  in  this  Bill  with  poisonous  substances, 
I  think  it  would  be  desirable  to  take  the  opportunity  of  a 
very  short  statement  in  the  schedule  to  the  effect  that,  as 
already  indicated,  poisons  should  be  marked  "  Poison." 
For  common  caution  it  is  needed.  I  do  not  know  whether 
it  has  been  considered  that  poisonous  substances  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  should  be  sold  to  the  public  without 
any  indication  that  they  may  be  dangerous  to  human  life. 
They  are  called  in  the  Bill  "poisonous,"  and  therefore  they 
might  be  very  dangei-ous ;  but  there  is  no  suggestion  that 
any  mark  whatever  is  to  be  put  on  the  substance  when  sold. 
If  that  is  intended — I  suppose  it  is  the  result  of  large  con- 
sideration—I do  not  propose  to  say  anything  further  on  the 
subject.     My  only  desire  was  to  draw  attention  to  it.  I 
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would  also  draw  attention  to  the  second  part  of  the 
schedule.  Under  the  heading  of  "  Carbolic  Acid  "  there  is 
a  statement  that  it  is  to  be  contained  in  a  closed  bottle  and 
to  be  marked  "  Poisonous."  I  do  not  object ;  I  think  it  is 
wise  and  sensible ;  but  why  is  that  alone  to  be  marked 
"  Poisonous  "  ?  That  is  a  matter  that  may  have  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Select  Committee,  and  it  is  one  that  can 
readily  be  set  right  in  drafting.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be 
desirable  or  fair  that  I  should  say  anything  more  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  now. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  My  Lords,  I  think  it  might  be  for 
the  general  convenience  if  I  say  a  word  on  the  points 
raised  by  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  opposite  before  we 
take  the  Bill  clause  by  clause.  As  regards  the  general  in- 
clusion of  Ireland,  it  is  perfectly  true  that  there  was  some 
dispute  on  that  subject,  and  it  was  left  to  the  Committee  to 
decide  one  way  or  the  other  whether  they  would  recommend 
the  inclusion  of  Ireland  or  not.  They  did  recommend 
the  inclusion  of  Ireland,  and  the  noble  and  learned  Lord 
has  very  naturally,  I  think,  drawn  attention  to  the  fact 
that  only  certain  clauses,  by  an  amendment  which  I  shall 
have  to  propose,  apply  to  that  country.  The  case  for  the 
inclusion  of  Ireland  was  mainly  founded  on  Clause  2  of 
the  Bill.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  need  for  these  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  substances  was  very  specially 
felt  in  Ireland  owing  to  the  sparsely  populated  character 
of  some  parts  of  the  country,  and  that  particular  side  of 
the  question  was  very  strongly  pressed  from  Ireland.  That 
applies  also  to  Clause  5,  but  Clause  3,  relating  to  com- 
panies, was  not  so  strongly  pressed  from  the  Irish  side. 
The  case  does  not  arise  there  at  all  to  the  same  extent  as  it 
does  in  England,  and  when  the  matter  came  to  be  looked 
into  it  was  found  that  the  pharmacy  laws  in  Ireland  are  so 
different  in  many  essential  respects  from  those  in  England 
that,  as  a  matter  of  drafting,  it  became  absolutely  impos- 
sible to  incorporate  them  in  this  Bill.  That  is,  as  I  am 
informed,  the  very  reason  which  actuated  the  Irish  Office 
in  asking  that  the  other  clauses  of  the  Bill  should  not  apply 
to  Ireland.  The  noble  and  learned  Lord  raised  the  question 
of  the  schedule,  and  asked  why  that  was  not  made  to  apply 
to  Ireland.  Ireland  has  always  had  a  schedule  of  its  own. 
drawn  up  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  and  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  Order  in  Council.  If,  therefore,  Ireland  desires 
to  have  this  particular  schedule  or  the  amended  schedule 
which  I  am  going  to  propose,  nothing  is  easier  than  for  an 
Irish  Order  in  Council  to  be  obtained  assimilating  the  Irish 
schedule  to  this  one. 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  It  is  much  easier  to  put  it  in  this  Bill. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  We  do  not  know  that  Ireland  wants 
this  schedule.  We  have  no  information  that  it  does.  This 
is  a  schedule  prepared  by  the  Privy  Council  and  the  phar- 
macists of  England,  and  whether  it  is  the  particular 
schedule  which  is  preferred  in  Ireland  I  am  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  say.  But  if  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  is  right  in 
thinking  that  it  is,  the  two  can  quite  well  be  assimilated. 
As  regards  the  question  of  marking  poisonous  substances 
sold  for  agriculture  and  horticultural  purposes,  the  noble 
and  learned  Lord  will  find  that  that  is  amply  provided  for 
in  the  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Privy  Council.  Those 
regulations  have  not,  I  think,  been  laid  on  the  table  of  the 
House,  but  I  should  be  quite  prepared  to  lay  them  at  any 
time.  The  noble  and  learned  Lord  will  find  his  point  is 
fully  covered  by  those  regulations.  I  think  these  are  the 
only  points  which  were  mentioned  by  the  noble  and  learned 
Lord.  Any  other  that  arises  we  can  deal  with  in  the  course 
of  the  discussions  in  Committee. 

The  Earl  of  Onslow  had  in  the  meantime  taken  the  place 
of  the  Lord  Chancellor  on  the  Woolsack,  and  as  soon  as  the 
amendments  made  bv  the  Joint  Committee  were  agreed  to, 
he  took  his  seat  at  the  table  in  front. 
The  preamble  to  the  Bill  was  agreed  to. 

CLAUSE  1. 
Repeal  of  the  1868  Poison  Schedule. 
Lord  Ashbourne  said  he  thought  it  only  fair  to  mention 
that,  as  at  present  advised,  he  would  move  at  the  next 
stage  of  the  Bill  that  this  be  one  of  the  sections  that  should 
apply  to  Ireland.  It  could  be  adopted,  he  understood, 
without  any  alteration.  He  could  not  understand  why, 
when  they  had  thrashed  out  in  a  Select  Committee  with 
all  the  advice  at  their  disposal  a  new  schedule  carrying 


the  schedule  of  poisons  up  to  date,  it  should  be  enacted 
for  England  only,  and  that  the  old  Irish  schedules  should 
be  left  to  be  varied  from  time  to  time  as  Ireland  might- 
think  it  right. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  Of  course,  there  can  be  no  objection 
to  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  pursuing  the  course  which  he 
indicates  he  means  to  take,  but  between  now  and  then  we 
shall  no  doubt  be  able  to  discover  whether  the  Irish 
authorities  desire  to  adopt  this  schedule  or  not. 

The  clause  was  agreed  to. 

CLAUSE  2. 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  move  an  amendment  in  page  lr 
line  15,  to  leave  out  : 
for  use  exclusively  in  connection  with  agriculture  or  horti- 
culture, 

and  to  insert 

to  be  used  exclusively  in  agriculture  or  horticulture  for  the 
destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  or  bacteria,  or  as  sheep-dips- 
or  weed-killers. 

This  alteration  is  made  to  make  it  rather  more  clear- 
exactly  what  substances  were  intended  to  be  sold  under  this 
section.  The  form  of  it,  I  think,  was  suggested  by  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  I  understand  that  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  agreed  to  it,  and  so  far  as  we  know  it  is  not 
objected  to  by  anybody.  In  fact,  the  noble  Viscount  oppo- 
site (Lord  Hill)  has  something  of  the  same  kind  on  the- 
paper. 

Viscount  Hill  said  he  noticed  with  satisfaction  that  the. 
noble  Earl  had  moved  an  amendment  to  meet  what  they 
considered  the  rather  wide  wording  in  the  clause  as  it 
stood,  and  practically  there  was  very  little  difference- 
between  the  noble  Earl's  amendment  and  his.  He  would, 
however,  ask  the  noble  Earl  whether  he  did  not  consider 
that  the  word  "  bacteria"  was  a  little  too  wide.  It  might 
on  some  occasions  cause  the  introduction  of  disinfectants. 

Lord  Saltoun  said  the  Committee  considered  this  matter 
very  carefully,  and  he  thought  the  words  in  the  Bill  were 
better  than  those  in  the  amendment  moved  by  Lord  Crewe, 
or  those  standing  in  the  name  of  Viscount  Hill.  The 
words  in  the  clause  were  "  for  use  exclusively."  That  kept 
them  entirely  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes. 
There  was  very  little  in  the  matter,  and  if  the  Minister  for 
Agriculture  accepted  Lord  Crewe's  amendment  he  (Lord' 
Saltoun)  would  not  object. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  said  he  had  also  served  on  this- 
Committee,  and  he  agreed  very  much  with  the  noble  Lord' 
who  had  just  spoken.  They  wore  anxious  to  benefit  agri- 
culture by  enabling  farmers  to  get  these  things  which  they 
needed  in  their  trade  as  easily  as  possible,  and  the  wider  the 
words  the  better  he  would  have  liked  them  ;  but  he  supposed 
there  were  practical  reasons  which  had  led  the  Government' 
to  propose  this  restricting  amendment.  He  very  much  pre- 
ferred the  amendment  moved  by  Lord  Crewe  to  the  still 
more  limited  amendment  standing  in  the  name  of  Viscount/ 
Hill. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  One  noble  Lord  thinks  these  words 
too  wide,  and  the  other  is  of  opinion  that  they  are  too 
narrow.  Therefore  I  think  the  words  in  my  amendment 
seem  to  be  indicated  as  the  correct  ones. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  Licensing  Authority. 

Lord  Monk-Bretton  moved  an  amendment  to  page  1,. 
line  17,  to  leave  out 

a  local  authority, 
and  to  insert 

any  local  authority  authorised  to  appoint  an  analyst  for  the- 
purposes  of  the  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act. 
He  said  the  object  of  both  of  his  amendments  was  to  make- 
file Food  and  Drugs  authority  the  licensing  authority  under 
this  Act,  and  the  object  of  that  was  to  obtain  economy  in- 
the  local  administration  of  the  Act  by  employing  inspectors 
who  exist  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  instead  of  appoint- 
ing new  officials,  and  also  to  make  the  new  areas  coincide- 
with  those  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  was  certain  that 
this  Bill  would  necessitate  greater  inspection,  because 
poisons  were  sold  by  more  people  and  the  danger  which  the 
public  ran  was  increased.    Sir  Herbert  Maxwell's  Inter- 
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Departmental  Committee  reported  that  the  great  dis- 
advantage was  that  there  was  not  sufficient  inspection  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  they  advocated  more  in- 
spection. Under  this  Bill  There  ought  to  be  still  greater 
inspection.  He  desired  to  see  the  existing  inspectors  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  employed  as  inspectors  under  this 
Bill  in  the  interests  of  economy  in  local  administration. 
Under  the  Bill  as  it  stood,  it  was  left  to  the  Privy  Council, 
and  he  did  not  think  the  Privy  Council  were  the  best  body 
to  leave  it  to,  because  that  Council  had  no  connection  what- 
ever with  local  authorities.  The  whole  connection  of  the 
Privy  Council  with  the  administration  of  poisons  had,  he 
ventured  to  submit,  now  become  archaic.  They  were  made 
the  authority  for  the  administration  of  the  Poisons  Act  at 
the  time  when  there  was  no  Local  Government  Board  and 
no  local  authorities,  and  therefore  he  asked  their  Lordships 
'to  insert  in  this  Bill  who  the  local  authority  was  which 
■was  to  administer  this  Act.  He  believed  the  Food  and 
Drugs  authority  was  the  best  to  administer  the  Act.  He 
believed  the  County  Councils  Association  petitioned  the 
■Committee  with  regard  to  the  matter,  and  he  might  mention 
that  this  amendment  was  put  before  the  Committee  and 
that  the  numbers  were  equal.  He  believed  that  those  who 
voted  against  it  did  so  because  they  thought  that  this  was 
a  question  which  would  be  more  useful  to  be  raised  in  the 
House,  where  members  of  his  Majesty's  Government  were 
present,  than  in  Committee,  and  he  must  say  he  agreed. 
The  amendment  followed  exactly  the  wording  of  the  Mar- 
garine Act  of  1887  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1899, 
and  whether  it  was  in  those  words  or  in  some  other  words 
he  asked  the  Government  to  insert  the  provision  that  the 
Food  and  Drugs  authority  should  be  the  licensing  authority 
under  the  Bill. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  My  Lords,  this  is  rather  a  com- 
plicated and  intricate  point,  and  I  am  not  quite  sure  that 
the  noble  Lord,  in  his  amendment,  does  what  he  imagines 
he  is  doing.  The  effect  of  what  the  noble  Lord  desires  to 
do  would  be  that  towns  with  a  population  exceeding  10,000 
were  to  be  included  not  by  any  test  of  the  present  popula- 
tion, but  by  the  test  of  the  population  as  it  was  in  the  year 
1881.  Then  it  is  not  the  case  that  it  is  the  local  authorities 
who  are  charged  with  the  appointment  of  analysts  who 
inspect  and  take  samples  for  the  purpose  of  the  Sale  of 
Foods  and  Drugs  Act.  That  business  extends  to  any  local 
authority  which  appoints  a  medical  officer  of  health,  in- 
spector of  nuisances,  or  an  inspector  of  weights  and 
measures.  These  licences,  of  course,  do  not  apply  very 
largely  to  urban  districts.  That  is  obvious.  The  question 
is  infinitely  more  important  in  connection  with  rural  areas, 
because  Clause  2  is  drawn  in  order  to  meet  a  particular 
case  of  thinly  populated  rural  areas.  What  would  happen 
under  the  noble  Lord's  amendment  would  be  this.  The 
authorities  entitled  under  his  amendment  to  issue  licences 
would  be  the  following  people  :  The  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  London,  the  Borough  Councils  of  London,  the 
■County  Councils  of  extra-Metropolitan  counties,  the  Coun- 
cils of  County  Boroughs  and  the  Town  Councils  of  Boroughs 
containing,  according  to  the  census  of  1881,  a  population 
exceeding  10,000,  and  possessing  either  a  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  or  a  separate  police  court.  What  we  propose 
under  the  regulations  is  that  the  London  County  Council 
should  be  the  authority  in  London,  the  County  Councils  of 
extra-Metropolitan  counties,  the  Councils  of  County 
Boroughs,  and  the  Town  Councils  of  all  Boroughs  exceed- 
ing 10,000  in  population  at  the  last  census — the  census  of 
1901 — and  I  must  say  that  ours  seems  to  me  of  the  two  to 
be  the  more  practical  proposal.  There  is  no  particular 
connection  that  I  can  see  between  the  work  of  Food  and 
Drugs  inspectors  and  the  issuing  of  licences  under  this  Bill. 
I  do  not  see  that  there  is  any  special  relation  between  the 
two  things.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  actual  authorities 
are  open  to  variation,  but  I  suppose  everybody  will  agree 
that  the  County  Councils  are  the  proper  authorities  in  the 
counties,  and  I  should  have  thought  the  London  County 
Council  was  the  best  authority  for  the  London  district  so 
far  as  it  is  concerned.  I  am  quite  content  myself  to 
leave  the  matter  as  it  is,  and  I  confess  I  do  not  see  the 
advantage  of  the  proposals  suggested  by  the  noble  Lord. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  supported  the  proposal  of  the 
Government  as  against  the  amendment.  As  the  Bill  was 
drafted  it  left  the  selection  of  the  local  authority  to  the 


Privy  Council.  The  sketch  which  the  noble  Earl  had 
given  the  Committee  of  the  local  authorities  he  believed 
would  be  thoroughly  satisfactory.  He  thought  it  would 
be  undesirable  to  have  separate  authorities  for  small 
country  towns  with  10.000  population.  He  thought  it  best 
to  leave  the  Bill  as  it  was. 

Lord  Belper  said  he  understood  from  Lord  Crewe  that 
the  authority  in  the  counties  would  be  the  County  Council ; 
but  where  was  it  stated  that  that  would  be  the  authority  ? 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  ought  to  have  stated  that  it  is  in 
the  draft  regulations  proposed  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Lord  Belper  :  Those  regulations  are  already  decided  upon 
and  in  print. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  Yes. 

Lord  Saltoun  said  he  had  been  in  favour  of  the  amend- 
ment, but  after  hearing  the  explanation  of  Lord  Crewe  as 
to  who  would  be  the  authorities  under  the  Bill  he  suggested 
that  Lord  Monk-Bretton  should  withdraw  it. 

The  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

Limiting  the  Licences. 
Viscount  Hill  moved  an  amendment  to  page  1,  line  22, 
after  "poisons"  to  insert 

nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  section  be  applicable  in  any 
municipal  borough  or  in  any  urban  district  containing-  a 
duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist  actually  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

He  said  it  might  be  suggested  in  some  quarters  that  he  was 
proposing  a  measure  to  encourage  trusts,  but  it  was  another 
principle  altogether.  The  object  of  the  Bill,  no  doubt,  had 
been  to  meet  the  grievance  which  farmers  had  found  in 
some  parts  of  Great  Britain  in  obtaining  sheep-dips,  etc., 
in  small  quantities.  He  did  not  know  whether  the  evidence 
was  satisfactory  as  proving  that  there  was  such  a  terrible 
inconvenience  as  had  been  represented.  The  farmers 
themselves  did  not  attempt  to  approach  the  local  chemists 
for  these  dips.  In  many  cases  they  obtained  them  from  the 
persons  who  purchased  the  wools,  and  in  other  cases  co- 
operative parties  went  round  the  country  and  dipped  the 
sheep  at  so  much  per  100.  In  the  county  of  London  there 
were  1,200  qualified  poison-sellers.  Surely  that  was  enough 
for  all  agriculture  in  this  part  of  England.  All  large  cities 
and  towns  were  equally  well  supplied.  His  feeling  in  this 
matter  was  that  the  Government  were  persuaded  to  look 
upon  this  rather  from  the  manufacturers'  point  of  view. 
The  manufacturers  were  the  men  who  would  benefit  by  the 
provision  as  it  stood  in  the  clause.  He  considered  that 
the  safety  of  the  public  was  a  far  superior  consideration. 
They  naturally  looked  to  the  Government  to  support  com- 
mercial activity,  but  on  the  other  hand  they  must  remember 
that  the  trade  in  poisons  necessarily  should  be  regarded  and 
dealt  with  in  a  much  more  serious  and  different  manner 
from  the  trade  in  ordinary  commodities. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  hope  the  House  will  not  accept 
the  noble  Lord's  amendment.  He  desires  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  not  be  applicable  in  any  muni- 
cipal borough  or  in  any  urban  district  containing  a  duly- 
registered  chemist  and  druggist  actually  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  It  does  not  at  all 
follow  that  because  there  is  a  chemist  in  the  place  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  agricultural  public  will  be 
met.  It  is  quite  possible  that  he  might  decline  to  supply 
these  substances  at  all.  He  might  not  think  it  worth  his 
while,  and  no  provision  is  inserted  compelling  him  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  public  at  all,  and,  of  course,  it 
obviously  would  be  impossible  to  insert  such  a  section. 
These  licences  will,  I  think  it  is  quite  certain,  being  in  the 
hands  of  responsible  local  authorities,  be  issued  with  very 
great  care,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  place  where  there 
are  chemists  who  are  in  the  habit  of  selling  these  things 
and  who  satisfy  the  public  no  licence  will  be  issued  at  all, 
provided  that  the  requirements  of  the  public  are  satisfied. 
I  must  draw  attention  to  Sub-section  2  of  this  section, 
which  says  that 

before  granting  any  licence  under  this  section  the  local 
authorities  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  in  the 
neighbourhood  where  the  applicant  for  the  licence  carries  on 
or  intends  to  carry  on  business  the  reasonable  requirements 
of  the  public  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  such  poisonous 
substances  as  aforesaid  are  satisfied. 
Therefore,  if  the  chemist  is  there  and  sells  the  things, 
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obviously  no  licence  will  be  issued ;  but  if  he  is  there  and 
does  not  sell  the  thing  the  licence  ought  to  be  issued. 

Lord  Haversham  said  the  noble  Viscount  (Lord  Hill) 
could  not  possibly  have  moved  this  amendment  if  he  had 
been  on  the  Committee.  They  had  abundant  evidence 
that  there  was  an  enormous  number  of  small  towns  in  the 
West  of  Ireland  and  in  the  North  of  Scotland  where  there 
■was  no  chemist  at  all ;  but  even  supposing  there  were  one, 
that  man,  under  the  noble  Viscount's  amendment,  would 
enjoy  an  absolute  monopoly  of  the  whole  of  the  sale  of 
these  things,  and  the  whole  of  the  clause,  which  was  to 
enlarge  the  area  in  which  these  things  might  be  obtained, 
would  be  rendered  nugatory.  If  the  noble  Viscount  would 
look  at  the  next  clause  he  would  see  that  the  whole  question 
of  the  licence  was  left  to  the  local  authority.  Nothing 
could  be  safer  than  that. 

The  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

Limiting  the  Number  of  Agricultural  Poisons. 

Viscount  Hill  moved  an  amendment  to  page  1,  line  25, 
after  '''  substance  "  to  insert 

not  being  an  article  included  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act. 

He  explained  that  the  object  was  to  cover  a  difficulty.  He 
was  afraid  that  when  the  Bill  became  an  Act  it  would  be 
quite  possible  at  any  time  for  those  in  authority  to  remove 
any  poisons,  such  as  corrosive  sublimate,  from  the  schedule 
by  the  action  of  the  Privy  Council.  If  it  was  worth  Par- 
liament's while  to  pass  an  Act  restricting  the  sale  of  these 
very  dangerous  poisons,  he  thought  the  proper  action  to 
pursue  was  that  if  the  poisons  were  to  be  at  all  changed  it 
should  be  done  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  This  is  a  question  of  machinery  and 
convenience.  I  am  sorry  to  oppose  the  noble  Viscount's 
amendment  again,  but  I  think  it  might  lead  to  some  prac- 
tical inconvenience  if  it  required  an  Act  of  Parliament 
either  to  withdraw  some  substance  which  it  might  be 
found  was  not  safe  to  leave  under  this  section  or  to  add 
some  newly  invented  substance  which  might  be  wanted.  It 
might,  for  instance,  be  found  that  some  substance  autho- 
rised under  this  schedule  was  too  dangerous  to  be  sold.  I 
do  not  think  that  is  likely  to  happen,  but  it  might  conceiv- 
ably occur,  in  which  case  the  Privy  Council  would  wish  to 
withdraw  it.  But  what  is  more  likely  to  happen  is  that  a 
new  substance  might  be  invented  and  the  Privy  Council 
might  wish  to  include  it.  But  these  things  are  not  done 
in  the  dark.  Notice  has  to  be  published  in  the  "  Gazette," 
and  thereby  the  matter  is  brought  before  the  cognisance  of 
everybody  when  any  proposal  for  a  new  Order  in  Council 
is  intended.    I  think  that  will  be  an  ample  safeguard. 

Viscount  Hill  said  the  explanation  of  the  noble  Earl 
that  public  notice  would  be  given  of  any  change  was  satis- 
factory to  him,  and  he  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Clause  2,  as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

CLAUSE  3. 

Use  of  Title  by  Companies  and  Co-partnerships. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  This  amendment  opens  up  the  whole 
vexed  question  of  titles,  about  which  there  has  been  so 
much  controversy  both  in  and  out  of  the  House.  I  hope 
that  by  these  amendments  we  have  arrived  at  a  conclusion 
which  is  fairly  satisfactory  to  everybody.  It  is,  I  hope, 
accepted  both  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  also  by  the 
companies  who  sell.  I  propose  in  lines  9  and  10  to  leave 
out  the  words 

and  may  use  the  description  of  chemist  and  druggist,  or 

of  chemist,  or  of  druggist, 
and  to  insert  the  words  standing  in  my  name  on  the  paper. 
I  had  better  speak  of  the  two  amendments  together,  as 
the  whole  matter  is  one.    I  move  to  insert 

A  body  corporate,  and  in  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership 

(In  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership  is  a  technical  term,  I 
understand,  which  has  a  different  meaning  from  that  which 
it  would  bear  in  England) 

may  use  the  description  of  chemist  and  druggist,  or  of 
chemist,  or  of  druggist,  or  of  -dispensing  chemist  or  drug- 
cist,  if  the  foregoing  requirements  as  to  the  carrying  on  of 
the  business,  are  observed 

—that  is  to  say,  provided  there  is  a  qualified  man  in  every 


shop  or  place  of  business  in  which  the  business  is  carried! 

on — 

and  if  one  at  least  of  the  board  of  directors  or  other  govern- 
ing body  of  the  body  corporate,  or  one  at  least  of  the 
members  of  the  firm  or  partnership,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  a. 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, but  nothing  in  this  provisioin  shall  authorise  any  body 
corporate,  or  in  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership,  to  use  the- 
description  of  pharmacist. 

It  is  important  to  see  how  it  comes  about  that  the  great 
companies  accept  this  amendment,  as  I  am  glad  to  believe- 
they  do.  They  do  not  use  the  title  of  "chemist-'  or 
"chemist  and  druggist."  Harrod's  Stores,  the  Army 
and  Navy  Stores,  and  others  do  not  use  the  title 
"  chemist  and  druggist,"  and  therefore  they  are  not  obliged 
by  this  to  place  a  qualified  chemist  on  their  board.  All 
that  they  want  to  do  is  to  be  able  to  call  themselves- 
chemists  on  their  labels  and  to  sell,  as  they  do  in  a  very 
well-managed  fashion,  the  various  drugs.  There  are  other 
large  companies  who  sell  on  a  large  scale  who  also  are  not 
affected  by  this  provision,  because  they  do  have  qualified- 
men  on  their  boards.  There  are  some  of  the  great  chemist 
companies  so  well  known  by  name  and  'by  advertisement 
who  do  not  object  to  this  amendment  for  that  reason.  But. 
it  was  pointed  out  to  us  that  there  is  a  third  possible  class 
of  company — namely,  the  bogus  company — that  isjto  say, 
that  a  man  gets  five  other  men  of  straw  to  form  them- 
selves into  a  company.  It  is  conceivable  that  a  man  who- 
has  been  removed  from  the  Pharmaceutical  _  Society  for 
malpractices  might  form  a  company  of  that  kind  and  call 
himself  a  "chemist  and  druggist,"  and  set  himself  up  as  ai 
one-man  company.  That  we  prevent,  as  we  hope,  by  this 
provision  that  there  must  be  a  qualified  man  on  the  board  of 
partnership.  And  I  think,  therefore,  that  this  amendment, 
which  has  been  the  result  of  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and! 
a  great  deal  of  thought,  has  at  last  reached  a  sufficient 
measure  of  agreement  to  satisfy  all  parties.  So  far  as  the- 
regular  chemists  are  concerned,  by  a  subesquent  amend- 
ment we  preserve  to  them  the  special  title  of  "pharmacist." 
That  will  be  the  mark  that  will  differentiate  them  from 
those  who  merely  sell  drugs  as  chemists,  and  by  that  means 
I  hope  we  have  secured,  if  not  their  complete  approval,  at 
any  rate  their  acquiescence.  I  therefore  move  this  series 
of  amendments  with  considerable  confidence  that  the  House 
will  be  willing  to  accept  them. 

Lord  Haversham  congratulated  the  noble  Earl  in  charge 
of  the  Bill  upon  the  strategy  with  which  he  had  turned 
their  flank  by  the  alteration  of  his  own  amendment.  ^  As 
the  amendment  stood  the  previous  night  the  words  "  dis- 
pensing chemist  or  druggist ' '  appeared  at  the  end,  but  they 
had  now  been  dropped.  The  addition  of  those  words  was 
strongly  objected  to  by  some  of  the  leading  firms  who  had 
been  in  the  habit  for  many  years  of  using  this  term.  He 
was  very  glad  that  the  noble  Earl  had  been  able  to  drop 
those  words,  as  such  a  provision  would  have  constituted  a 
serious  grievance  and  involved  a  serious  financial  loss  to 
the  companies  concerned.  The  description  of  "  pharmacist 
was  a  very  different  thing.  "Pharmacist"  was  a  pro- 
fessional term;  "chemist"  was  a  trade  term.  He  failed 
to  see  what  security  the  provision  in  the  amendment  would 
afford,  as  the  qualified  director  might  be  a  sleeping  partner, 
and  the  safety  of  the  public  arose  from  having  a  qualified 
dispenser  in  each  shop.  He  held  in  his  hand  and  read  a 
portion  of  the  judgment  of  Lord  Blackburn,  in  which  he 
distinctly  said  that  the  whole  safety  of  the  public  depended 
on  the  keeping  of  a  qualified  assistant  to  superintend  and 
conduct  the  sale  of  drugs. 

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley  agreed  with  Lord  Haversham, 
but  felt  that  as  a  settlement  had  been  arrived  at  by  com- 
promise it  was  inadvisable  to  reopen  it. 

Lord  Saltoun  said  the  wording  had  been  very  carefully 
considered  by  the  Committee,  and  the  provision  requiring 
a  qualified  person  to  be  in  charge  of  every  shop  was  in- 
serted solely  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  The 
Committee  did  not  accept  the  provision  as  to  one  of  the 
members  of  the  firm  being  a  duly  registered  chemist,  but, 
as  the  matter  had  been  agreed  to,  he  did  not  desire  to  say 
anything  more  on  the  subject. 

Lord  Ebury  asked  permission,  as  he  was  a  party  to  the 
compromise  on  this  question  two  years  ago,  to  define  his 
attitude  in  regard  to  the  present  proposal.    Having  ascer- 
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tained  from  the  newspapers  the  intentions  of  the  noble  Earl 
■with  regard  to  this  Bill  he  sought  and  secured  assurances 
that  the  proposals,  where  they  varied  from  the  compromise 
of  two  years  ago,  should  be  so  worded  as  not  to  bring  within 
their  operation  companies  which,  although  they  transact 
the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists,  do  not  employ  that 
designation  in  their  title.  His  noble  friend  gave  him  those 
assurances  and  had  repeated  them  again  to-day.  He  was 
sure  the  assurances  were  quite  sincere.  But  there  would 
be  one  better  alternative,  in  his  opinion,  than  the  acceptance 
of  the  proposed  words,  and  that  would  be  to  pass  the 
•clause  in  the  form  in  which  it  came  down  to  the  House  from 
the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Bill.  If 
that  alternative  were  offered  to  him  he  would  certainly 
•embrace  it. 

Viscouni  Hill  said  he  had  obtained  information  as  to  a 
company  that  had  recently  been  formed  under  the  new 
Companies  Act.  The  men  concerned  were  two  engineers,  but 
they  had  registered  themselves  as  chemists  and  druggists. 
Supposing  they  employed  a  qualified  man  to  sell  drugs,  he 
would  only  be  a  servant.  He  would  like  to  know  what 
guarantee  the  public  had  in  such  a  case  of  the  safe  dis- 
pensing of  medicines. 

Lord  Ashbourne  said  he  understood  the  amendment  was 
■consistent  with  the  earlier  provision  that  every  place  of 
business  would  have  to  be  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified 
•chemist.    He  understood  that  that  was  not  to  be  affected. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  That  is  so.  Noble  Lords  will  see 
in  the  amendment  the  provision  that  it  is  subject  to  the 
"foregoing  requirements  as  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  business 
toeing  observed. 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  And,  in  addition,  the  amendment  seeks 
to  secure  that  in  certain  cases  there  shall  be  a  duly  registered 
■chemist  on  the  board  of  directors  ? 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  That  is  so.    This  is  really  not  a 
very  important  matter,  but  it  does  represent,  as  several 
noble  Lords  have,  said,  an  arrangement  which  has  been 
arrived  at.    My  noble  friend  behind  me  is  perfectly  right 
in   saying  that  the  titles  either  of  "chemist"  or  cf 
■"druggist"  or  of  "chemist  and  druggist"  or  of  "dis- 
pensing chemist  and  druggist"  cannot  be  used,  although 
the  business  may  be  carried  on — it  is  important  to  bear  tl  at 
distinction  in  mind — unless  there  is  a  qualified  chemist  cn 
the  board  of  directors.    As  the  noble  Lord  opposite,  Lord 
Ebury,  has  said,  we  fully  admitted  that  to  compel,  for 
instance,  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  with  which  the  noble 
Lord  is  connected,  to  place  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist 
on  their  board  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  would  be  some- 
thing of  an  absurdity  ;  and  he,  of  course,  will  admit,  in 
his  turn,  that  he  is  relieved  from  any  such  responsibility 
by  the  terms  of  the  amendment  now  before  the  Com- 
mittee.   He  does  not  want  to  use  the  title  either  of 
■"  chemist  "  or  "  druggist,"  and  therefore  need  not  have  a 
•qualified  man  on  his  board.    The  noble  Lord  behind  me, 
Lord  Haversham,  asked  why  this  amendment  was  neces- 
sary at  all.    Its  intention,  I  admit,  is  not  entirely  for  the 
protection  of  the  public,  although  it  does  to  some  degree 
•enter  into  the  protection  of  !he  public.    It  is  the  desire 
of  the  pharmacy  profession  to  meet  a  case  of  this  kind. 
A  one-man  company  is  formed,  employing  no  doubt  a 
qualified  assistant,  but  that  man  is,  as  the  noble  Viscount 
opposite  has  pointed  out,  the  absolute  servant  of  this 
not  merely  unqualified  but  possibly  disqualified  person. 
Therefore,  although  he  may  be  held  in  one  sense  respon- 
sible, he  may  be  placed  in  a  position  of  extreme  difficulty 
as  between  his  duty  to  the  public  and  his  duty  to  his 
employer.    That  kind  of  company,  we  maintain,  has  no 
locus  standi  to  exist  at  all,  and,  if  it  is  prevented  from 
existing  by  this  amendment,  I  think  it  will  be  altogether 
to  the  advantage  of  the  public.    We  entirely  appreciate 
the  work  done  by  great  chemist  companies  such  as  Boots, 
and  companies  of  that  kind.    We  also  apppreciate  the  work 
done  by  individual  chemists  in  small  shops,  but  the  small 
employer  who  uses  a  qualified  chemist  for  his  own  purposes 
is  not,  we  think,  a  person  who  deserves  any  sympathy  or 
support;    and  it  is,  I  think,  the  fact  that  it  may  very 
fairly  be  held  that  the  public  safety  is  to  some  extent  com- 
promised by  the  existence  of  shops  of  that  kind.    I  hope, 
therefore,  your  Lordships  will  agree  to  the  amendment  as 
it  stands. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to,  as  also  were  some  con- 


sequential amendments,  and  Clause  3,  as  amended,  was 
agreed  to. 

CLAUSE  4. 
Qualified  Military  Dispensers. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  to  amend  sub-section  (b)  by 
adding  after  the  word  "diplomas"  the  words  "or  of 
qualified  military  dispensers."  His  Lordship  said  :  This  is 
a  small  amendment  which  is  inserted  at  the  desire  of  the 
War  Office,  and  I  have  no  doubt  your  Lordships  will  agree 
to  it. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  also  the  clause  as 
amended. 

CLAUSE  5. 
Mineral  Acids. 
Lord  Clinton  moved  to  leave  out  the  word  "  poison  "  and 
to  insert  the  word  "substance"  in  five  places  in  Clause  5. 
His  object  was,  he  explained,  to  avoid  the  confusion  which 
very  probably  might  arise  owing  to  the  use  of  the  word 
"  poison"  to  cover  the  very  many  meanings  which  attached 
to  that  word  in  the  Bill.  It  was  very  little  more  than  a. 
verbal  amendment,  but  he  thought  it  one  of  considerable 
advantage. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  do  not  know  that  the  proposed 
substitution  is  very  much  of  an  improvement  in  the  Bill  as 
it  stands,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  cffer  any  opposition  to  it. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  a  consequential 
amendment. 

Lord  Clinton  also  moved  to  amend  the  first  sub-section 
by  substituting  the  word  "Poison"  on  labels  for  mineral 
acids  and  soluble  oxalates  by  "Dangerous;  not  to  be 
taken."  He  said  this  was  to  distinguish  these  articles  from 
the  others.  There  were  three  classes  of  poisons  according 
to  the  Bill — (1)  poisons  scheduled,  (2)  poisons  of  Clause  2, 
and  (3)  those  of  the  present  clause.  He  desired  that  the 
scheduled  poisons  should  be  kept  distinct. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  do  not  think  that  it  is  practically 
the  same.  You  have  to  consider  the  effect  of  the  word 
"poison"  on  the  public.  These  things  undoubtedly  are 
poisons,  and  in  my  opinion  the  word  "poison"  is  a  more 
effective  word  to  frighten  the  public  than  the  word 
"  dangerous." 

The  amendment  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn,  and  Clause  5, 
as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

CLAUSE  6. 
Application  to  Ireland. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  to  omit  from  Clause  6  the  words 
applying  the  Bill  to  Ireland  subject  to  certain  modifica- 
tions. He  said  :  I  have  already  explained  on  the  motion 
to  go  into  Committee  the  reasons  which  actuated  us  in 
applying  only  two  sections  of  this  Bill  to  Ireland,  and  I 
do  not  think  I  need  say  any  more  on  the  subject.  I  shall 
move  a  new  clause  after  Clause  6  dealing  with  the  applica- 
tion to  Ireland. 

Lord  Ashbourne  said  he  had  also  stated  all  he  wished  to 
say  on  this  point.  But  he  would  observe  that  the  par- 
ticular amendment  which  it  was  now  sought  by  the  noble 
Earl  to  largely  obliterate  was  moved  in  the  Select  Com- 
mittee by  the  Chairman,  Lord  Haversham,  and  assented  to 
without  objection. 

The  Earl  of .Donoughmore,  after  recalling  what  he  had 
done  in  this  matter  two  years  ago,  said  that  as  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Bill  to  Ireland  had  been  considered  by  the 
Select  Committee  and  they  recommended  that  Ireland 
should  be  included,  he  would  not  further  oppose  its  in- 
clusion. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  to  insert  the  new  clause,  which 
was  agreed  to.  [This  is  given  in  our  reprint  of  the  amended 
Bill.] 

THE  SCHEDULE  OF  POISONS. 
The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  to  leave  out  the  schedule  and 
to  insert  a  new  schedule.  He  said  :  I  need  not  say  any- 
thing about  the  schedule  except  that  the  amended  schedule 
has  been  arrived  at  by  a  comparison  of  the  original 
Government  schedule  with  that  presented  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  It  has  been  the  subject  of  close  discus- 
sion between  the  competent  people  representing  the  Govern- 
ment chemists  and  analysts  and  the  Society,  and  we  hope 
that  this  schedule  as  now  to  be  amended  really  produces 
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the  best  features  of  both  the  lists  which  were  prepared, 
one  by  the  Government  and  one  by  the  Society. 
[The  schedule  is  given  on  p.  89.] 

Lord  Ashbourne  inquired  whether  the  amended  schedule 
contained  any  substantial  alterations. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  It  does  not  include,  so  far  as  I  know, 
any  new  substances  of  importance  except  in  a  technical 
sense.  The  terms  of  description  are  in  some  degree 
altered,  but  the  schedule  does  not  include  any  new  sub- 
stance which  would  be  or  interest  to  the  noble  and  learned 
Lord  or  myself. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  Bill  was  reported  with  amendments  to  the  House, 
the  Lord  Chancellor  resuming  his  seat  on  the  Woolsack. 

FUTURE  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  "  That  the  Standing  Committee 
be  negatived." 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  Why  is  the  Standing  Committee  to  be 
negatived  ?  If  the  Standing  Committee  is  to  be  recognised 
at  all,  it  is  just  a  Bill  of  this  kind  that  should  be  referred 
'to  it. 

The  Earl  of 'Camperdown  also  facetiously  supported  Lord 
Ashbourne. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  I  would  remind  the  noble  and  learned 
Lord  that  the  Bill  has  been  very  carefully  considered  by  a 
Joint  Committee  and  has  also  had  the  advantage  of  the  close 
attention  of  the  Government  draftsman.  But  if  the  noble 
and  learned  Lord  wishes  it,  the  Bill  shall  go  to  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  I  think  the  fact  that  the  noble  Earl 
has  thrown  over  a  substantial  part  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Select  Committee  is  a  good  reason  why  this  Bill 
should  go  to  the  Standing  Committee.  I  will,  however, 
withdraw  my  objection. 

The  Earl  of  Camperdown  :  I  beg  to  give  notice  that,  on 
some  early  day,  I  shall  move  the  abolition  of  the  Standing 
Committee  stage.  (Laughter.) 

The  Earl  of  Crewe's  motion  negativing  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee was  agreed  to. 

THE  NEXT  STAGE. 
It  is  officially  notified  that  the  report  of  amendments  are 
to  be  received  on  Tuesday  next,  and  that  the  Bill  is  to  be 
printed  as  amended. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

As  Amended  in  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday, 
J uly  14.  The  new  parts  are  in  italics  except  the  Schedule, 
which  is  all  new. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  Schedule  A  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868  (which  specifies 
the  articles  to  be  deemed  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  that 
Act),  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  schedule  to  this  Act  shall  be 
substituted  therefor. 

2.  — (1)  So  much  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  makes  it  an 
offence  for  any  person  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale 
of  poisons,  unless  he  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  and  conforms  to  regulations 
made  under  section  one  of  that  Act,  shall  not  apply  in  the  case 
of  poisonous  substances  containing  arsenic,  tobacco,  or  the 
alkaloids  of  tobacco,  to  be  used  exclusively  in  agriculture  or 
horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  or  bacteria,  or 
as  sheep-dips  or  weed-killers,  if  the  person  so  selling  or  keep- 
ing open  shop  is  duly  licensed  for  the  purpose  under  this  sec- 
tion by  a  local  authority,  and  conforms  to  any  regulations  as  to 
the  keeping,  transporting,  and  selling  of  poisons  made  under 
this  section,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  exempt  any  person 
so  licensed  from  the  requirements  of  any  other  provision  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,  relating 
to  poisons : 

Provided  that  His  Majesty  may  by  Order  in  Council  amend 
this  provision  by  adding  thereto  or  removing  therefrom  any 
poisonous  substance,  and  upon  any  such  Order  being  made 
this  provision  shall  have  effect  as  if  the  added  poisonous  sub- 
stances were  included  therein  and  the  removed  poisonous 
substances  were  excluded  therefrom. 

(2)  Before  granting  any  licence  under  this  section  the  local 
authority  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood where  the  applicant  for  the  licence  carries  on  or 
intends  to  carry  on  business  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
the  public  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  such  poisonous 
substances  as  aforesaid  are  satisfied. 


(3)  His  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  make  regulations- 
as  to — 

(a)  the  granting  of  licences  under  this  section  and  the  local 
authorities  by  which  such  licences  may  be  granted ;  and 

(6)  the  duration,  renewal,  revocation,  suspension,  extent, 
and  production  of  such  licences;  and 

(c)  the  keeping,  inspection,  and  copying  of  registers  of 
licences ;  and 

(d)  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  licences  and -for  inspection  and 
copying  of  registers  ;  and 

(e)  the  keeping,  transporting,  and  selling  of  the  poisonous 
substances  to  which  this  section  applies ; 
and  generally  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  this  section  into- 
effect. 

(4)  An  Order  in  Council  under  this  section  shall  be  laid 
before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  as  soon  as  may  be  after  it 
is  made. 

3.— (1)  Any  person  who,  being  a  duly  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  carries  on  the 
business  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist 
shall,  unless  in  every  premises  where  the  business  is  carried  on 
the  business  is  bona-fide  conducted  by  himself  or  some  other 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, as  the  case  may  be,  and  unless  the  name  and  certificate  of 
qualification  of  the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  so  con- 
ducted in  any  premises  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the 
premises,  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  section  fifteen  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  section  sixteen  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  which  enable  the  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist  to  continue  his  business  so  long  as  such  business 
is  bona-fide  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  assistant  shall  be 
construed  as  enabling  such  executor,  adminstrator,  or  trustee 
to  carry  on  the  business  if  and  so  long  only  as  in  every  premises 
where  the  business  is  carried  on,  the  business  is  bona-fide  con- 
ducted by  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  name  and  certificate 
of  qualification  of  the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  so 
conducted  in  any  premises  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the 
premises. 

(3)  A  body  corporate  and  in  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership 
may  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist,  if  in  every  premises  where  the  business 
is  carried  on  the  business  is  bona-fide  conducted  by  a  manager 
or  assistant  being  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  the  name  and 
certificate  of  qualification  of  the  person  so  qualified  is  con- 
spicuously exhibited  in  the  shop  or  other  place  in  which  he  so 
conducts  the  business.  A  body  corporate,  and  in  Scotland  a 
firm  or  partnership,  7nay  use  the  description  of  chemist  and 
druggist,  or  of  chemist  or  of  druggist,  or  of  dispensing 
chemist  or  druggist,  if  the  foregoing  requirements  as  to  the 
carrying  on  of  the  business  are  observed,  and  if  one  at  least 
of  the  board  of  directors  or  other  governing  body  of  the  body 
corporate,  or  one  at  least  of  the  members  of  the  firm  or 
partnership,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  a  duly  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  but  nothing  in  this 
provision  shall  authorise  any  body  corporate,  or  in  Scotland 
a  firm  or  partnership,  to  use  the  description  of  pharmacist ; 
subject  as  aforesaid,  sections  one  and  fifteen  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  shall  apply  to  a  body  corporate  and  in  Scotland  to 
a  firm  or  partnership  in  like  manner  as  they  apply  to  an 
individual. 

4.  The  power  of  making  byelaws  conferred  by  section  two 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  on  the  council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  power  of 
making  byelaws  for  all  or  any  of  the  following  purposes  (that 
is  to  say)  : 

(a)  Requiring  persons  desirous  of  presenting  themselves  for 
examination  by  the  said  society  to  produce  evidence^  satis- 
factory to  the  council  of  the  society  that  they  have  received  a 
sufficient  preliminary  practical  training  in  the  subjects  of  the 
examination ; 

(6)  Providing  for  the  registration,  upon  payment  of  the 
prescribed  fee,  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and 
druggists  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868,  without 
examination,  of  any  persons  holding  colonial  diplomas  or  of 
qualified  military  dispensers  who  produce  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  council  of  the  society  that  they  are  persons  of 
sufficient  skill  and  knowledge  to  be  so  registered; 

(c)  Providing  for  periods  of  time  and  courses  of  study  in 
connection  with  the  qualifying  examination,  and  dividing 
j  such  examination  into  two  parts. 

5.  — (1)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  any  substance  to  which 
this  section  applies  by  retail,  unless  the  box,  bottle,  _  vessel, 
wrapper,  or  cover  in  which  the  substance  is  contained  is 
distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  substance  and  the 
word  "  Poison,"  and  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller 
of  the  substance,  and  unless  such  other  regulations  as  mav  be 
prescribed  under  this  section  by  Order  in  Council  are  complied 
with ;  and  if  any  person  sells  any  such  substance  otherwise

than  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  of  any 
Order  in  Council  made  thereunder,  he  shall,  on  conviction 
under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts,  be  liable  for  each 
offence  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

(2)  The  substances  to  which  this  section  applies  are  sul- 
phuric acid,  nitric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  soluble  salts  of 
oxalic  acid,  and  such  other  substances  as  may  for  the  time 
being  be  prescribed  by  Order  in  Council  under  this  section. 

6.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908,  and  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of 
January  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

(1)  The  provisioins  of  this  Act  relative  to  the  regulation  of 
sale  of  certain  -poisonous  substances  for  agricultural  and 
horticultural  purposes  and  to  restrictions  on  sale  of  certain 
mineral  acids  shall  apply  to  Ireland,  with  the  following 
modifications : 

(a)  For  the  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  there 
shall  be  substituted  a  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland), 
1875,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  and  the  reference  to  regulations  made  under  section  one 
of  the  first  mentioned  Act  shall  not  apply; 

(b)  For  references  to  Orders  in  Council  by  His  Majesty,  or 
to  Orders  in  Council,  there  shall  be  substituted  references  to 
Orders  in  Council  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant ; 

(c)  The  reference  to  a  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist 
shall  include  a  reference  to  a  registered  druggist. 

(2)  Save  as  provided,  by  this  section,  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  Ireland. 

SCHEDULE. 

Pakt  I. 

Arsenic  and  its  medicinal  preparations. 
Aconite,  aconitine,  and  their  preparations. 

Alkaloids. — All  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  not  specifically  named 
in  this  schedule  and  their  salts,  and  all  poisonous  derivatives  of 
vegetable  alkaloids. 

Atropine  and  its  salts,  and  their  preparations. 

Belladonna,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  0.1  or 
more  per  cent,  of  belladonna  alkaloids. 
C'antharides,  and  its  poisonous  derivatives. 

Coca,  any  preparation  or  admixture  of,  containing  1  or  more  per 
cent,  of  coca  alkaloids. 
Corrosive  sublimate. 

Cyanide  of  potassium,  and  all  poisonous  cyanides  and  their  pre- 
parations. 

Emetic  tartar,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  1  or 
more  per  cent,  of  emetic  tartar. 

Ergot  of  rye,  and  preparations  of  ergots. 

Nux  vomica,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  0.2  or 
more  per  cent,  of  strychnine. 

Opium  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  1  or  more 
per  cent,  of  morphine. 

Pierotoxin. 

Prussio  acid,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  0.1  or 
more  per  cent,  of  prussic  acid. 

Savin  and  its  oil,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing 
savin  or  its  oil. 

Part  II. 

Almonds,  essential  oil  of  (unless  deprived  of  prussic  acid). 
Antimonial  wine. 

Cantharides,  tincture,  and  all  vesicating  liquid  preparations  or 
admixtures  of. 

Carbolic  acid,  and  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  and  its 
homologues  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  those  substances, 
except  preparations  for  use  as  sheep-wash  or  for  any  other  purpose 
in  connection  with  agriculture  or  horticulture  contained  in  a  closed 
vessel  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word  "  Poisonous,"  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller,  and  a  notice  of  the  special  purposes  for  which 
the  preparations  are  intended. 

Chloral  hydrate. 

Chloroform,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  more 
than  20  per  cent,  of  chloroform. 

Coca,  any  preparation  or  admixture  of,  containing  more  than 
0.1  per  cent,  but  less  than  1  per  cent,  of  coca  alkaloids. 

Digitalis. 

Mercuric  iodide. 

Mercurio  sulphocyanide. 

Oxalic  acid. 

Poppies,  all  preparations  of,  excepting  red  poppy  petals  and  syrup 
of  red  poppies  (papaver  rhoeas). 

Preoipitate,  red.  and  all  oxides  of  mercury. 

Precipitate,  white. 

Strophanthus. 

Sulphonal. 

All  preparations  or  admixtures  which  are  not  included  in  Part  I.

which  from  this  schedule  is  indicated  by  the  words  therein  relating 
to  carbolic  acid,  chloroform,  and  coca,  and  except  such  substances 
as  come  within  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  this  Act. 


Liquid  Helium. — A  "Daily  Telegraph"  correspondent, 
writing  on  July  14,  states  that  Professor  Onnes,  Leyden,  has 
obtained  50  c.c.  of  liquid  helium,  which  was  kept  in  a  liquid 
state  for  fifty  minutes.  The  boiling  point  of  the  liquid  is 
stated  to  be  —268°  C,  or  5  degrees  on  the  absolute  scale. 
Errors  are  said  to  be  excluded  this  time.  Where  did  he  get 
the  helium  ? 


Westminster  Wisdom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 

The  Patents  and  Designs  Bill. 
This  Bill  passed  through  Committee  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  July  10  without  amendment.    It  was  reported 
to  the  House  and,  after  a  short  discussion,  read  a  third 
time. 

The  Price  of  Opium. 
The  Under-Secretary  for  India  has  informed  Sir  Henry 
Cotton,  M.P.,  that  the  average  price  obtained  month  by 
month  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  for  a  chest 
of  opium  at  the  auction  sales  in  Calcutta  was  Rs.  1,411. 
The  price  estimated  in  the  Budget  for  the  current  year  was, 
Rs.  1,300. 

The  Sugar  Convention. 
Mr.  Asquith  received  a  deputation  of  members  of  Parlia- 
ment on  Tuesday  afternoon  with  regard  to  the  denunciation 
of  the  Brussels  Sugar  Convention.  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr. 
Lough  were  on  the  deputation,  and  the  latter  has  since 
expressed  himself  as  dissatisfied  with  the  Government's 
attitude. 

Sheep- scab. 

Sir  Edward  Strachey,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Rees7. 
stated  that  inasmuch  as  sheep-scab  is  especially  prevalent 
in  the  mountain  districts  in  Wales,  the  Board  could  not 
consider  the  propriety  of  allowing  one  dipping  to  suffice  in 
those  localities,  and  that  the  publication  in  Welsh  of  the 
orders  rests  with  the  local  authorities. 

Penny  Postage  to  France.  ' 
Mr.  Asquith,  Mr.  Lloyd-George,  and  Mr.  Sydney  Buxton, 
received  a  large  deputation  of  members  of  Parliament  at 
the  House  of  Commons  on  July  13  on  the  question  of 
penny  postage  to  France.  The  Prime  Minister,  in  reply- 
ing to  the  deputation,  said  he  and  his  colleagues  recognised 
the  representative  character  of  the  deputation  and  the- 
cogency  of  their  arguments  in  urging  a  reduction  in  the 
postage  to  France,  but  while  it  is  desirous  to  secure  the 
economic  advantages  resulting  from  cheaper  communica- 
tion, it  was  necessary  to  consider  the  cost  which  would  result 
in  the  case  of  France  with  an  initial  loss  of  82,000?.  Also  it 
would  be  impossible  if  letters  could  be  sent  to  France  for 
Id.  to  charge  2^d.  for  postage  to  Brussels  or  Berlin,  and 
when  any  new  agreement  was  concluded  with  France  we 
should  be  within  measurable  distance  of  similar  agreements 
with  other  European  countries,  and  that  would  mean  a 
loss  of  325,000?.  per  annum.  He  asked  the  deputation  to- 
leave  the  Government  time  to  take,  according  to  their 
own  methods,  the  steps  which  would  bring  the  reform 
about. 

The  House  Medicine-chest. 

Mr.  Patrick  O'Brien  asks  Mr.  Harcourt  on  July  16 
if  he  is  aware  that  it  was  arranged  some  years  ago  to  have 
a  properly  equipped  medicine-chest  in  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment in  case  of  the  members  requiring  medical  aid,  and 
that  when  it  was  needed  recently  the  so-called  medicine- 
chest  consisted  of  a  basket  less  than  12  in.  square,  which' 
did  not  contain  the  most  ordinary  first-aid  requirements, 
some  of  which  had  to  be  obtained  from  a  neighbouring 
hospital.  He  asks  that  medical  members  be  requested  to- 
suggest  the  necessary  requisites,  and  that  Mr.  Harcourt  see 
they  are  available.  It  is  said  that  when  Mr.  Dillon,  M.P., 
fell  and  injured  his  leg,  causing  it  to  bleed  freely,  no  strip- 
of  plaster  in  the  chest  was  wide  enough  to  cover  the  wound, 
and  a  messenger  was  despatched  for  a  supply  to  the  nearest 
chemist's  shop. 

Our  Lobby  correspondent  says  the  chest  is  of  the  latest, 
type,  and  is  renewed  at  the  commencement  of  every 
Session.  Its  principal  contents  are  brandy,  sal  volatile, 
lint,  and  sticking-plaster.  An  ambulance  is  also  always 
kept  within  the  Parliamentary  precincts,  and  in  addition 
there  are  quite  a  number  of  members  of  Parliament  who 
are  members  of  the  medical  profession,  some  of  whom  are- 
always  available.  Among  these  are  Sir  Walter  Foster , 
Sir  William  Collins.  Dr.  Ambrose,  Dr.  Rutherford,  Si- 
Robert  Price,  Mr.  Dillon,  Dr.  Cooper,  and  Sir  J.  Battr 
Tuke.  The  last  occasion  upon  which  the  contents  of  the 
medicine-chest  were  brought  into  practical  use  was  when 
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the  late  Sir  Alfred  Billson,  M.P.,  was  seized  with  fatal 
■illness  in  one  of  the  Parliamentary  lobbies.  The  hon. 
member  was  conveyed  with  all  possible  haste  on  the 
ambulance  to  the  private  room  of  the  Chairman  of  Com- 
'mittees,  where  restoratives  were  administered  by  Sir 
William  Collins  and  Sir  Walter  Foster,  M.P.,  but  he 
passed  away  almost  immediately.  The  late  Mr.  Powell 
Williams,  M.P.,  also  received  first-aid  under  almost  pre- 
cisely similar  conditions,  and  during  the  hot  weather 
"there  are  occasional  cases  of  fainting.

About  three  weeks  ago  Mr.  Flach  contracted  a  severe  cold 
which  subsequently  developed  into  pleurisy,  which  necessi- 
tated an  operation,  from  which  he  never  rallied.  Mr.  Flach 
was  born  in  Aschaffenburg,  Bavaria,  and  gained  his  first 

•  sxperience  of  the  drug-trade  in  Germany  and  Paris,  after- 
wards coming  to  London  to  the  now  extinct  drug  firm  of 
Lauer.  About  1882  he  commenced  business  on  his  own 
account,  confining  himself  mostly  to  Continental  drugs, 
herbs,  and  essential  oils,  and  he  established  a  successful 
connection,  he  being  recognised  as  one  of  the  leading 
London  importers  of  Continental  drug-produce.

By  "Xrayser." 

The  Qualified  Director 

is  not  dead  yet.  The  leaders  of  phar- 
macy who  have  claimed  such  an  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  innermost  minds  of  our  legislators,  and  who  have 
assured  us  again  and  again  that  there  was  no  chance  what- 
ever and  never  would  be  for  a  Bill  with  the  Q.D.  in  it, 
must  now  be  pondering  over  the  best  means  of  burying  their 
premature  declarations.  For  here  are  four  members  of 
Parliament,  not  one  of  them  in  the  smallest  degree  in- 
terested in  pharmacy,  telling  Lord  Crewe  last  week  that 
they  want  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  main- 
tained, and  agreeing  that  the  qualified  director  is  the  best 
available  method  of  securing  that  end.  Those  four  gentle- 
men spoke  on  behalf  of  the  public.  One  of  them,  indeed, 
expressly  intimated  that  he  held  no  brief  for  any  society 
or  institution.  Perhaps  it  was  as  well  that  the  two  members 
of  Parliament  present  with  the  deputation  on  this  occasion, 
who  are  regarded  as  holding  briefs  for  a  certain  Society, 
did  not  associate  themselves  with  a  claim  which  they  once 
supported  and  afterwards  abandoned.  Advocacy  from  the 
outside  win  be  more  effective.  The  very  important  result 
of  the  deputation  was  that 

Lord  Crewe  Appreciated 

the  arguments  submitted  to  him, 
and  evidently  to  a  considerable  extent  sympathised  with 
them.  His  speech  in  reply  to  the  criticisms  which  had  been 
addressed  to  him  was  the  most  intelligent  and  reasonable 
contribution  to  the  company  controversy  which  has  come 
from  anyone  called  upon  to  take  a  responsible  part  in  a 
possible  settlement,  and  it  is  therefore  worth  trying  to 
realise  as  exactly  as  possible  what  was  passing  through  his 
mind  when  he  made  it.  Two  sets  of  arguments  in  regard 
to  companies  carrying  on  pharmaceutical  businesses  were 
used  by  the  deputation.  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  and  Mr. 
Stanger  particularly  emphasised  the  importance  of  requir- 
ing that  such  companies  should  be  under  the  directorial 
control  of  a  qualified  person.  Their  principal  aim  was  to 
bar  the  easy  entrance  into  a  responsible  business  via  the 
short  cut  of  Somerset  House  instead  of  round  the  examina- 
tion cape.  Sir  George  Fardell  and  Mr.  Philip  Snowden, 
while  agreeing  with  the  views  of  the  preceding  speakers, 
took  up  especially  the  question  of  the  injustice  of  per- 
mitting unqualified  companies  to  use  a  description  which 
implied  qualification.  It  may  be  fairly  assumed  from  his 
speech  on  this  occasion  and  from  his  past  record,  that  Lord 
Crewe's  personal  opinions  coincided  pretty  nearly  with  what 
all  the  speakers  had  urged ;  but  he  had  to  remember  not 
only  what  this  deputation  wanted,  but  also  what  Mr. 
Almeric  FitzRoy  would  say  to  him  when  they  had  gone, 
and  what  Lord  Ebury  might  say  to  him  later  in  the  House 
of  Lords.  Also  what  could  be  passed  through  Parliament 
without  too  much  friction.  These  considerations  led  him  to 
propose 

A  Clever  Diplomatic  Compromise 

which  would  go  a  little  way 
towards  meeting  legitimate  claims,  and  need  not  offend  any 
powerful  opponent.  The  amendment  which  Lord  Crewe 
has  carried  in  the  House  of  Lords  prohibits  the  use  of 
the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  by  any  companies  unless 
they  have  a  qualified  director.  This  will  not  hurt  Harrod's 
nor  the  Army  and  Navy  Society,  who  do  not  use  the  title, 
nor  Boots',  who  have  qualified  directors  on  their  board. 
But  it  obviously  cannot  satisfy  those  who  hold  the  opinions 
so  forcibly  set  forth  by  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  and  Mr. 
Stanger.  It  will  not  prevent  any  two  persons — a  man  and 


his  wife,  for  instance — from  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale- 
of  poisons,  and  it  will  not  therefore  prevent  the  degrada- 
tion and  the  ultimate  ruin  of  pharmacy  in  this  country. 
All  the  same,  the  proposition  is  an  extremely  important 
one.  It  points  clearly  the  way  towards  a  fairly  satisfactory 
settlement.  Even  as  it  stands  it  is  better  than  the  scheme 
embodied  in  the  Bill  which,  as  Mr.  Winfrey  said,  was  the- 
official  expression  of  the  views  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  offered  to  cut  off  a  lot  of  our  own  fingers  so. 
that  we  might  logically  ask  that  companies  should  be  re- 
quired to  cut  off  one  of  theirs.  Lord  Crewe  tells  chemists 
as  plainly  as  politeness  permits  that  Parliament  will  not 
help  them  in  their  competition  with  the  big  drug-companies 
or  with  the  big  companies  with  drug-departments  which, 
have  established  themselves  in  our  midst;  but  he,  speak- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Privy  Council,  seems  willing  to  check 
the  unlimited  extension  of  the  company  invasion.  Does  it 
pass  the  wit  of  pharmacists  to  devise  some  modification  of 
his  own  clause  which  will  better  fulfil  that  purpose? 

"The  King's  Customs" 

is  the  title  of  an  unexpectedly  interest- 
ing volume  written  by  two  Customs  officials,  Messrs.  Henry 
Atton  and  Henry  Hurst  Holland,  who,  it  is  pleasant  to. 
notice,  pay  sufficient  respect  to  the  spirit  of  the  times  to. 
explain  that  though  they  have  been  permitted  to.  have 
access  to  many  curious  old  documents,  they  have  put  their 
work  into  shape  out  of  office  hours.  Mr.  F.  S.  Parry,  C.B. ,,. 
Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  writes  a  lively- 
preface,  in  the  course  of  which  he  illustrates  the  need  of 
some  such  popular  history  by  extracting  from  "a  well- 
known  periodical,  edited  by  an  equally  well-known  p-abliG- 
man,"  a  passage  from  an  article  on  "Baffling  H.M.  Cus- 
toms," which  gives  details  of  how  Customs  officers  detect, 
and  seize  lace,  unset  gems,  jewellery,  gloves,  watches,  and 
silks,  concealed  in  bodices,  boots,  and  waistcoats;  to  which  i 
Mr.  Parry  drily  adds  :  "  Not  a  single  article  mentioned  is 
liable  to  duty  in  this  country."  The  Customs  records  do- 
not  tell  us  much,  it  appears,  about  the  origin  of  the  now 
lucrative  business  whose  headquarters  are  situated  in' 
Thames  Street.  The  authors  have  no  evidence,  but  they 
are  probably  safe  in  assuming  that  the  Celtic,  Roman,  and 
Saxon  rulers  of  this  island,  being  generally  impecunious  and 
always  greedy,  would  not  have  missed  the  chance  of  sharing 
profits  with  the  Phoenician  and  other  traders  who  visited 
our  shores.  They  quote  a  message  from  Charlemagne  to*, 
one  of  the  Saxon  kings  assuring  protection  to  English  pil- 
grims who  might  be  visiting  Rome,  but  stipulating  that 
merchants  who  might  accompany  them  should  pay  the  usual 
Customs  on  their  wares.  It  is  probably  their  own  guilty 
consciences  which  make  Messrs.  Atton  and  Holland  quite 
confident  that  the  Saxon  monarch  extorted  a  similar  acknow- 
ledgment when  the  pilgrim  traders  returned. 

Prisage 

was  how  the  Norman  kings  defined  the  taxation  of 
imports  and  exports.  The  term  does  not  need  much  trans- 
lation. It  simply  means  they  took  what  they  fancied. 
There  were  no  fixed  rates.  These  were  nominally  provided 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  who  let  out  the  various  ports  test, 
be  farmed,  generally  by  foreigners.  Some-  of  the-  Plan- 
tagenet  kings  would  pay  their  debts  occasionally  by  ac- 
order  on  one  of  these  ports — Boston  or  Southampton,  per- 
haps— for  the  amount  due.  Then  no  doubt  prisage  fol- 
lowed. The  residents  on  the  south  coast  did  a  good  bit  of 
prisage  on  their  own  account.  The  authors  quote  a  curious 
old  record  of  the  time  of  Henry  VI.  which  narrates  hovr 
the  Abbot  of  St.  Augustine's,  Canterbury,  aided  by  "  other 
evil-doers,"  boarded  a  French  vessel  off  the  Isle  of  Thaneir 
and  appropriated  both  ship  and  cargo.  The  buccaneers 
who  laid  the  foundation  of  Britain's  maritime  glory  under 
the  Tudors  must  have  checked  import  business  seriously : 
but  it  is  a  little  surprising  to  learn  that  up  to  the  death  off 
Queen  Elizabeth  the  Customs  revenue  probably  never 
reached  100,00C¥.  a  year.  James  I.  paid  a  good  deal,  of 
attention  to  this  branch  of  income.  He  was  divided 
between  the  duty  of  excluding  from  the  realm  such  "  vain 
and  unprofitable  articles"  as  logwood,  for  instance;  but 
he  compromised  with  his  conscience  by  stiffening  the  duty- 
on  the  vainest.  He  clapped  6«.  8d.  per  lb.  on  tobacea. 
"  over  and  above  the  2d.  per  lb.  hitherto  paid."'

Improving  the  Bill. 

The  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  has  advanced 
considerably  by  passing  through  the  Committee  stage  in 
the  House  of  Lords  after  a  discussion  which  led  to  prac- 
tical agreement  on  the  Bill  as  amended.  It  is  unlikely 
that  any  material  alteration  will  be  made  on  the  report 
stage  or  on  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill.  We  preface  our 
report  of  the  debate  with  a  synopsis  of  the  alterations  that 
have  been  effected,  chiefly  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  as  repre- 
senting the  Government,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat 
these  points  here.  We  may,  however,  state  that  the  official 
amendments,  as  published  at  the  end  of  last  week,  were 
quickly  withdrawn,  because  two  of  the  proposals  were  in- 
complete or  incorrect.  In  the  first  place,  the  chief  amend- 
ment of  the  Company  Clause  provided  that  companies 
should  not  use  the  titles  of  "  pharmacist "  or  "  dispensing 
chemist  and  druggist."  The  latter  title  appears  to  have 
been  added  in  error,  for  it  was  not  intended  to  pro- 
hibit companies  using  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  in 
any  form.  Then  the  amended  Schedule  of  Poisons  was 
quite  a  muddle,  and  was  withdrawn  in  favour  of  one  now 
included  in  the  Bill,  which  is  substantially  what  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  submitted  to  the  Joint  Select  Committee  after 
he  gave  his  evidence.  It  will  be  noted  that  while  com- 
panies are  prohibited  from  using  the  title  "  pharmacist," 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Bill  to  amend  Section  15  of  the  1868 
Act,  which  prevents  registered  chemists  and  druggists 
using  this  title.  It  appears  from  the  Earl  of  Crewe's  re- 
marks that  it  was  intended  that  registered  chemists  would 
have  the  right  to  use  the  title,  as  a  set-off,  apparently,  to 
the  company  practice,  but  that  has  still  to  be  provided  for. 
An  important  modification  has  been  made  in  the  Clause 
sent  up  by  the  Joint  Select  Committee,  extending  the  Bill 
to  Ireland,  the  Earl  of  Crewe  having  secured  an  amend- 
ment which  extends  to  Ireland  only  the  provisions  re- 
lating to  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  and  mineral 
acids.    The  other  provisions  in  the  Bill,  including  the 
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Poisons  Schedule,  are  not  to  extend  to  Ireland,  where 
the  company  clause  would  also  be  welcomed.  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  Earl  of  Crewe  intimated  on  several 
occasions  in  the  course  of  the  debate  that  the  amendments 
which  he  proposed  had  been  agreed  to  by  the  parties  inte- 
rested— i.e.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  representatives  of  com- 
panies, in  consultation,  presumably,  with  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil Office.  Apart  from  this,  Viscount  Hill  proposed 
amendments  on  Clauses  2  and  3  which  would  have  given 
greater  effect  to  the  aspirations  of  chemists,  and  Lord 
Clinton  secured  verbal  amendments  of  the  mineral  acids 
clause  which  will  prevent  these  being  ranked  as  "  poisons," 
it  being  desirable  to  reserve  that  word  for  scheduled 
poisons.  Both  noble  lords  acted,  we  understand,  at  the 
solicitation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  On  the  whole, 
the  negotiations  which  have  been  proceeding  during  the 
past  month  between  the  promoters  of  the  Bill  and  the  re- 
presentatives of  chemists  have  been  justified,  and  Tues- 
day's work  may  be  regarded  as  the  first  fruits  of  the 
appointment  of  a  Parliamentary  Secretary  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council.  We  do  not  by  any  means  take  this  as 
finality ;  the  resources  for  the  amendment  of  the  Bill  are 
not  exhausted,  and  it  is  possible  to  make  it  still  more  con- 
sonant with  the  principles  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  to 
further  mitigate  the  growing  danger  to  the  public  entailed 
by  the  formation  of  limited  companies  to  evade  the  per- 
sonal qualifications  required  by  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  those 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  com- 
pounding of  poisons  and  carrying  on  the  business  of 
chemist  and  druggist.  The  improvement  so  far  achieved 
is  an  encouragement  to  chemists'  representatives,  who,  we 
are  assured,  will  continue  to  do  what  is  possible  in  the 
matter. 



Dental  Aspirations. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Dental  Association, 
held  last  month  in  Belfast,  a  long  discussion  was  invoked 
by  a  paper  on  proposed  amendments  of  the  Dentists  Act. 
Mr.  Guy,  of  Edinburgh,  read  a  paper  on  the  principles 
which  should  be  followed  in  an  amending  Bill  which  may 
be  briefly  epitomised  as  follows  : 

Prohibition  of  practice  of  dentistry  by  unregistered 
persons  or  by  companies  under  heavy  penalties. 

Permission  to  unregistered  persons  of  good  character 
exclusively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  for  twelve 
months  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  to  claim  exemp- 
tion from  penal  clauses. 

All  unregistered  persons,  including  those  specially 
exempted  from  penal  clauses,  to  be  prohibited  from  assum- 
ing the  title,  as  in  the  1878  Act. 

A  statutory  body,  as  a  General  Dental  Council,  analogous 
to  and  instead  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  to  control 
all  matters  of  dental  education,  registration,  and  regula- 
tion, consisting  of  Crown  nominees  and  directly  elected 
representatives  of  the  profession. 

A  State  examination  for  the  practice  of  dentistry  con- 
trolled by  the  Dental  Council. 
An  annual  tax  or  licence  for  registration. 
Prosecutions  to  be  conducted  by  the  Crown. 

Mr.  Guy's  paper  was  vigorously  expressed.  He  spoke, 
for  instance,  of  "  the  hordes  of  quacks  who  ravage  through 
the  land  mutilating  and  disfiguring  the  mouths  of  his 
Majesty's  lieges."  The  discussion  was  as  interesting  as  the 
paper,  and  the  opinions  expressed  were  many  and  various. 
Some  did  not  like  the  idea  of  dissociation  from  the  General 
Medical  Council,  which  it  was  considered  conferred  prestige 
on  the  dental  profession,  and  others  only  saw  in  the  G.M.C. 
a  monster  of  iniquity.  The  Dentists  Act  is  not  properly 
put  in  force  according  to  some,  but  others  stated  that  the 
Act  has  proved  a  failure.  Misgivings  were  expressed  at  the 
proposals  to  admit  unregistered  men  to  a  register,  one 


speaker  alleging  that  in  this  way  40,000  persons  would  be 
exempted  from  the  penal  clauses,  and  yet  would  not  be 
allowed  to  call  themselves  dentists.  The  suggested  method 
of  dealing  with  the  unqualified  were  by  others  recognised 
as  being  the  least  objectionable  that  had  been  brought 
forward  and  a  reasonable  price  to  pay  for  an  enactment 
totally  prohibiting  dental  practice  by  unregistered  persons 
in  the  future.  No  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting,  but 
the  general  opinion  seemed  to  be  favourable  to  the  prin- 
ciples put  forward  by  the  Scottish  Branch  and  voiced  by 
Mr.  Guy. 


Lemon  Oil  in  Canada. 

One  of  the  most  recent  bulletins  (No.  154)  issued  by  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Department,  Ottawa, 
Canada,  is  a  report  on  the  examination  of  forty-five  samples 
of  oil  of  lemon.  Mr.  McGill,  the  Chief  Analyst,  states  that 
the  results  of  the  analyses  did  not  enable  him  to  arrive  at 
well-defined  conclusions  regarding  these  samples,  because 
the  characteristics  of  oil  of  lemon  are  so  vaguely  described 
in  Pharmacopoeias,  and  the  composition  has  so  far  been 
only  imperfectly  worked  out.  In  the  memorandum  attached 
to  the  report  are  given  the  definitions  and  tests  of  the 
British  and  United  States  Pharmacopoeias. 

Oil  of  lemon  is  largely  (about  90  per  cent.)  composed  of 
terpenes,  the  chief  of  which  is  limonene  (C10Hlt).  Dr. 
W.  A.  Tilden  found  76  per  cent,  of  citrene  (  =d  -  limonene), 
boiling  at  176°  C.  ;  6  per  cent,  of  cymene  (1  :  4,  methyliso- 
propyl  benene)  boiling  at  175°  C,  and  other  hydrocarbons. 
The  value  of  oil  of  lemon,  for  flavouring  purposes,  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  presence  of  citral,  an  aldehyde  which,  according 
to  Squire's  "Companion,"  constitutes  from  4  to  8  per 
cent,  of  the  oil.  Citral  boils  at  224°  to  228°  C,  and  is  con- 
centrated in  the  higher  fractions  when  the  oil  is  distilled. 
1'he  Chief  Analyst  then  states  : 

It  is  because  of  the  large  proportion  of  terpenes  in  oil  of 
lemon  that  flavouring  extracts  must  be  made  with  strong 
alcohol.  When  too  little  alcohol  is  employed  the  oil 
remains  undissolved.  It  is  claimed,  however,  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  citral,  which  is  the  chief  flavouring  com- 
ponent, is  dissolved  by  a  weakly  alcoholic  liquid,  and  in 
this  way  a  so-called  "  terpeneless  lemon  extract"  is 
prepared.  Since  the  chief  item  of  expense  in  lemon 
flavouring  extract  is  the  alcohol,  there  is  a  temptation  to 
manufacturers  to  employ  so-called  "  terpeneless  lemon 
oil." 

Then  after  giving  statistics  showing  that  weak  alcohol  is 
generally  employed  in  making  essence  of  lemon,  Mr. 
McGill  adds  : 

When  oil  of  lemon  is  subjected  to  repeated  washing  with  a 
dilute  alcohol,  the  undissolved  residue,  as  it  becomes  poorer 
in  citral,  loses  its  commercial  value  for  flavouring  purposes, 
becoming  more  and  more  nearly  a  mixture  of  terpenes  only. 
It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  a  workable  method  of  detecting 
washed  or  exhausted  oil  of  lemon  should  be  devised.  Up  to 
the  present  time  it  is  necessary  to  rely  upon  odour  and 
taste.  The  German  Pharmacopoeia  gives  the  following 
method  of  procedure  :  "  One  drop  of  the  oil  triturated  with 
sugar  and  agitated  with  500  grams  of  water  should 
impart  to  the  latter  the  pure  odour  of  lemon." 

The  analytical  results  show  wide  ranges  in  the  index  of 
refraction  and  polarisation,  while  the  specific  gravity  varies 
from  0.856  to  0.872.  Four  of  the  forty-five  samples  were 
insoluable  in  three  volumes  of  alcohol,  and  the  colour  of  the 
samples  varied  from  pale  yellow  to  light  green.  Three  of 
the  samples  were  turbid,  and  one  old  sample  is  reported  as 
having  an  odour  resembling  turpentine. 


Camel-hair  Brushes. 

During  the  hearing  of  a  claim  by  a  workman  for  damages 
against  an  artists'  brush-maker,  some  interesting  details 
were  given  regarding  camel-hair  brushes.    The  plaintiff, 
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■who  lost  his  case,  alleged  that  he  had  contracted  tuber- 
culosis through  contact  with  brush-making  material.  It 
appears  that  camel-hair  is  a  trade  name  only  applied  to 
brushes  made  from  squirrel-hair.  The  remnants  of  Russian 
and  Siberian  squirrel  skins  are  imported  into  England  from 
Germany,  and  part  of  the  sq.iirrels'  tails  rejected  by  the 
furriers  furnish  the  material  from  which  the  camel-hair 
brushes  are  made.  During  the  evidence  it  was  stated  that 
the  hair  goes  through  a  sterilising  process — it  is  ironed 
between  paper  until  the  paper  is  scorched — and  that  boric- 
acid  solution  is  used  for  moistening  the  hair  in  the  process 
of  manufacture.  The  term  "squirrel-hair  brushes"  is 
quite  as  euphonious  as  "camel-hair  brushes,'-'  and  there 
seems  no  reason  except  custom  why  the  former  name  should 
not  be  employed. 

What  is  a  "Chemist?" 

Too  many  of  the  people  on  whom  falls  the  duty  of  appoint- 
ing analytical  officers  confuse  the  nature  of  their  work 
with  that  of  the  druggist  who  makes  up  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion, and  think  that  some  such  remuneration  as  suffices  in 
such  a  case  should  suffice  for  an  analyst.  For  this  probably 
the  English  ambiguity  of  the  word  "  chemist  "  is  partly 
responsible.  In  Germany  there  is  no  such  confusion,  the 
analyst  being  a  "  chemiker  "  and  the  druggist  an  "  apothe- 
ker."  But  in  this  country  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  ignor- 
ance of  the  public  sometimes  tends  to  depreciate  the  value 
of  the  professional  services  of  the  analyst. 

So  reads  the  memorandum  which  Sir  William  Ramsay,  on 
behalf  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  lately.  "  The  druggist  who  makes  up 
a  doctor's  prescriptions  "  is  a  trifle  rough  on  the  class  of 
men  who  were  the  means  of  founding  the  Institute.  They 
commonly  call  themselves  "  pharmacists  " — a  convenient 
description  of  the  dispensing  chemist,  who  even  in  Ger- 
many is  not  a  druggist.  No  German  "  Drogist "  may  call 
himself  Apotheker ;  that  is  a  title  reserved  for  the  phar- 
macist or  dispensing  chemist. 

Britain  and  Germany  Compared. 

A  voluminous  Board  of  Trade  report  on  an  inquiry  into 
working-class  rents,  housing,  and  retail  prices,  together 
with  the  rates  of  wages  in  certain  occupations  in  the  prin- 
cipal industrial  towns  of  the  German  Empire,  has  been 
published  recently.  The  general  effect  of  it  is  to  show 
that  British  workmen  have  shorter  hours  and  better  wages 
than  German  workmen,  while  the  latter  have  to  pay  more 
for  food  and  rent.  There  is  not  much  specific  information 
regarding  chemical  industry,  but  we  have  extracted  the 
following  figures  which  show  the  number  of  factories  in  the 
towns  named,  the  number  of  employes,  the  hours  per  week 
they  work,  and  the  weekly  pay  of  the  unskilled  labourer 
class  :

High  Court  Cases. 

The  "Tabloid"  Trade-mark. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  July  10,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen 
Eady  heard  a  motion  by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  trading 
as  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
Wolffen  &  Co.  infringing  plaintiff's  "Tabloid"  trade-mark 
and  passing  off  preparations  of  the  defendants  as  of 
the  plaintiff's  by  the  use  of  the  name  "  Carly's  Pink  Tab- 
loids." Mr.  Sebastian,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  the  facts  of  the 
case  were  set  out  in  an  affidavit  of  Mr.  Joseph  Smith,  one 
of  the  managers  of  the  plaintiff's  firm.  The  matter,  it 
appeared,  was  brought  to  his  notice  by  an  advertisement  in 
a  country  newspaper  which  related  to  pink  tabloids.  One 
of  the  plaintiff's  employes  wrote  for  samples  of  the  tab- 
loids and  got  a  letter  of  June  10  enclosing  samples  and 
more  advertisements  relating  to  pink  tabloids. 

His  Lordship  :  Is  the  defendant  a  Frenchman? 

Mr.  Sebastian  said  he  thought  his  nationality  was  French, 
but  he  was  not  quite  clear.  The  plaintiff  sent  for  a  further 
box  of  tabloids  and  received  it. 

His  Lordship  :  Has  the  defendant  a  shop  at  the  address 
given  ? 

Mr.  Sebastian  said  he  believed  he  carried  on  business  at 
the  address  given. 

His  Lordship  granted  the  injunction  asked  for  until 
judgment  or  further  order  in  the  action. 

The  defendant  did  not  appear. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Automatic  Aerators. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  July  14,  before  Judge 
Smyly,  K.C.,  the  British  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.,  of 
24  Paul  Street,  Finsbury,  E.C.,  sued  Lewis  Muller, 
33  Norton  Folgate,  E.C.,  to  recover  79/.  8s.  4(7.,  being 
207.  18s.  4(7.  for  arrears  of  rent  of  hiring  a  soda-fountain 
and  587.  10s.  the  value  of  the  fountain.  It  was  stated 
that  the  defendant  had  given  up  business,  and  he  in- 
formed the  Judge  that  he  was  willing  to  hand  over  the 
fountain.  The  plaintiffs  agreed  to  take  it  back,  and  his 
Honour  entered  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  237.  2s., 
being  the  amount  of  the  hiring  and  costs,  and  the  return 
of  the  machine. 

The  Lost  Truss. 
Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists 
and  druggists,  Belfast,  were  sued  at  Belfast  Recorder's 
Court,  on  July  10,  by  John  Tipping,  an  ex-policeman,  for 
25s.,  the  value  of  a  truss  detained  by  defendants.  Plaintiff 
said  he  got  the  truss  from  a  London  specialist  for  his  child, 
and  when  the  truss  got  too  small  he  handed  it  to  the  de- 
fendants as  a  pattern  to  have  another  made.  The  pattern 
was  not  returned.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the 
truss  was  probably  put  into  the  waste-paper  basket  as 
worthless.  The  Recorder  said  defendants  were  bound  to 
return  the  truss,  and  gave  a  decree  for  12.s.  6(7. 

Wormaline. 

In  Lanark  Small  Debt  Court  last  w-iek  Sheriff  Scott 
Moncrieff  heard  evidence  in  the  action  at  the  instance  of  the 
Wormaline  Co.,  Waterloo  Street,  Glasgow,  against  John 
Brown,  coal  merchant,  Blackwood,  for  57.  9s.  1^(7.  for  goods 
supplied.  The  case  for  the  pursuers  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  defender  had  ordered  from  their  traveller  the  goods  to 
the  value  sued  for.  The  defender  stated  that  he  had  been 
asked  by  the  pursuers'  traveller  to  become  the  local  agent 
for  their  medicines,  and  he  had  agreed  to  do  so.  They  sent 
him  the  goods,  but  after  a  month  or  so  he  found  there  was  no 
sale  for  them  and  returned  what  was  unsold,  remitting  12s. 
for  what  had  been  sold.  The  pursuers  refused^delivery  of 
the  goods,  and  declined  to  accept  the  money.  The  Sheriff 
granted  decree  for  12s.,  and  allowed  the  defender  10s.  of 
expenses. 

Ozonia. 

The  adjourned  hearing  of  the  action  by  the  Ozonia  Co., 
8  Westland  Row,  Dublin,  against  W.  K.  Mitchell,  dispensing 
chemist,  53  Main  Street,  Newhaven,  for  payment  of  97.  15s. 
for  goods  supplied,  took  place  at  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff 
Small  Debt  Court  on  July  9,  before  Sheriff  Gardner  Miller. 


Mr.  R.  J.  Calver,  S.S.C.,  appeared  for  the  pursuer,  and  Mr. 
Morton,  advocate,  instructed  by  Mr.  Graham  Yooll,  S.S.C., 
for  the  defender.  The  previous  hearing  was  reported  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.,  June  20,  p.  929. 

Mr.  Morton  addressed  the  Sheriff  on  the  point  that  the 
company  had  broken  the  contract  because  the  owner  of 
Ozonia  only  advertised  for  twelve  weeks  instead  of 
twenty-six. 

Mr.  Calver  reminded  his  Lordship  that  this  was  a  new 
defence  which  had  been  sprung  upon  him.  Under  the 
contract  they  distributed  circulars  in  Newhaven,  and  he 
advertised  the  defender  as  agent  in  the  "  Leith  Burghs 
Pilot."  They  went  on  advertising  for  twelve  weeks,  during 
which  time  they  endeavoured  to  get  the  defender  to  take  the 
goods  from  the  railway  company.  They  ceased  after  that  to 
advertise  because  they  were  making  fools  of  themselves  by 
doing  so.  They  were  advertising  that  Mr.  Mitchell  was 
selling  the  stuff,  and  when  the  people  went  to  him  for  it 
Mitchell  refused  it.  The  defender  could  not  in  these  cir- 
cumstances say  they  were  not  going  to  fulfil  their  contract. 
They  were  willing  to  do  their  part. 

Mr.  Morton  suggested  that  if  they  were  to  go  further  into 
the  matter  they  might  as  well  have  the  proof,  but  his  friend 
admitted  that  he  did  not  put  in  the  advertisement  twenty- 
six  times. 

The  Sheriff  said  he  would  prefer  to  hear  the  whole  case. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  the  defender,  then  went  into  the  witness- 
box  and  stated  that  on  October  18  last  the  pursuers' 
traveller  called  on  him  and  wanted  him  to  make  a  purchase 
of  their  goods.  He  produced  an  old  advertisement  and 
showed  him  a  limerick  competition  and  so  on.  Witness 
declined  at  first,  but  ultimately,  after  great  pressure,  he 
agreed  to  accept  two  dozen.  He  signed  a  contract  after  he 
had  agreed,  but  discovered  that  he  had  apparently  agreed  to 
take  two  gross  at  96s.  per  gross  and  two  dozen  as  a  bonus. 
He  discovered  that  the  day  after.  His  arrangement 
with  the  traveller  was  to  take  two  dozen  only.  He  at  once 
repudiated  the  agreement  to  take  two  gross,  because  he  had 
not  such  a  business  as  would  justify  him  in  taking  in  such 
a  large  stock. — Cross-examined  and  shown  the  contract, 
witness  admitted  that  it  bore  his  signature.  It  was  for 
two  gross  and  two  dozen  free,  but  two  dozen  was  what  he 
ordered.  He  did  not  say  [in  conversation]  two  gross.  On 
the  19th,  the  day  he  sent  the  postcard,  he  found  that  Ozonia 
was  kept  by  several  chemists  in  Leith.  A  copy  of  the 
contract  was  left  by  the  traveller. 

Mr.  Beaumont,  of  Messrs.  Harkness,  Beaumont  &  Co., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Edinburgh,  said  he  had  done 
business  with  the  defender  frequently,  and  he  knew  the 
class  of  business  he  does.  He  would  think  it  absurd  for 
the  defender  to  order  two  gross  of  Ozonia  with  two  dozen 
for  a  trial  order  for  his  business.  In  his  experience  it  was 
not  a  thing  that  sold  to  any  extent.  There  was  no  market 
for  it. 

The  Sheriff  :  Supposing  that  Ozonia  would  sell  in  a  fair 
quantity,  would  two  gross  have  been  too  much  for  the 
defender  ? — Far  too  much. 

Dr.  George  Coull,  of  Messrs.  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
said  he  thought  Mr.  Mitchell  would  be  making  a  great 
mistake  if  he  ordered  two  gross  of  this  substance.  His 
firm  did  not  stock  it.  He  was  not  aware  there  was  any 
demand  for  it. 

The  Sheriff  :  Would  a  gross  of  this  aerated  water  be  too 
much  ? 

Dr.  Coull  :  It  is  not  aerated  water. 
Mr.  Calver  :  It  is  for  rheumatism.  (Laughter.) 
The  Sheriff  :  Oh,  I  thought  it  was  aerated  water. 
Mr.  Morton  :  It  is  washing  soda. 

Dr.  Coull  :  I  am  told  it  is  something  like  washing  soda, 
but  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Broadbent,  analytical  chemist,  said  he  had  analysed 
this  substance  Ozonia. 

Mr.  Calver  objected  to  this  evidence,  and  the  Sheriff 
said  it  was  not  competent ;  but  Mr.  Morton  put  to  the 
witness  the  question,  What  is  this  substance,  Ozonia  Z 
and  witness  replied,  "Washing  soda,  with  a  little  per- 
manganate of  potash  to  colour  it." 

This  was  all  the  evidence. 

Mr.  Morton  then  addressed  the  Court  on  the  points, 
first,  that  the  contract  should  be  set  aside  because  an 
order  for  two  gross  was  inconsistent  with  defender's 
business,  and  he  was  under  the  impression  that  he  was 
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signing  two  dozen;  second,  that  the  pursuer  had  not  im- 
plemented the  contract  in  so  far  as  he  advertised  for  twelve 
weeks  only.  Mr.  Calver  replied  on  both  points,  saying  in 
regard  to  the  second  that  defender  had  hindered  the  sales 
by  not  putting  Ozonia  into  stock,  thus  preventing  pursuer 
performing  his  part  of  the  contract. 

The  Sheriff  said  there  was  no  case  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Calver  said  it  was  a  reasonable  proposition  to  put. 
They  would  have  been  making  fools  of  themselves. 

The  Sheriff  :  That  may  be  your  contract.  As  the  pursuer 
has  not  fulfilled  his  part  of  the  contract  I  feel  inclined  to 
hold  that  the  defender  is  entitled  to  be  assoilzied,  with 
expenses. 

Bankruptcy  Reports. 


Re  Henry  Channing  Stephens,  lately  carrying  on  business 
at  College  Chambers.  249^  Higli  Holborn,  Drug  Merchant. — 
The  receiving  order  in  this  case  was  made  on  April  30,  upon 
the  petition  of  Mrs.  M.  A.  Norsworthy,  returned  by  the  debtor 
as  his  only  creditor,  and  claiming  230/.  under  a  judgment.  He 
states  that  he  has  had  no  trade  or  occupation,  and  has  been 
an  invalid  for  some  years.  Insolvency  is  not  admitted,  the 
debtor  claiming  that  Mrs.  Norsworthy  is  indebted  to  him  in 
a  much  larger  sum  than  the  amount  of  her  judgment.  Upon 
the  application  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Grey,  Official  Receiver,  who 
required  time  for  investigation  purposes,  the  public  examina- 
tion of  the  debtor  was  adjourned  on  Tuesday  by  Mr.  Registrar 
Linklater,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  for  a  fortnight. 

lie  John  Stather  Cousens,  28  Devon  Drive,  Sherwood, 
Nottingham,  lately  living  and  trading  as  a  Chemist  at 
27  Berridge  Road,  Sherwood  Rise,  Nottingham. — The  lia- 
bilities are  stated  by  the  debtor  to  be  262/.  4s.  5d.,  and  assets 
10/.  He  attributes  his  failure  to  lack  of  capital,  bad  trade, 
and  pressure  by  creditors.  The  Official  Receiver  states  that 
bankrupt,  who  is  a  chemist's  manager,  commenced  business 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist  on  Berridge  Road  in  January  1904, 
with  16/.  capital.  He  admits  knowledge  of  insolvency  since 
1905.  In  May  1907  he  disposed  of  his  business  for  150/.,  out 
of  which  he  paid  off  a  moneylender  who  held  a  bill  of  sale 
to  secure  100/.  of  money  borrowed.  In  August  1907  he  exe- 
cuted a  deed  of  assignment,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  the 
creditors  had  received  any  dividend  under  it.  The  first, 
meeting  of  creditors  was  called  at  the  Official  Receiver's  office 
in  Nottingham  on  July  9,  but  a  quorum  was  not  present,  and 
the  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  deputy  Official 
Receiver. 

He  Charles  Henry  Allender,  late  of  35  Old  Bond  Street, 
W.,  trading  as  "  Jeannette  Pomeroy."  Beauty  Specialist. — 
The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under  this  failure  was  held  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  July  13.  Mr.  E.  Leadam 
Hough,  Senior  Official  Receiver,  reported  that  the  debtor  had 
stated  that  he  commenced  the  above  business  at  35  Old  Bond 
Street  and  94  Lisson  Grove,  placing  as  manageress  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Scale,  otherwise  known  as  Jeannette  Pomeroy.  He  had  no 
capital  of  his  own,  but  borrowed  1,200?.  from  his  wife,  and 
lost  it  all  on  the  business,  which  was  closed  last  May,  when 
the  landlord  put  in  a  distress  and  sold  off  everything.  In 
December  1906  an  action  was  brought  against  Mrs.  Scale  by 
Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  to  restrain  her  from  using  the  name  of 
Pomeroy.  The  debtor  defended  the  action,  but  lost  the  day, 
and  was  held  liable  for  250/.  in  respect  of  the  law-costs.  He 
attributed  his  failure  to  the  loss  of  the  action.  The  liabilities 
were  roughly  estimated  at  1,800/.,  and  no  assets  were  dis- 
closed. In  the  absence  of  any  offer  the  case  was  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Official  Receive?  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy.

Hydrolysis  of  Axnyg-dalln  by  Emulsin — According  to. 
S.  J.  M.  Auld  ("Proc  Chem.  Soc.,'_'  24,  344,  p.  181),  mandelo- 
nitrile  glucoside  is  an  intermediate  product  during  the- 
hydrolysis  of  amygdalin  with  emulsin,  and  by  stopping  the 
hydrolysis  at  a  suitable  point  it  is  possible  to  isolate  Fischer's 
glucoside.  He  states  that  it  is  possible  to  show  that  amygdalin 
is  derived  from  an  a/3-disaccharide,  the  £ -dextrose  residue- 
being  attached  to  the  benzaldehydocyanohydrin  nucleus. 

Red  Phosphorus.- G  Linek  and  P.  Moller  ("  Berichte,'' 
1908,  xli,  No.  7)  state  that  when  purified  dry  red  phosphorus' 
is  sublimed  at  the  melting-point  of  lead  in  an  exhausted 
glass  tube  a  black  brittle  non-crystalline  mass,  containing 
99.4  per  cent,  of  phosphorus,  is  obtained.  This  is  possibly  an 
isotropic  amorphous  form  corresponding  to  red  crystalline 
phosphorus,  into  which  it  is  converted  by  prolonged  heating 
in  a  closed  tube.  The  specific  gravity,  2;145  to  2.192  at  18°  to 
20°,  nearly  agrees  with  that  of  commercial  red  phosphorus. 

Crystallised  Chlorophyll.— Professor  R.  Willstatter  and 
Dr.  Max  Benz  (pharmacist)  state  that  they  have  isolated: 
chlorophyll  in  a  pure  condition  in  the  form  of  small  hexagonal 
tables  of  a  blue-black  colour  and  metallic  sheen  ("  Drog. 
Zeit.,"  1908,  July  10,  p.  1006).  They  state  that  the  leaves  of 
Oaleopsis  Tetrahit,  L.,  are  the  most  suitable  material,  yielding 
2  to  2.5  grams  of  the  colouring  substance  per  kilo,  of  dried' 
leaves.  From  analysis  they  state  that  the  chlorophyll  contains 
3.4  per  cent,  of  magnesium  in  combination,  but  that  they  were 
unable  to  obtain  fresh  leaves  in  quantity,  and  consider  that 
since  Oaleopsis  Tetrahit  is  found  in  abundance  in  Central 
Europe  attention  may  be  attracted  to  the  subject  by  their 
article. 

Fluorescence  of  Platinocyantdes.— Leonard  A.  Levy 
("  Proc.  Chem.  Soc,"  24,  344,  p.  178)  says  barium  platino- 
cyanide  exists  in  two  forms — one  golden  yellow  and  but 
slightly  fluorescent,  and  the  other  bright  green  and  highly 
fluorescent.  The  yellow  salt  is  deposited  from  a  slightly  acid 
solution,  the  green  variety  from  a  solution  containing  a  trace 
of  barium  hydroxide.  They  are  identical  in  crystalline- 
character,  and  appear  to  be  isomeric  modifications.  Similar 
phenomena  are  exhibited  by  the  calcium  salt,  and  to  a> 
certain  extent  by  the  cerium  salt.  Barium  platinocyanide,. 
prepared  from  radio-active  barium  chloride,  exhibits  a  strong- 
luminosity  which  is  superior  to  that  of  a  mechanical  mixture 
of  barium  platinocyanide  and  barium  chloride. 

Ammonia  Irom  Calcium  Cyanamlde.— Dr.  Albert 
Frank,  in  a  paper  on  the  "  Utilisation  of  Atmospheric  Nitro- 
gen," etc.,  read  before  the  Faraday  Society  on  June  9  ("  Chenu 
News,"  2535,  p.  304),  states  that  the  production  of  ammonia 
by  the  action  of  steam  on  nitrolim  or  crude  calcium  cyana- 
mide  has  been  worked  out  and  perfected.  The  product  is 
free  from  empyreuma  and  very  pure,  and  appears  particu- 
larly suitable  for  the  production  of  ammoniacal  salts  and 
liquid  ammonia. 

Products  from  Nitrolim.— Dr.  Albert  Frank  (ihid.)  says- 
that  by  fusing  calcium  cyanamide  with  suitable  flux,  it  is 
turned  into  calcium  cyanide,  a  product  known  as  "surro- 
gate," containing  an  amount  of  cyanide  corresponding  to 
25  per  cent,  of  KCN  is  obtained,  which,  according  to  investi- 
gations, is  of  equal  efficiency  to  cyanide  of  potassium  for  gold 
and  silver  extraction.  Under  the  name  of  "  Ferrodur,"  a  new 
hardening  mixture,  prepared  by  adding  certain  fluxes  to- 
calcium  cyanamide,  has  been  placed  on  the  market  in  England" 
and  elsewhere,  which  is  said  to  produce  an  extraordinary 
depth  of  hardened  surface  without  deteriorating  the  material. 
Salts  of  guanidine,  nitro-guanidine,  dicyandiamide  are  in- 
creasing in  use,  and  one  German  firm  has  started  producing- 
them  from  nitrolim.  Recently  these  compounds  or  their 
nitrates  have  received  attention  for  use  as  "  deterrents  "  in 
explosives  for  producing  smokeless  and  flashless  powders. 

Synthesis  of  Apocynin.— Horace  Finnemore  (  "  Proc. 
Chem.  Soc,"  24,  344,  p.  171)  gives  a  new  method  of  formation, 
apocynin  or  acetovanillone  (the  principal  constituent  of 
Canadian  hemp,  Apocynum  cannabinum),  from  vanillin  by 
the  Grignard  process.  Benzoyl-vanillin, 
C.H3(0Bz)(0Me).CH0, 
is  converted  by  magnesium  methiodide.  with  subsequent 
hydrolysis,  into  benzoylapocynol,  m.p.  128°, 

MeO.C6H3(OBz).CH(OH).CH3, 
the  phenolic  benzoyl  derivative  of  the  secondary  alcohol  corre- 
sponding with  apocynin.  On  oxidation  with  chromic-acid' 
mixture  it  yields  benzoylapocynin,  MeO.CcHstOBzJ.CO.CHi, 
m.p.  106°,  which  on  hydrolysis  gives  4-hydroxy-3-methoxy- 
acetophenone,  MeO.C6H,OH.CO.CH„  m.p.  115°,  which  is- 
identical  with  natural  apocynin  and  with  acetovanillone  pre- 
I  pared  from  guaiacol.    The  yields  are  stated  to  be  good. 
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Aerated  Waters. 

Use  of  Low  Temperatures  in  their  Manufacture. 

By  An  Engineer. 


AS  readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  are  aware,  all 
aerated  waters,  even  those  manufactured  in  Nature's 
laboratory,  are  based  upon  the  solution  of  carbonic-acid  gas 
in  the  water,  the  different  forms  of  the  aerated  water  being 
produced  by  the  addition  of  syrups  or  salts.  It  is 
also  well  known  that  there  is  a  very  wide  difference  be- 
tween the  aerated  waters  produced  by  different  manufac- 
turers. Those  produced  by  some  makers  not  only  sparkle 
when  the  bottle  is  opened  or  the  syphon  is  first  drawn,  but 
the  contents  of  the  whole  of  the  bottle  or  syphon  are  gassy 
to  the  end.  On  the  other  hand,  in  many  of  the  inferior 
kinds  of  aerated  waters,  and  known  more  by  their  cheap- 
ness than  by  their  quality,  the  water  becomes  flat  almost 
as  soon  as  the  bottle  is  opened,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
syphon,  while  the  first  draw  may  be  fairly  gassy,  the  last, 
and  often  several  draws  before  the  last,  are  almost  like 
unaerated  water.  The  difference  between  the  two  lies  in 
the  quantity  of  the  gas  that  the  water  has  been  made  to 
dissolve,  and  it  is  here  that  the  writer  suggests  that  the 
temperature  at  which  the  water  is  handled,  in  the  process 
■of  aeration,  is  of  much  importance.  It  is  well  known  that 
water  dissolves  all  gases  to  a  certain  extent,  and,  further, 
that  the  volume  or  the  weight  of  the  gas  which  any  volume 
or  weight  of  water  will  dissolve  depends  directly  upon  1 
two  things,  the  temperature  and  the  pressure.  The  lower 
the  temperature  with  any  given  pressure,  the  greater  the 
quantity  of  the  gas  that  any  given  volume  of  water  will 
absorb,  and  the  higher  the  pressure  at  any  given  tempera- 
ture, the  greater  the  quantity  of  the  gas  that  any  given 
weight  of  water  will  dissolve.  It  should  be  remembered 
also  that  the  question  of  the  temperature  at  which  the  water 
is  handled  when  the  gas  is  being  forced  into  it  operates  in 
two  ways.  According  to  modern  thermo-chemistry,  when 
a  certain  quantity  of  a  gas  is  dissolved  in  water  the  gas  gives 
up  its  latent  heat  to  the  water,  itself  becoming  liquid  in  the 
process  of  solution.  This  being  so,  the  solution  of  a  given 
quantity  of  carbonic-acid  gas  means  the  raising  of  the  tem- 
perature of  the  water  in  which  it  is  dissolved.  The  solu- 
bility of  carbonic-acid  gas  in  water,  at  atmospheric  pres- 
sure, varies  with  the  temperature  as  follows  : 

At  32°  F.  a  given  volume  of  water  will  dissolve  ap- 
proximately 1.8  times  its  own  volume  of  carbonic-acid  gas. 
At  35°  F.  it  will  only  dissolve  1.65  times  its  own  volume. 
At  40°  F.  the  quantity  falls  to  1.48  times  its  volume. 
At  50°  F.  the  quantity  falls  to  1.2  times  its  volume. 
At  60°  F.  water  dissolves  its  own  volume  of  carbonic-acid 
gas,  and  at  70°  F.  it  dissolves  0.9  of  its  own  volume. 
In  the  matter  of  pressure  the  weight  of  carbonic-acid  gas 
that  can  be  dissolved  in  36  gals,  of  water  varies  as  fol- 
lows :  At  a  temperature  of  32°  F.,  with  a  pressure  of  30  lb. 
per  square  inch,  36  gals,  of  water  will  absorb  about  3|  lb. 
of  the  gas ;  at  40  lb.  pressure  it  will  absorb  about  4^  lb. 
of  gas ;  at  50  lb.  it  will  absorb  5£  lb.,  and  so  on ;  at  100  lb.  | 
pressure  it  will  absorb  9§  lb.   With  a  temperature  of  40°  F. 
the  amount  absorbed  at  30  lb.  pressure  is  only  3^  lb., 
gradually  increasing  to  8£  lb.  at  100  lb.  pressure.    With  a  1 
temperature  of  50°  F.  the  amount  absorbed  is  only  a  little 
over  2^  lb.  at  a  pressure  of  30  lb.  per  sq.  in.,  and  it  increases 
gradually  to  6J>  lb.  with  a  pressure  of  100  lb.  per  sq.  in. 
With  a  temperature  of  60°  F.   the  amount  absorbed  I 
at   30    lb.    pressure    is   a    little    over    2    lb.,    and  it 
increases  gradually  to  5|  lb.  at  100  lb.  pressure.    With  a 
temperature  of  70°  F.  the  quantity  absorbed  commences  at 
2  lb.,  and  reaches  4J  lb.  at  100  lb.  pressure.    Thus  it 
will  be  seen  that  with  a  temperature  of  32°  F.  the  quantity 
absorbed  at  60  lb.  pressure  is  the  same  as  that  absorbed 
with  100  lb.  pressure  at  50°  F.,  and  other  pressures  and 
temperatures  in  proportion. 

It  should  be  mentioned  also  that  the  question  of  the 
temperature  of  the  place  in  which  the  bottles  or  syphons  of 
aerated  waters  are  kept  has  an  important  effect  upon  their 
handling.  If  they  are  kept  in  cellars  or  other  places  at  a 
low  temperature,  they  will  hold  their  gas  easily  and  give  no 
trouble,  and  reach  the  customer  bright  and  sparkling.  If 
they  are  kept  in  a  warm  temperature,  there  is  a  strong 
tendency  for  them  to  burst  their  bottles  or  to  establish 
leaks,  etc.

Opium  is  one  of  the  few  features 
of  the  week,  business  having  been  done  in  Smyrna  at  lower 
prices  for  United  States  account.  Citric  acid  is  also  a 
feature  by  reason  of  the  export  duty  on  citrate  of  lime 
and  the  temporary  spot  scarcity.  Quinine  continues  without 
business,  interest  being  concentrated  in  the  sale  of  bark  at 
Amsterdam.  Glycerin  is  tending  firmer,  with  an  improved 
demand.  Otto  of  rose  is  quiet.  The  table  below  sum- 
marises the  principal  changes  of  the  week  :

Smyrna,  July  15  : — New  opium  is  lower,  sales  of  about 
forty  cases  having  been  made  to  the  United  States  at  from 
15s.  6d.  to  16s.  per  lb.  for  Karahissar. 

New  York,  July  16  : — Business  in  drags  is  quiet.  Opium 
is  slow  at  $5.75  for  druggists'  by  single  cases.  Hydrastis 
(golden  seal)  has  advanced  5c.  per  lb.  Menthol  is  also 
higher  at  $1.95,  and  guarana  is  dearer  at  $3.75.  Sarsaparilla 
is  firm  at  8c.  per  lb.  for  Mexican.  Copaiba,  cascara,  and 
peppermint  oil  are  all  unchanged. 

Acid,  Citric,  is  firm,  but  little  new  business  is  being 
done.  English  is  nominal  at  Is.  4d.  per  lb.,  and  for  foreign 
Is.  4(7.  has  also  been  paid  for  prompt  delivery.  It  is  stated 
that  the  new  export  duty  on  citrate  of  lime,  which  is 
equivalent  to  51.  per  pipe,  comes  into  force  about  the  middle 
of  September. 

Acid,  Tartaric,  is  firmer  at  from  10f<Z.  to  llrZ.  for 
English,  and  10^1.  lor  foreign.  There  appears  to  be  no 
English  available  for  prompt  delivery,  and  foreign  makers 
are  also  behindhand  in  their  deliveries. 

Arrowroot. — Writing  to  the  West  India  Committee's 
"  Circular"  on  June  9,  Mr.  W.  T.  James  states  that  for  the 
past  few  years  the  crop  of  arrowroot  had  been  very  small, 
owing  to  unfavourable  weather  conditions.  Last  year  the 
crop  was  fairly  good,  and  the  writer  had  reason  to  think 
that  the  trade  had  been  fairly  well  supplied  in  England.  A 
large  crop  was  now  planted  for  the  coming  year,  and  they 
did  not  anticipate  any  further  shortage. 

Belladonna-root. — Good  testing  root,  which  is  scarce,  is 
held  for  67s.  6d.  per  cwt.,.and  for  shipment  65s.  c.i.f.  is 
quoted. 

Camphor. — Crude  Chinese  is  firmer,  with  small  spot 
sales  at  145s.  per  cwt.,  and  for  arrival  sellers  quote  142s.  6d. 
c.i.f.  for  August-October  shipment. 

Cinnamon. — At  auction  184  bags  offered,  of  which  fifty 
sold,  including  featherings  at  5g<7.  and  fair  chips  at  2§rf. 
per  lb.,  being  easier. 

Canary-seed  is  steady,  with  little  business  doing. 
Turkish  and  clean  River  Plate  are  quoted  32s.  6d.,  and 
gcod  Morocco  34s.  6(1.  to  36s.  per  quarter. 


Caraway-seed  is  firm  at  41s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  good  Dutch 
on  the  spot. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — The  British  Consul  at  Portland, 
Oregon,  states  that  the  State  of  Oregon  appears  to  be  the 
principal  source  of  supply  of  cascara  sagrada.  Some  years- 
ago,  he  says,  it  sold  at  as  high  as  10<7.  per  lb. ;  but  during 
the  last  two  years  prices  have  been  low,  and,  perhaps  for- 
tunately for  the  permanency  of  the  trade,  the  trees  have  been 
allowed  to  grow.  The  1907  season  opened  with  bark  selling 
at  2d.  to  2^d.  per  lb.  ;  it  advanced  later  to  4d.,  but  fell 
again  owing  to  the  failure,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  of  the. 
largest  dealers  in  the  trade ;  about  200  tons  are  said  to  have 
been  shipped  to  Europe. 

Chamomiles  sell  steadily  at  current  prices,  fair  being 
quoted  up  to  65s.,  and  good  white  at  70s.  per  cwt.  upwards. 

Chillies  were  steady  at  auction,  twenty-two  bags  of 
Java  selling  at  30s.  per  cwt.  Fifty  bags  of  fine  red  Japan 
were  bought  in  at  52s.  6d. 

Cinchona. — At  the  auction  of  Java  cinchona  held  at 
Amsterdam  to-day  (July  16),  8,263  bales  and  827  cases  were 
offered,  weighing  795.349  kilos.,  the  quinine-content  being 
equivalent  to  44,754  kilos.  (1,577,500  oz.).  The  average 
percentage  of  quinine  in  the  manufacturing  bark  is  6.14f 
as  compared  with  6.23  per  cent,  at  the  previous  auction  on- 
June  11,  when  the  equivalent  of  41.901  kilos,  quinine  was 
offered.  The  above  9,090  packages  comprise  662,634  kilos, 
manufacturing  and  132,715  kilos,  pharmaceutical  bark,  con- 
taining 40,428  kilos,  and  4,326  kilos,  quinine  respectively. 
The  final  result  of  the  auction  had  not  come  to  hand  at 
the  close  of  our  report.  In  the  London  drug-auction  10  bales 
of  fair,  bright,  fiat  Calisaya  were  limited  at  Is.  Id.  per  lb. 

Cloves. — At  auction  twenty-one  cases  of  Penang  were 
bought  in  at  lOd.  for  fair.  Privately  the  delivery  market 
for  Zanzibar  is  easier,  with  sellers  at  from  4§§rf.  for 
August-October  and  4§§<Z.  for  October-December.  To 
arrive,  business  has  been  done  for  September-November  at 
bd.  and  January-March  at  5^<7.  c.i.f.,  delivered  weight. 

The  British  Consul  at  Zanzibar,  in  his  annual  report  for 
1907,  states  that  the  actual  crop  for  the  season  1907-1908,  which 
is  reckoned  from  July  to  July,  cannot  yet  be  definitely  ascer- 
tained. He  believes  that  the  crop  was  an  exceptionally  good 
one  in  Pemba.  and  above  the  average  in  Zanzibar,  it  being 
estimated  at  not  less  than  200,000  bales.  From  figures  which 
he  gives  it  is  shown  that  almost  160,000  bales  were  sent  into 
Zanzibar  during  1907,  these  figures  constituting  a  record. 
The  fact  that  the  crop  was  an  early  one  (large  quantities  being 
delivered  in  July  and  August)  accounts  in  some  measure  for 
this,  but  he  believes  that  the  strenuous  efforts  made  by  the 
Government  to  collect  labour  for  the  picking  and  supplying  it 
to  the  owners  of  the  shambas  also  contributed  largely  to  the- 
result.

Berberis  Aquifolium  is  in  light  demand,  and  with  increased! 
and  easier  offerings  from  the  coast,  spot  quotations  have 
been  reduced  to  10c. 

Camphor. — Owing  to  rivalry  among  the  respective  holders- 
of  foreign  and  domestic  natural  refined,  and  competition, 
with  the  synthetic  product,  prices  have  been  merely  sugges- 
tive for  some  time.  A  decline  of  2c.  all  round  has  just  been 
announced,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  dealers  will  adhere  to 
the  new  quotation  of  50c.  when  negotiating  the  sale  of  sub- 
stantial lots. 

Cascara  Sagrada  continues  neglected,  and  the  local  market 
presents  an  easy  undertone.  Manufacturing  supplies  of  old 
bark  are  obtainable  on  spot  at  6c,  and  some  business  is- 
reported  at  this  level,  although  up  to  7J,c.  is  asked.  Coast 
views  regarding  the  crop  outlook,  as  expressed  in  recent 
dispatches,  tend  to  conflict,  but  in  some  quarters  selling 
pressure  is  evident,  and  offers  of  car-lots  at  <Uc.  to  5c.  f.o.b- 
coast  have  been  made. 

Copaiba. — Plentiful  supplies  of  C.  and  S.  American  have- 
arrived,  and  the  market  is  somewhat  easier,  with  U.S. P. 
goods  obtainable  at  47^c.  to  52gc.  Para  is  comparatively 
steady  at  70c.  to  80c.  Copaiba  oil  is  10c.  lower  at  $1.10  to 
$1.20,  as  to  quality  and  seller,  the  purity  of  the  cheaper  oiJ 
admitting  of  some  doubt. 
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Hydrastis. — Demand  continues  light,  but  supplies  of  high- 
grade  fall-dug  are  short,  and  prices  are  the  turn  steadier  at 
*1.80  to  $1.85. 

Ipecac. — Rio  and  Cartagena  are  firm  at  $1.20  and  $1.05 
respectively. 

Jalap. — This  market  is  regarded  with  particular  favour. 
Spot  supplies  are  controlled  by  a  few,  and  following  the 
elimination  of  outside  lots  at  17c.  to  18c,  prices  hardened, 
19c.  being  now  considered  an  inside  figure  for  drug  assay- 
ing 7  per  cent.,  with  higher  prices  probable. 

Opium — No  departure  from  the  $5.75  case  price  has  been 
noted,  but  the  position  of  the  drug  seems  less  assured,  and 
is  mainly  supported  in  this  market  by  the  local  conditions 
of  scarcity  and  control.  Prices  on  broken  lots  have  receded 
slightly  towards  the  case  level,  owing  to  competition  among 
smaller  dealers. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  has  developed  further  weakness, 
and  a  lower  range  of  $1.40  to  $1.55  is  in  force.  The  pre- 
vailing low  prices  are  warranted  by  the  crop  outlook,  which 
is  good,  and  by  the  weight  of  stock  carried  over  from 
previous  years. 

Sassafras-bark  is  obtainable  at  10c.  to  12c,  as  to  quality. 
Oil  is  weak  at  60c.  to  75c,  owing  to  competition,  with  the 
superior  synthetic  product  at  35c. 

Senega. — No  reduction  in  the  former  price  of  43c.  for 
Western  has  been  made,  but  the  market  is  easy  under  free 
offerings  from  the  country. 

Alpes-Maritimes  Crops. 

Grasse,  July  8. 

Jasmin. — The  violent  storms  which  prevailed  during  the 
last  few  days  slightly  damaged  the  jasmin  plants,  but  it  would 
be  going  rather  far  to  predict,  as  has  already  been  reported 
in  some  quarters,  that  the  plants  have  sustained  serious 
damage.  The  crop  promises  to  be  fairly  good,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  prices  will  be  practically  the 
same  as  those  which  prevailed  last  year. 

Tuberose  does  not  promise  so  favourably,  the  plant  having 
suffered  a  good  deal,  either  from  want  of  care  or  because  the 
soil  is  exhausted.  It  is  easy  to  observe  the  growth  of  the 
tuberose,  as  the  flower  blossoms  on  a  stalk  some  60  cm.  high, 
which  shoots  up  rapidly  within  about  a  month.  In  certain 
districts  the  roses  have  sustained  severe  injury,  and  the  crop 
will  be  poor,  but  in  other  localities  conditions  are  more  pro- 
mising, so  that  on  the  whole  a  fair  crop  may  be  expected. 

Lavender — The  scanty  business  which  characterises 
lavender  will  have  a  considerable  effect  on  quotations  for 
oil  from  the  new  crop.  The  heavy  storms  which  have  pre- 
vailed during  the  last  fortnight  have  not  as  yet  affected  the 
plants,  which  are  in  a  promising  condition,  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  bad  weather  will  not  continue.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  distillers,  attracted  by  the  high  prices  which  have 
obtained  during  the  last  four  or  five  years,  do  not  seem 
disposed  to  modify  their  ideas  of  value  or  to  distil  oil  at  con- 
siderable expense.  Some  of  them  have  decided  not  to  distil 
at  all  this  year,  and  others  are  restricting  their  output.  If 
the  demand  increases  suddenly,  or  if  trade  improves  in 
September  or  October,  it  is  difficult  to  say  definitely  what 
prices  may  obtain  after  the  new  crop — i.e.,  in  November  or 
December. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Balsam  Peru  still  shows  a  gradually  declining  tendency, 
although  Berlin  importers  are  making  efforts  to  maintain 
prices  as  much  as  possible.  Their  efforts  are,  however, 
nullified  by  the  abundance  of  the  supplies,  and  as  it  is  still 
possible  to  obtain  material  from  the  producing  centres, 
prices  have  already  fallen  to  13.50  per  kilo,  in  original 
packages. 

Bleaching-powder. — The  recotit  reduction  in  price  appears 
to  be  assuming  more  important  proportions.  Manufacturers 
are  endeavouring  to  extend  their  market,  and  as  this  in- 
volves competition,  it  is  probable  that  a  further  decline  in 
price  will  become  apparent. 

Camphor  (Refined). — The  unusual  demand  which  has  been 
apparent  for  some  time  may  be  attributed  to  the  low  price 
level,  and  the  decline  in  price  is  due  to  decreasing  quotations 
for  raw  camphor  and  underselling  in  second-hands.  Camphor 
can  therefore  be  again  bought  in  the  Hamburg  market  at 
somewhat  lower  quotations,  original  casks  of  bells  being 
offered  at  415m.  to  420m.  per  100  kilos. 

Citric  Acid. — A  sudden  change  has  become  apparent  in 
this  product.  A  Bill  has  been  placed  before  the  Italian 
Parliament  by  which  all  exports  of  citrate  of  lime  from  Sicily 
shall  be  taxed  up  to  60  lire  per  100  kilos.  Raw  material  is 
consequently  unobtainable  from  this  source,  and  manufac- 
turers hesitate  to  sell.  Here  and  there  dealers  in  second- 
hand are  still  selling  at  235m.  per  100  kilos.,  but  wholesale 
trade  in  general  is  at  a  standstill  until  something  definite  is 
known  as  to  future  developments. 

Glycerin. — As  this  product  is  controlled  by  a  convention 
which  extends  both  to  home  and  foreign  markets,  it  is  not 


easy  to  foresee  developments,  and  consumers  show  a  hesitancy 
which  appears  to  be  somewhat  misplaced.  Quotations  for 
raw  are  higher,  and  there  is  an  increased  demand  in  conse- 
quence of  which  an  advance  in  quotations  for  refined  qualities 
is  not  improbable.  In  the  meantime  prices  are  higher  by  5m. 
per  100  kilos. 

Guarana. — A  supply  of  100  kilos,  has  been  received  in  Ham- 
burg, and  consequently  prices  have  decreased  from  28m.  to 
22m!  In  view  of  the  complete  absence  of  stock  it  is  probable 
that  this  supply  will  soon  be  disposed  of. 

Jalap  Resin. — Supplies  of  root  are  by  no  means  frequent, 
and  the  high  prices  have  induced  a  scarcity  in  resin,  so  that 
quotations  are  up  to  28m.  per  kilo. 

Liquorice  Root. — Nothing  is  known  as  yet  regarding  the 
new  crop  in  Russia,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  stocks  are 
large  and  that  producers  are  anxious  to  dispose  of  them.  In 
Germany  there  is  not  so  much  root  available  and  stocks  will 
not  be  renewed  until  supplies  arrive  in  August.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  momentary  firmness  of  the  market  quotations  for 
natural  peeled  root  range  from  45m.  to  50m.  per  100  kilos. 

Quillaia  is  firmer ;  greater  demand  for  large  lots  has  be- 
come apparent,  and  for  some  time  it  has  been  impossible  to 
obtain  cheaper  offers  from  South  America.  Quotations  are 
therefore  higher  by  about  1.50m.  per  100  kilos.  There  are 
still  some  lots  of  inferior  quality  on  the  market,  but  these  do 
not  arouse  much  interest. 

Tin  Oxide. — Business  in  the  metal  has  been  very  quiet 
for  some  weeks,  and  consequently  quotations  have  been 
lowered  repeatedly.  The  Tin  Oxide  Bureau  has  made  several 
reductions,  and  within  the  last  few  days  the  price  has  been 
lowered  to  275m.  per  100  kilos. 

Vanillin. — For  some  time  unprofitable  competition  has  been 
apparent,  and  makers  are  obliged  to  keep  their  prices  at  an 
unusually  low  level,  so  that  there  is  little  margin  for  profit. 
Conditions  can  only  be  improved  by  an  agreement  on  the  part 
of  producers. 

Formosan  Camphor. 

The  Japanese  Government  recently  appointed  agents  to 
engage  in  the  direct  export  of  camphor,  but  owing  to  in- 
activity in  the  celluloid  industry  and  the  competition  of 
synthetic  camphor  it  is  feared  that  the  revenue  as  estimated 
in  the  current  Budget  will  not  be  obtained.  The  Formosan 
Governor-General  has  secured  a  further  grant  of  money  for  ex- 
tended investigations  for  the  encouragement  of  camphor 
plantations.  Over  ten  experts  have  been  already  appointed 
personally  to  inquire  into  camphor  forests  in  the  island. 

Italian  Citric  Acid. 

In  our  Coloured  Supplement  of  May  30  we  referred  to  the 
fact  that  the  Italian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  proposed  to 
assign  a  premium  of  200,000  lire  (8,0OOZ.)  for  the  erection  of  a 
citric-acid  factory  in  Italy.  The  "  Chem.  Zeit.,"  in  repro- 
ducing this  statement,  estimates  the  consumption  of  citric 
acid  in  Italy  at  about  100  tons  per  annum,  which  is  almost 
exclusively  obtained  from  England  and  Germany,  the  latter 
country  alone  supplying  about  60  tons  of  the  total.  The 
Government  believe  the  conditions  of  producers,  who  are 
now  experiencing  a  critical  time,  would  be  considerably  im- 
proved by  the  erection  of  an  Italian  citric-acid  factory,  as  the 
concentrated  juice  could  be  sold  directly  to  the  owners  of  the 
works. 


The  average  unit  paid  at  the  Amsterdam  cinchona  auction 
to-day  (Thursday)  was  3.18  cents. ;  8,314  packages  were  sold. 

The  Canadian  Bill  to  prohibit  the  importation,  manufac- 
ture, or  sale  of  opium  in  Canada,  except  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses, was  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons  at  Ottawa  on 
July  14.

Persian  and  Turkish  Opium  in  China. — The  British 
Acting  Consul  at  Newchang  has  forwarded  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  a  copy  of  a  notification  which  has  been  issued  by  the 
Chinese  Imperial  Maritime  Customs  stating  that  from  Jan- 
uary 1  next  Persian  and  Turkish  opium  may  only  be  im- 
ported into  Chinese  treaty  ports  under  special  permits  issued 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Customs  at  Kowloon.  Provision  is 
made  for  the  gradual  reduction  year  by  year  of  the  amount 
of  Persian  and  Turkish  opium  for  which  imports  permits 
will  be  issued,  until  after  1916  the  importation  of  such 
opium  will  cease. 
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Consular  Counsel. 


Bergen. 

In  putting  forward  suggestions  to  traders  doing  business 
with  Norway,  the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Bergen  is 
astonished  at  the  small  number  of  British  commercial 
travellers  who  visit  that  port.  In  1907,  570  foreign  com- 
mercial travellers  took  out  licences,  against  478  in  1906. 
Last  year  exactly  half  were  Germans,  while  the  British 
travellers  only  numbered  sixty-nine.  The  Consul  gives 
some  good  advice  on  the  appointment  of  agencies,  showing 
that  considerable  business  rivalry  exists  in  various  Nor- 
wegian centres,  and  that  these  idiosyncrasies  must  be 
studied  if  British  firms  are  to  be  successful  in  their  selection 
of  agents.  If  any  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining 
an  agent,  the  Bergen  Agents'  Association  is  always  pre- 
pared to  submit  applications  to  its  members. 

Palestine. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Jerusalem,  writing  in  regard  to 
the  drug  and  chemical  trade,  states  that  Germany  supplies 
the  bulk  of  the  pharmaceutical  preparations,  only  small 
quantities  being  obtained  from  France  and  England.  Toilet- 
soaps  are  also  procured  from  Germany  and  France,  although 
Constantinople  and  Italy  supply  the  lower  grades.  Most 
of  the  household  soap  is  manufactured  locally,  although 
a  British  article  which  is  extensively  advertised  finds  a 
ready  sale.  A  Beyrout  firm  has  undertaken  to  introduce 
Austrian  soap  in  preference  to  the  British  make,  and  its 
efforts  have  met  with  some  success.  In  1905  soda  salts 
valued  at  125,000f.  were  imported  from  Belgium  and 
England.  There  is  a  good  market  for  perfumes  in  Pales- 
tine, as  the  Orientals  have  a  great  love  for  cosmetics  of  all 
kinds  and  are  not  at  all  particular  as  to  quality.  The  de- 
mand is  therefore  for  the  cheapest  that  can  be  produced. 
Germany  supplies  these  to  a  large  extent,  and  devotes  much 
attention  to  the  export  trade. 

Shanghai. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Shanghai,  in  a  recent  report, 
states  that  the  imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  are  rela- 
tively small,  partly  owing  to  the  comparatively  few 
foreigners  in  China  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  Chinese 
population  still  use  native  remedies.  The  chief  European 
articles  now  used  by  the  Chinese  are  quinine,  santonin,  and 
the  various  German  preparations,  such  as  protargol,  mi- 
granin,  xeroform,  etc.  There  is  a  large  demand  for  iodine, 
iodides,  and  iodoform,  which  are  chiefly  imported  from 
Japan,  prices  being  low  and  quality  good.  There  is  a  great 
demand  for  bicarbonate  of  soda,  which  is  used  in  large  Quan- 
tities, the  imports  coming  chiefly  from  Japan,  but  certain 
quantities  are  also  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Germany.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  essential  oils, 
particularly  rose  and  bergamot  oils,  which  are  very  popular 
with  the  Chinese.  It  is  essential  that  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals should  be  very  carefully  packed,  says  the  Consul.  It 
often  happens  that  goods  of  this  class  are  spoiled  by  the 
damp. 

Japan. 

Writing  in  regard  to  the  import  trade  of  Japan,  Mr. 
E.  F.  Crowe,  H.M.  Commercial  Attache,  states  that  most 
of  the  heavy  chemicals  are  obtained  from  the  United  King- 
dom, while  the  bulk  of  the  other  kinds  is  of  German  make. 
The  reason  of  this  is  that  a  great  many  Japanese  doctors 
have  received  their  training  in  Germany,  and  it  is  perhaps 
not  surprising  that  they  should  favour  the  use  of  medicines 
to  which  they  are  accustomed ;  but  Japanese  dealers  also 
complain  that  British  manufacturers  are  not  so  assiduous 
in  cultivating  that  market  as  their  German  rivals. 
Exporters  of  ammonia  sulphate  (Mr.  Crowe  says)  should 
be  careful  to  see  that  the  colour  of  the  article  shipped  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  sample  on  which  the  order  was 
based.  This  colour  question  is  of  great  importance,  be- 
cause the  Japanese  farmers  are  said  to  fancy  that  if  they 
use  a  dark  fertiliser  their  grain  will  also  become  dark. 
Whether  they  actually  think  so  or  ncl  is  uncertain,  but  the 
argument  is  always  brought  up  when  the  fertiliser  is  rejected 
on  the  score  of  colour,  even  though  the  percentage  of 
ammonia  is  correct. 


Materia  Medica  Notes. 


Castor=oil  Cake. 

The  "Indian  Trade  Journal"  states  that  the  products 
obtained  from  castor-oil  seeds  in  the  methods  adopted  by 
manufacturers  in  India  are  :  Oil  31  per  cent.,  husk  and 
wastage  26  per  cent.,  and  cake  43  per  cent.  By  more 
modern  appliances  as  much  as  40  per  cent,  of  oil  is  obtained. 
This  cake,  or  pocmce,  contains  up  to  8.9  per  cent,  nitrogen 
(average,  6.0  per  cent.)  and  considerable  quantities  of 
potassium  salts  and  phosphates.  It  is  used  principally  for 
manure,  but  is  also  employed  as  fuel,  and  for  caulking 
timber,  the  destruction  of  white  ants,  and  stuffing  the  soles 
of  native  shoes.  If  kept  in  a  damp  condition  the  cake  decom- 
poses and  becomes  disagreeable  in  odour,  and  is  then  usually 
thrown  away.  The  presence  of  a  poisonous  albumose  (ricin) 
has  militated  against  its  use  as  a  food-substance.  Ricin 
possesses  remarkable  poisonous  properties,  0.03  mgm.  per 
kilo,  of  body-weight  being  sufficient  to  kill  a  dog ;  but  the 
action  varies  in  different  domestic  animals — rabbits  being 
very  sensitive,  while  fowls  are  highly  resistant.  Ricin  is 
tasteless  and  cannot  be  detected  in  corpses,  and  loses  its 
poisonous  quality  almost  instantly  on  boiling.  This  latter 
property  opens  a  way  for  its  use,  as  by  treating  the  fresh 
cake  with  high-pressure  steam  it  becomes  innocuous,  and, 
after  drying,  available  as  food.  Another  method  is 
to  extract  the  ricin  by  means  of  a  10-per-cent.  salt  solution, 
in  which  it  is  readily  soluble.  A  sample  of  castor-meal 
made  in  an  Indian  mill  by  a  secret  process,  examined  at  the 
Indian  Museum  by  Mr.  David  Hooper,  F.I. C,  contained  : 
Water  9.2  per  cent.,  fat  2.6  per  cent.,  albuminoids  71.7 
per  cent.,  carbohydrates  5.0  per  cent.,  fibre  4.2  per  cent., 
and  ash  7.3  per  cent.  The  high  protein  content  requires 
it  to  be  mixed  with  potato  or  farinaceous  products  for  use 
as  food.  Digestibility  experiments  on  castor-cake  show  the 
protein  in  it  to  be  readily  digested,  but  low  results  are 
obtained  for  the  carbohydrates  and  fibre.  The  latter  show 
that,  for  dietetic  purposes,  it  is  particularly  desirable  that 
the  nauseating  fibrous  husks  should  be  removed.  Further 
investigation  is,  however,  necessary  before  the  cake  can 
be  used  as  a  food. 

Himalayan  Bear's  Grease. 

The  fat  of  the  Himalayan  bear,  Vrsas  torquatus,  Wagner, 
according  to  Mr.  David  Hooper  ("  Jour.  Asiat.  Soc.  Beng.," 
1908),  is  an  article  of  commerce  in  India,  being  sought 
after  on  account  of  its  supposed  medicinal  properties,  chiefly 
as  an  emollient  in  rheumatism  and  an  application  in  bruises 
and  sores.  It  is  also  burnt  in  lamps  by  the  poor,  and  used 
in  cleaning  gems.  Two  samples  obtained  at  Mussoorie,  in 
the  United  Provinces,  had  a  yellowish  white  colour,  rancid 
odour,  and  pasty  granular  consistence  at  21°  C.  No.  1 
was  obtained  from  the  Landour  bazaar,  and  No.  2  by  ex- 
traction with  ether  from  genuine  but  partly  decomposed 
adipose  tissue  supplied  by  a  shikari.  They  possessed  respec- 
tively the  following  constants  : 

Specific  gravity  at  50°G.  0.9013  and  0.9007  ;  melting-points. 
37.5°  C.  and  34.5°  C. ;  acid-value,  13.8  and  33.19;  saponifica- 
tion-value,  203.8  and  204.25;  iodine-value,  52.77  and  62.80; 
Reichert-Meisel  value,  0.93  and  0.86. 

The  fatty  acids  gave  the  following  constants  : 

Percentage,  94.78  and  93.81 ;  melting-point.  42°  C.  and 

40°  C. ;  saponification-value,  205.64  and  207.37  ;  iodine-value, 

57.28  and  62.98. 
The  fats  possessed  no  distinct  drying  properties.  The 
fatty  acids  of  sample  No.  2  gave  59.1  per  cent,  of  lead-salts 
soluble  in  ether  and  40  to  49  per  cent,  insoluble.  The  soluble 
fatty  acids  formed  a  yellowish  oil,  with  an  iodine-value  of 
82.36  and  an  acid-value  of  198.34.  The  insoluble  fatty  acids 
were  white  and  crystalline,  melting  at  54°  C,  and  possessing 
an  acid-value  of  214.84.  By  recrystallisation  from  alcohol 
the  solid  fatty  acids  yielded  a  small  quantity  of  crystals 
melting  at  70°  C,  corresponding  to  stearic  acid.  It  would 
thus  appear  that  the  fat  of  the  Himalayan  bear  consists 
chiefly  of  olein  and  palmitin,  and  agrees  in  many  of  its 
properties  with  lard.

Sir, — Although  it  is  not  all  that  could  be  wished,  the  con- 
cession indicated  by  Lord  Crewe  is  something  to  be  thank- 
ful for  in  these  days  of  small  mercies.  The  principle  of 
the  qualified  director  is  one  for  which  you  have  always 
consistently  contended,  and  represents  the  minimum  of 
justice  in  the  matter.  It  is  astonishing  that  in  certain 
official  quarters  there  has  been  a  disposition  to  regard  this 
principle  as  chimerical,  and  not  worth  fighting  for.  Last 
week's  proceedings  show  that  it  is  wise  to  stick  to  prin- 
ciples.

The  Deputation  to  Lord  Crewe. 

Sir, — It  is  plain,  from  the  character  and  importance  of 
this  deputation,  that  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  cannot 
now  be  rushed  through  the  House  of  Commons,  and,  from 
the  nature  of  Lord  Crewe's  reply,  it  is  clear  that  the 
Government  is  at  least  ready  to  take  a  wiser  and  juster  view 
of  this  case  than  the  Haversham  Committee  did. 

The  Director  Clause. 
On  this  point  there  is  still  a  good  deal  of  misunderstand- 
ing. It  would  not  meet  our  views  at  all  merely  to  have  on 
the  board  of  directors  in  a  drug  company  one  qualified  man. 
That  qualified  man  must  be  bond- fide  managing  director, 
and  must  appear  in  the  business  as,  and  for  pharmacy  law 
purposes  stand  in  the  place  of,  the  actual  proprietor.  He 
must,  in  short,  occupy  the  position  of  owner  both  as 
regards  the  public  safety  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
which,  indeed,  are  one  and  the  same  thing.  For  instance, 
we  have  in  Glasgow  a  large  and  important  firm  which, 
for  reasons  which  do  not  concern  us,  has  availed  itself  of  the 
Limited  Liability  Acts.  I  refer  to  Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green, 
Ltd.  In  this  case  we  do  not  concern  ourselves  about  who 
the  shareholders  are,  or  how  the  affair  is  financed,  we  do 
not  even  concern  ourselves  about  the  directors.  It  is 
enough  for  us  to  know  that  Mr.  Sutherland,  who  is  qualified, 
is  managing  director,  is  bona  fide  in  charge,  and  stands  to 
the  public,  the  business,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  the  place  of  owner.  We  want  every  company  keeping 
open  shop  as  chemists  to  be  brought  into  line  with  this. 
This  would  not  put  an  end  to  honest  investment  in  the  drug- 
business,  it  would  only  put  an  end  to  the  mere  law-dodger, 
and  about  nine-tenths  of  the  men  carrying  on  limited  drug 
companies  at  the  present  time  are  simply  law-dodgers  and 
have  never  been  anything  else.  This  would  be  exactly  on 
the  lines  of  Mr.  H.  Y.  Stanger's  argument  at  this  deputa- 
tion.   He  says  : 

Our  suggestion  is  that  we  should  revert  to  the  position 
which,  I  believe,  was  deliberately  taken  up  by  the 
Legislature  in  1868,  that  either  the  proprietor — or  the 
company  which  has  to  be  reckoned  in  the  position  of  the 
proprietor — or  at  any  rate  some  person  who  holds  a  position 
analogous  to  the  proprietor  should  be  a  registered  and 
qualified  pharmacist. 
This  is  exactly  what  we  have  been  urging  all  along. 
The  Titles. 

I  am  aware  that  on  this  head  the  suggestions  adopted  by 
Lord  Crewe  meet  with  little  sympathy  from  chemists,  and 


this  is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  According  to  the  1868  Act 
the  titles  "  chemist "  and  "druggist"  are  just  as  strongly 
protected  as  the  title  "pharmaceutical  chemist,"  and  in 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  no  difference  whatever  is  set  up 
between  the  two.  These  titles  are  valuable  to  those 
who  have  earned  them  honourably,  and  if  others,  who  have 
not  earned  them  in  the  examination-room,  are  finding  them 
valuable,  it  is  only  by  dishonest  means.  An  asset  has  no 
right  to  be  valuable  to  any  but  the  proper  owner.  Having 
asserted  our  entire  right  to  the  titles  "chemist"  and' 
"  druggist,"  we  will,  however,  in  my  opinion,  do  well  to 
give  close  attention  to  the  suggestions  Lord  Crewe  has 
adopted.  Should  we  succeed  in  prohibiting'  the  use  of  our 
titles  by  unqualified  men,  it  is  certain  that  so  long  a  time 
would  be  allowed  for  the  prohibition  to  take  effect,  that 
the  titles  would  be  sucked  dry  and  probably  thrown  on  the 
scrap-heap  by  all  parties.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
these  men  have  already  greatly  depreciated  the  value  of 
these  titles,  and  they  will  continue  to  do  so  for  so  long  a 
time  to  come  that  the  value  of  them  will  probably  dis- 
appear, and  they  may  even  become  titles  of  reproach  when 
the  inevitable  reaction  sets  in  against  quackery.  It  is  owing 
to  these  unqualified  men  that  the  status  of  chemists  is  so 
low,  and  we  must  begin  to  think  of  how  we  are  to  extricate 
qualified  men  when  the  people  rise  in  wrath  against  these 
quacks  and  all  their  works.  The  best  way  to  set  about  this 
would  be  to  get  some  personal  title  for  men  who  have 
come  into  pharmacy  by  the  door  of  the  examination-room. 
Were  the  title  "pharmacist"  properly  confined  to  these  I 
think  it  might  meet  the  case.  Let  chemists  understand 
that  meantime  there  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  them 
using  the  old  titles  as  long  as  they  think  they  are  of  any 
value,  and  as  these  titles  become  less  valuable,  the  new 
title,  which  unqualified  men  could  not  use,  would  be  grow- 
ing in  favour  until  the  people  would  begin  to  see  that  the 
word  "pharmacist"  meant  qualification  and  knowledge, 
while  the  old  titles  only  meant  quackery  and  ignorance. 
At  this  stage  I  have  no  doubt  the  unqualified  man  would 
begin  to  cast  his  eyes  on  the  word  "  pharmacist" ;  but  let 
us  hope  that  decisions  of  the  type  of  the  1880  decision  cannot 
be  repeated,  at  least  in  connection  with  the  same  profes- 
sion. 

I  may  add  on  this  head  that  I  think  it  would  be  in  the  in- 
terest of  pharmacy  as  a  whole  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
were  to  give  up  the  Major  now  that  University  degrees  are 
available.  Let  it  be  understood  that  I  do  not  wish  to  see  a 
higher  or  honours  grade  of  chemists  disappearing.  That 
would  be  very  deplorable.  What  I  think  is  that  men  of 
this  grade  might  in  future  hold  their  degrees  from  the 
Universities  in  the  usual  way.  Were  this  so  we  might, 
meantime,  confine  the  title  "  pharmacist"  to  qualified  men, 
and  in  fifteen  or  twenty  years  it  might  be  found  possible 
to  unite  all  men  qualified  under  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
under  the  one  title  of  "  pharmaceutical  chemist,"  some  new 
title  or  honour  being  conferred  on  Major  men.

A  Pinal  Protest. 

gIR) — Messrs.  Lamont,  Corliss  &  Co.  protest  too  much, 
and  their  question  is  beside  the  issue,  for  they  fail  to  take 
into  account  several  important  factors  outside  the  trader's 
control,  such  as  geographical  position,  environment,  etc., 
For  instance,  all  the  "  puffing  "  in  the  world  would  not  make 
Javol  "go"  well  in  a  poor  neighbourhood;  but  are  we, 
therefore,  to  assume  necessarily  that  the  chemist  in  such 
a  district  is  not  "up-to-date"  because  he  will  not  stock 
what  he  knows  he  cannot  hope  to  sell  ?  Your  correspondents 
say  that  anyone  is  "  a  behind-the-time  trader  "  if  he  "  offers 
to  get  it  (Javol)  for  you."  Surely  the  question  of  storage 
(if  there  were  no  other  reason)  would  preclude  an  average 
dealer  from  stocking  even  a  thousandth  part  of  the  mis- 
cellaneous stuff  (I  use  the  word  advisedly)  on  which 
thousands  of  pounds  are  being  spent  and  lost  in  advertise- 
ments. Without  going  into  the  question  of  taste  involved 
in  a  comparison  of  Javol  with  Bovril,  Tabloids,  and  Carter's 
pills,  let  us  hope  these  preparations  have  achieved  their 
success  without  endeavouring  to  kick  from  under  them  the 
ladder  by  which  they  sought  it.  Finally,  I,  for  one,  decline 
to  be  judged  by  the  "  standard  of  the  stores,"  and  trust  my 
fellow  chemists  will  resent  this  further  attempt  to  add 
insult  to  injury.

but  in  Constantinople  the  following  sales  of  new  crop  were 
made  :

Sie, — We  note  in  your  issue  of  June  27  a  letter  from  a 
•Constantinople  merchant  dealing  with  the  opium  market, 
in  which,  we  presume,  the  writer  must  either  be  very  ill- 
informed  or  probably  wishes  people  to  believe  that  the 
new  crop  of  opium  is  much  larger  than  it  actually  is. 
Desiring,  therefore,  to  give  detailed  and  exact  information 
to  your  readers,  we  indicate  below  statistics  prepared  by 
a  reputable  Smyrna  firm  who  have  connections  with 
•every  opium-producing  district  of  the  Interior.  These 
statistics  are  anxiously  looked  for  by  many  on  account 
■of  their  impartiality.  The  statistics  of  production  in 
Turkey  are  as  follows  :

It  ought  also  to  be  taken  into  consideration  that  the 
new  crop  may  be  more  or  less  damaged  before  it  has 
been  wholly  gathered,  and  accordingly  the  production 
decreased ;  this,  of  course,  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
condition  of  the  weather.  As  regards  the  course  prices 
have  taken  lately,  we  would  say  that,  inasmuch  as  some  of 
the  Constantinople  merchants  have  endeavoured  to  bring 
about  a  decline  in  prices,  others,  on  the  contrary,  have 
given  orders  for  purchases  to  be  made  on  their  account 
in  the  producing  centres  at  the  rate  of  18s.  to  19s. 
per  lb.,  with  the  hope  of  realising  in  the  future  at  more 
favourable  prices,  which  fact  is  certainly  a  good  proof 
that  the  coming  crop  is  really  a  small  one  and  this  cannot 
foe  misrepresented  by  any  means.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  the  total  quantity  of  the  present  stock 
together  with  the  new  crop  does  not  exceed  4,500  to  4,800 
■cases,  there  is  no  doubt  that  European  consumers  and 
the  United  States  will  be  obliged  to  supply  their  needs 
at  a  price  of  about  20s.  It  is  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
this  price  that  the  large  and  important  sales  will  be 
effected,  and  in  the  meantime,  should  even  insignificant 
sales  take  place  at  lower  prices,  it  would  be  on  the  part 
of  some  small  holders  who  might  be  anxious  to  dispose  of 
their  stock  of  old  opium  or  by  holders  of  the  new  crop 
who  bought  about  300  cases  at  the  commencement  of  this 
■campaign  at  such  low  prices  which  leave  a  good  margin 
of  profit  even  if  they  are  sold  at  16s.  per  lb.

Hobbies. 

My  Dear  Sir, — On  this  subject  many  excellent  sug- 
gestions have  been  made  as  to  the  particular  one  to  be 
chosen — that  a  pharmacist  ought  to  have  one  seems  to  be 
accepted  as  a  truism.  May  I  be  allowed  to  urge  upon  the 
hobbyless  pharmacist  the  desirabilty  of  taking  up  my 
own  pet  subject,  that  of  field  botany  ?  From  my  early 
days  I  have  had  a  taste  for  natural  history,  but  am  afraid 
the  Englishman's  maxim,  "It  is  a  fine  day,  let  us  go  out 


and  kill  something,"  first  possessed  me,  albeit  it  was  the 
comparatively  bloodless  Lepidoptera  that  first  fell  victims 
to  my  net ;  but  this  also  led  to  the  recognition  of  the 
food-plants  of  many  species.  My  apprenticeship,  how- 
ever, discontinued  this  line  of  recreation ;  like  Milton,  with 
wisdom  at  both  entrances  quite  shut  out,  my  day  was 
devoted  to  the  sunless  shop,  while  my  night  was  in 
durance  held,  since  midnight  prowling  after  the  Noctuce 
or  "sugaring"  would  have  appeared  to  my  somewhat 
puritanical-minded  employer  a  very  sinister  proceeding, 
and,  like  charity,  have  covered  a  multitude  of  sins.  My 
energies  in  collecting  were  therefore  for  a  time  diverted 
(I  will  not  admit  they  were  frittered)  to  the  more  prosaic 
realms  of  philately — I  should  have  been  the  richer  had 
they  never  been  intermitted.  Then  came  the  "Minor" 
preparation  and  the  subsequent  examination,  the  botany 
for  which  I  had  prepared  in  early  morning  walks,  a  habit, 
however,  long  since  given  up,  and  even  now  scarcely 
credited  by  those  who  know  me  most.  I  had  worked  by 
the  somewhat  archaic  schedule  issued  from  the  Square,  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  only  "  official  medicinal  plants  " 
would  be  shown  for  recognition.  Imagine,  therefore,  my 
horror  and  shame  when  I  was  shown  species  such  as 
tormentil,  which,  although  familiar  enough  to  my  sight, 
alas  !  I  could  not  in  all  cases  give  the  botanical  name. 
This  determined  me  to  know  my  British  plants,  a  resolve 
which  a  walking  tour  through  South  Wales  in  the  late 
summer,  when  I  saw  such  a  different  flora  from  that  of 
our  Midlands,  only  emphasised  ;  and  I  remember,  during 
a  feverish  attack  in  the  autumn,  in  the  wakeful  watches 
of  the  night,  I  counted  in  my  mind  nearly  three  hundred 
British  species  of  plants  which  I  could  recall,  with  their 
habitats — such  was  the  advantage  of  early  entomological 
work.  The  following  year — 1874 — I  was  in  full  swing? 
nor  has  my  quest  since  faltered.  But  even  now  about  a 
score  of  British  species  (they  are  all  in  my  herbarium) 
have  to  be  seen  in  their  native  haunts,  and  very  expensive 
they  will  be  to  obtain.  As  I  look  back  upon  the  collection 
of  the  others,  what  a  series  of  joyous  memories  come  to 
my  mind  of  their  acquisition,  of  the  often  pleasant  com- 
panionship of  kindred  spirits  in  the  search  (the  gathering 
of  a  new  plant  often  means  the  acquiring  of  a  new  friend), 
of  the  often  exciting  episodes  relating  to  the  discovery, 
of  the  glorious  scenes  amid  which  so  many  of  them  have 
been  found,  and  of  the  lengthy  tramps  over  breezy  downs, 
or  through  sylvan  scenes,  which  come  as  such  a  solace  and 
restorer  to  one  long  in  prison  pent — the  pharmacist's 
almost  daily  lot.  Therefore,  to  members  of  our  calling  I 
can  cordially  recommend  this  particular  hobby,  which  may 
be  as  inexpensive  or  as  expensive  as  one  pleases.  It  will 
take  you,  as  it  has  taken  me,  to  every  county  in  the  British 
Isles,  to  all  the  varying  and  delightful  scenery  of  this  fine 
domain.  The  grand  precipices  of  the  Scotch,  Welsh,  or 
Irish  mountains ;  the  wide  horizons  of  the  fens ;  the 
solitary  hill-tarn,  or  great  expanse  of  inland  lake ;  the 
steep  cliffs,  or  tumbled  sand-dunes  of  the  coast ;  the  moor- 
lands of  the  north  and  the  heathlands  of  the  south  ;  the 
brawling  mountain  stream  and  placid  river,  winding  slow — 
have  each  their  distinctive  species. 

Our  examination  system  demands  a  modicum  of  botanical 
knowledge ;  why  let  it  disappear  like  mist  before  the 
morning  sun  ?  The  modern  pharmacist  is  to  a  great  extent 
the  prototype  of  the  apothecary  of  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  It  is  to  the  apothecaries  of  the 
Georgian  era,  such  as  Blackstone,  Hudson,  Stokes, 
Samuel  Bale,  Petiver,  and  Plukenet,  that  English  botany  is 
so  greatly  indebted. 

As  Secretary  to  the  Botanical  Exchange  Club  of  the 
British  Isles,  I  have  to  deplore  the  fact  that  few  young 
devotees  come  forward  to  fill  the  gaps  caused  by  the 
death  of  our  old  workers.  May  I  appeal  to  those  phar- 
macists who  are  already  bitten  with  the  mania,  or  I  hope 
some  of  the  crowd  of  others  who  mean  to  begin  making 
a  herbarium  of  British  plants,  to  join  our  club  ?  The 
maximum  subscription  is  7s.  6d.  a  year.  We  have  in 
Mr.  J.  W.  White,  Mr.  Farr,  Mr.  A.  Wilson,  and  Mr.  J. 
Wheldon  excellent  members  and  valued  helpers,  but.  like 
Oliver  Twist,  I  want  more.  There  is  still  such  an 
enormous  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  observing  minute 
variation,  in  the  comparative  culture  of  critical  species 
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and  varieites,  and  in  working  out  the  relationship  of  plant 
and  soil.  But  my  hobby-horse  is  running  away  with  me; 
it  has  just  carried  me  round  the  world,  and,  home-coming, 
may  I,  through  your  medium,  shake  hands  in  spirit  with 
my  many  friends  in  this  land,  and  the  lands  beyond  the 
seas,  in  both  of  which  I  have  met  with  so  much  kindness 
and  assistance  from  my  confreres?

Letters  in  Brief. 

"  Guaranteed  "  Otto  of  Roses. — Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  informs 
us  that  a  London  firm  is  sending  out  circulars  offering  otto  of 
rose,  "  Parry's  analysis,"  at  18s.  per  oz.  Mr.  Parry  states 
that  the  firm  in  question  are  using  his  name  without  authority, 
and  that  he  has  never  seen  the  otto  in  question. 

Too  Wordy  Cards. — I  saw  what  should  have  been  a  nice 
window  the  other  day,  writes  a  correspondent  (247/45),  spoiled 
entirely  by  the  showcards.  These  were  guiltless  of  any  attempt 
at  punctuation,  and  one  contained  several  sentences  com- 
prising perhaps  fifty  words.  The  effect  was  similar  to  some 
of  the  breathless  speeches  John  Leech  used  to  add  to  his 
pictures. 

Assistants'  Holidays. — Inquirer  (251/37)  asks  what  is  now 
the  custom  in  regard  to  payment  of  outdoor  assistants  during 
holidays.  He  has  been  accustomed  to  give  a  fortnight  with 
a  fortnight's  pay,  but  in  other  trades  he  finds  that  a  week  with 
a  week's  pay  is  the  rule,  the  assistants  having  the  option  of 
another  week  without  pay.  We  should  be  glad  to  have  post- 
card opinions  on  the  matter,  our  own  experience  being  that 
payment  is  made  during  the  whole  holiday,  which,  however, 
varies  in  duration. 


Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  respecting:  various  Acts  which  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1308,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
P-  435 ;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448 ;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 


Gum  Arabic  (247/43). — Yes,  grocers  and  hardwaremen  can 
sell  sulphate  of  copper  for  spraying  purposes,  although  five 
chemists  and  one  chemist  and  druggist  have  shops  in  the 
town.  It  is  not  a  scheduled  poison.  They  may  also  sell 
carbolic  sheep-dip. 

Bruno  (251/34). — The  doses  of  morphine  and  its  derivatives 
for  bronchial  affections  are  the  same.  Heroin  is  diacetyl- 
morphine,  and  is  not  regarded  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  a  scheduled  poison. 

W.  P.  K.  (251/29).— The  use  of  the  word  "dentist"  as  a 
Christian  name  in  the  manner  which  you  indicate  is  an  in- 
fringement of  the  Dentists  Act.  For  conditions  regarding  the 
storage  and  sale  of  petrol  see  the  G.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  464. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (281/17). — An  unqualified  manager  of  a  limited 
company  who  retails  and  dispenses  poisons  infringes 
Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

F.  K.  (254/39). — Arsenical  fly-papers  are  in  the  first  part  of 
the  Poisons  Schedule  and  have  to  be  signed  for,  the  con- 
ditions of  the  Arsenic  Act  also  being  complied  with.  See  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary. 

C.  D.  (253/70). — Your  advertisement  does  not  infringe  any 
Act,  but  the  nature  of  your  practice  may  bring  you  within 
the  four  corners  of  the  Apothecaries  Act.  Of  that  we  cannot 
judge,  as  we  have  no  particulars  further  than  that  you  treat 
skin-diseases.

— We  have 
frequently  stated  that  the  Minor  certificate  is  accepted  in 
New  Zealand  for  registration  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  30s. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  prosperous  parts  of  the 
British  Empire,  but  the  demand  for  pharmaceutical  immi- 
grants is  inappreciable.  A  man  of  good  character  and 
qualifications  going  out  with  letters  of  recommendation  or 
introduction  does  not  take  long  to  get  a  good  berth.

but  ol.  picis  rect.  is  spirit  of  tar. 

Wilts  (250/10).— ANevus  is  a  collection  of  dilated  capillaries 
with  or  without  arterioles  and  veins,  and  may  be  cutaneous 
or  subcutaneous,  and  is  generally  present  at  birth,  although 
it  may  become  more  obvious  and  even  grow  in  later  life. 
The  treatment,  which  in  the  case  of  large  ones  is  very  un- 
satisfactory, depends  on  the  variety  and  position  of  the 
nsBvus ;  as  you  give  no  particulars,  it  would  be  manifestly 
unsafe  to  advise  any  course  of  treatment.  Better  show  it 
to  a  competent  physician,  as  much  harm  may  be  done  by 
unskilled  treatment  by  escharotics  or  electricity,  which  are 
the  usual  remedies  apart  from  surgical. 

W.  F.  C.  (252/5). — The  rates  of  wages  quoted  on  p.  75  are 
for  outdoor  apprentices. 

East  Anglia  (222/28).— (1)  Yeast-stimtjlant  for  use  in  bread- 
making. — This  is  a  mixture  of  powdered  malt  and  sodium 
bisulphate  with  probably  other  salts  which  act  as  yeast-foods, 
such  as  calcium  citrate,  calcium-hydrogen  phosphate,  and 
potassium-hydrogen  tartrate.  Such  preparations  are  usually 
mixed  with  the  yeast  and  warm  water  first,  and  after  a  while 
this  mixture  is  added  to  the  flour.  (2)  Cream-of-Tartar 
Substitutes.

How 
distinguish  between  them  ?  What  is  the  action  of  iodine  on 
sodium  thiosulphate  and  sulphite?  Write  equations.  What 
is  chloral  hydrate  ?  What  is  chloral  ?  What  is  the  action  of 
alkali  on  chloral?    How  is  chloral  prepared? 

Botany. — Here  the  examiner  pointed  to  most  of  the  plants 
scheduled  for  recognition,  and  asked  their  natural  orders. 
What  do  the  terms  Thalamiflora;  and  Spadicifloroe  mean, 
and  what  plants  belong  to  Bryophyta  and  Pteridophytal 
How  many  stamens  in  plants  of  natural  orders  Ranuncu- 
'laccce,  Rosacea,  Leguminasce,  and  Compositce  ?  How  many 
carpels  in  plants  of  N.O.  Legwminosce,  Liliaccce,  and  Papa- 
veraceas  ?      A  wallflower  was  also  shown,  and  its  natural 

■  order  asked.  A  withered  piece  of  aconite  and  a  composite 
plant  were  also  given ;  the  latter  I  failed  to  recognise.  I 
then  had  to  show  how  the  vascular  bundles  are  arranged  in 

■  a  dicotyledonous  stem  and  root.  What  is  the  function  of 
xylem  and  phloem?  What  is  chlorophyll,  and  what  is  its 
use  ?  _  What  is  diastase,  and  what  are  its  uses  ?  What  is 
the  difference  between  barley  and  malt  ?    Will  malt  grow  ? 

Materia  Medica. — I  had  to  recognise  bitter  and  sweet 
almonds,  Calabar  beans,  red-cinchona  bark,  Japanese  aconite- 
root,  belladonna  leaves  and  root,  conium-seeds,  and  pome- 
granate-bark, which  I  mistook  for  cusparia-bark.  How 
much  resin  does  jalap  contain?  A  sample  of  ipecacuanha 
was  given  and  the  question  asked,  Is  it  all  true  root? 

Prescription-reading.— I  had  to  write  out  a  prescription 
in  full  Latin  containing  fractions  of  a  grain,  and  had 
to  translate  several  prescriptions  into  English.  Then  a 
calculation  was  given — viz.,  How  much  hyd.  iodid.  rub.  is 
required  to  make  3iv.  of  0.125-per-cent.  solution?

Pharmacy.— Mr.  Goldby  asked  me  the  strength  of  liquor 
sodii  arsenatis.  How  should  I  know  when  the  sodium 
arsenate  is  anhydrous?  How  is  lin.  hydrarg.  prepared,  and 
best  method  of  preparing  it  ?  He  showed  me  tinct.  cannabis 
ind.,  and  I  told  him  the  strength.  He  then  asked  me  the 
processes  and  menstrua  used  in  the  preparation  of  ext.  bellad. 
liq.  and  ext.  cascarae  sagradse.  Strength  of  ext.  bellad.  liq.° 
and  tinct.  strophanthi.  I  was  next  shown  some  soap,  which 
I  thought  was  curd,  and  explained  how  it  is  made.  I  also 
had  to  say  how  hard  and  soft  soaps  are  made.  What  other 
Product  is  obtained  in  manufacture  of  soaps?  Glycerin. 
What  becomes  of  the  glycerin  in  soft  soap  ?  How  would  I 
•make  emulsions  of  turpentine  and  copaiba  ?  Lastly,  what 
■should  I  do  when  asked  for  a  sulphocyanide  ?
